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FAMILY HISTORY RECORDED IN RUG 














FAMILY HEIRLOOM 


exhibited bv J. P. 


This rug. 
Grieves, Sr.. Illinois. at the recent 
Chicago Antiques Exposition and 


Hobby Fair at the Stevens Hotel, 
intrigued the thousands who viewed 
it; 

The following notes are excerpts 
from articles which appeared in the 
Literary Digest and the Chicago 
Tribune at the time the other rug 
was shown at Field’s. 


They are two of the finest hand 
hooked rugs in existence. 


Both rugs are owned by Mr. 
Grieves, who inherited them from his 
mother, the late Mrs. Blanche Black- 
stone Grieves, who was a very fine 
artist and drew the design. Her 
mother, Mrs. Eleanor’ Blackstone 
hooked the rugs, pictured, sixty 
years ago. 


In design, the rug illustrated is a 
copy of a winter photograph taken 
of the family group before their 
home in Lacon, Ill. The other rug, 
not pictured, has figures woven in 
medallion design, their ages, names, 
and a verse for each figure. 


The rags and wools of the various 
colors and shades were hooked into 
burlap in such a manner that the 
scene is as true to life as that of a 
painting by a master. It is un- 
doubtedly the most unique and pains- 
taking work ever accomplished by a 
single individual in making rugs by 
hand. Mrs. Blackstone made six 
large rugs. One which has passed 


out of the family hands has been ex- 
hibited in various cities during the 
past 20 years by a New York art 


dealer. Marshall Field and Co., Chi- 
cago, displayed it twice. Eventually, 
these rugs, no doubt, will be placed 
in one of America’s museums. 

The rug shown is seven feet-ten 
inches, by nine feet-6 inches, done in 
colors of white, blues, reds, black and 
browns. All persons shown in the rug 
are now deceased except J. P. 
Grieves, then the small grandson, 
pictured in the center. 

The wool was spun by Mrs. Black- 
stone and this, with the cotton rags, 
was dyed with home-made vegetable 
and wood dyes, the neighboring 
woods being scoured for herbs and 
barks suitable for this purpose. 
Butternut, walnut and sassafras fur- 
nished. some of the dyes used. 

Mrs. Blackstone took hair from the 
heads of each individual to weave 
as wigs in some of the rugs to make 
them realistic. 

Biblical verses are woven in each 
end; “Oh They That Seek Me Shall 
Find Me” and “In My Father’s House 
Are Many Mansions.”

States During the Past Fifty Years 


Well, collectors, this is what we 
have been waiting for with mounting 
impatience for many long years—a 
catalog bigger and better than any- 
thing we had ever thought possible. 
So tremendously big, in fact, that it 
must be published in parts—at least 
twelve of them—which are to appear 
four times a year. Each issue will 
contain at least 100 pages of record 
listings and about 50 pages devoted 
to special articles on appropriate sub- 
jects.

THE CONTENTS 


The catalog, which is to be called 
The American Record Index, will list 
practically all recordings of classical 
music — instrumental and orchestral 
as well as vocal — issued in this coun- 
try since 1897. This includes an enor- 
mous number of recordings of Eu- 
ropean origin that were issued in 
American editions. All types of re- 
cords will be listed—cylinders, hill- 
and-dale (vertical-cut) discs, acoustic 
and electric standard disc, LP’s and 
45-RPM’s. All record numbers, single- 
faced, double-faced, IRCC, etc., will be 
given as well as dates of issue. There 
will be brief, factual biographical 
notes about many of the artists. 
Collectors of vocal records will find 
that the information on the careers 
of singers is far more comprehensive 
and accurate than anything that has 
ever before appeared in print, any- 
where at any time. This information 
will consist of dates, and places of 
birth and death, details of training, 
debut, appearances and _ repertoire. 
There will be no comment or personal 
opinion about the artists—the facts 
will be allowed to speak for them- 
selves. 

Everything will be in alphabetical 
order. First comes the name of the 
artist, under it the biographical in- 
formation, then the list of his or her 
recordings with the titles in alphabeti- 
cal order. (There will also be a com- 
plete index of compositions listed by 


composer). Names of selections will 
be at the left, record numbers and 
dates of issue at the right. 

There are many other valuable fea- 
tures in this catalog which we haven’t 
Space to mention. Here we discuss 
only what concerns most closely the 
needs of those who collect historical 
vocal recordings. For their benefit, 
the book will include information on 
the history of the phonograph and also 
pictures of the various types of labels. 


_ An important point to remember 
in connection with The American Re- 
cord Index is that since this gigantic 
work will list everything of impor- 
tance that was issued over a period 
of fifty years, it will never become 
obsolete. Twenty years from now it 
will show what was issued during 
those fifty years just as well as it 
does today. This catalog is not to be 
confused with the encyclopedias which, 
listing only records that are currently 
obtainable, become out of date as soon 
as published because of the constant 
appearance of new discs and the 
steady withdrawal of old ones. Thus, 
while The American Record Index 
will in the end cost about $15, it offers 
far more for the money than any 
book dealing with recorded music that 
has ever been published. Certainly, 
from the collector’s viewpoint, this 
Index will be infinitely more satisfy- 
ing than Bauer’s costly but very 
limited Historical Records. 

Compiling such an enormous cata- 
log as the ARI was a night-marish 
task that took some ten years’ hard 
labor to complete. Most of the work 
was done by a collector named Ber- 
nard Lebow and his long suffering 
wife, Ellen. The vastness of their 
accomplishment can be appreciated 
only when the ARI has materialized 
in complete form. The biographical 
notes on singers and conductors are 
the contribution of another well-known 
collector, Charles A. Jahant who, in 
my opinion, is the world’s foremost 
authority on this subject. His work 
is a uniquely valuable feature of the 
Index. Also, from the beginning, I 
have been helping in as many ways 
as I could, which means that through 
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me and through HossBiEs many of you 
have done your bit too, knowlingly or 
otherwise. 

The first issue of The American 
Record Index is scheduled to appear 
on January Ist, 1950. However, it is 
of the utmost importance to enter 
your subscription, or at least to regis- 
ter your interest in this project by 
asking for further information, at 
the earliest possible moment. Please 
communciate directly with the pub- 
lishers—The Elaine Music Shop, 9 
East 44th Street, New York, N. Y.— 
and when doing so don’t forget to 
mention HOBBIES.

Music Box . 
Authority Dies 


Adrian V. Bornand, authority on 
antique music boxes and president of 
A. Bornand, Inc., North Pelham, 
N. Y., which deals in and repairs such 
instruments, died on October 26 in the 
Mount Vernon Hospital after a two- 
week illness. 

Mr. Bornand was 48 years old, and 
he represented the third generation 
of his family engaged in the music 
box business. His father, the late 
Joseph Bornand, a native of Switzer- 
land, came to this country many years 
ago and continued the family business 
which was carried on by the son. 
Adrian Bornand was graduated from 
the University of Nechatel, Switzer- 
land. 

From various parts of the United 
States and Europe, Mr. Bornand col- 
lected eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
tury music boxes, some of great rar- 
ity, and sold them to museums, clubs 
and private collectors. 


Mr. Bornand had his own collection 
of more than 200 music boxes and had 
exhibited it at the American Museum 
of Natural History and elsewhere.

Surviving are his widow, Mrs. Ruth

of Dixie Land his clear tenor and 
crisp enunciation are the same as of 
old.” But Natus’ comeback was short, 
and he soon dropped entirely out of 
the recording picture. 

A photograph of Byron G. HARLAN 
also appeared in the July supplement. 
Apparently it was the first published 
by Victor of any “popular” artist. The 
cut-lines read: “Mr. Harlan, whose 
pleasant countenance is shown here 
to gratify the curiosity of many ad- 
mirers of his voice, is a most versatile 
gentleman, as his sweetly sung bal- 
lads, his characteristic imitations of 
the squeaky voiced deacon in the ‘rube’ 
records and his funny comedy work 
in the Collins and Harlan duets will 
show.” The August record list con- 
tinued the portrait series, with pic- 
tures of ARTHUR COLLINS and Bos 
ROBERTS. 

Three memorable records, with con- 
secutive numbers, were listed in Sep- 
tember. The first was 4430, “My 
Carolina Lady,” by ADA JONES. Then 
came two by Collins — 44381, ‘The 
Preacher and the Bear,” probably the 
most famous of all acoustically re- 
corded popular songs, and perhaps an 
even more clever “coon song”—4432, 
“What You Gonna Do When the Rent 
Comes ’Round?” The latter is better 
known as “Rufus Rastus Johnson 
Brown.” 

FRANK C. STANLEY’s photo, accom- 
panied by the following comment, ap- 
peared in September: “Mr. Stanley is 
one of our most valued singers, his 
fine voice being admirably adapted to 
the work of record making. A glance 
at our catalogue will show that he is 
represented there in widely different 
ways—in standard and sacred songs, 
basso profundo: solos, popular songs 
and Yankee comedy. All of his work 
is extremely well done and we are 
sure that his numerous admirers will 
be pleased to see his frank and genial 
countenance exhibited here.” There 
was a picture, too, of JAMES McCooL’s 
“pleasant face.” 

In October, one of the most famous 
automobile songs, “In My Merry Olds- 
mobile,” was listed by BILLY Murray. 
Two months later, in December, the 
supplement contained the likeness of 
the German tenor, EMIL MUENCH, 
whose career as a recording artist be- 
gan in very early days and continued 
into the electric era. And there was 
likewise a photo of GEORGE W. JOHN- 
son: “If anyone who has ever enjoyed 
Mr. Johnson’s inimitable laugh and 
whistling songs doubts that they are 
made by a real ‘black man,’ this pic- 
ture of the familiar ‘Whistling Coon’ 
will. remove those doubts. George is 
just as jolly as this photograph in- 
dicates and so thoroughly enjoys mak- 
ing these records that his laughs are 
real ones and not forced.” (A few 
years later Johnson was hanged for 
murdering his wife.) 

Record buyers were given good 
news in the January, 1906, supple- 


January, 1950 


ment. The price of seven-inch re- 
cords was dropped from 50 cents to 
35, and that of ten-inch ones from 
$1. to 60 cents. The reduction of 
course was attributed to constantly 
increasing demand and larger output. 

Under the heading of ‘THE VIC- 
TOR ORCHESTRA—WALTER B. 
ROGERS, CONDUCTOR,” an unusu- 
ally interesting note appeared in 
February: 

“The Victor Company, in 1903, be- 
gan to make its vocal and instru- 
mental solos and duets with orchestra 
accompaniment. It soon became dis- 
satisfied, however, with the plan usu- 
ally followed by record making labora- 
tories of engaging musicians as in- 
dividuals whenever they were needed. 
Even though the best available play- 
ers were used, it was found that really 
artistic work could not be done in this 
way. In 1904, therefore, the Com- 
pany conceived the idea of establish- 
ing a permanent orchestra which 
should give its exclusive time to the 
making of Victor records. From a

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list of the very best instrumentalists 
of America were chosen the players 
composing the Victor orchestras and 
it is an indisputable fact that this is 
one of the most remarkable bodies of 
musicians in the world. Although the 
cost of this exclusive Victor feature 
has been very great, the expenditure 
has been fully justified, as Victor re- 
cords soon became famous for their 
artistic accompaniments and are now 
in a class by themselves, no other 
records even approaching them in 
general excellence.” 


In March, 1906, it was announced 
that RICHARD JOSE’s record of “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold,” issued in 
1903, was the biggest seller up to that 
time. Three months later, to antici- 
pate a little, this honor was taken 
over by Billy Murray’s version of 
“You’re a Grand Old Rag”—or 
“Flag”! The March supplement also 
said that Victor was the first to is- 
sue duets by two tenors—Harry Mac 
DoNOUGH and JOHN BIELING. That 
month the duo sang No. 4606, “Pal o’ 
Mine” (Nathan) and 4610, “Saved by 
Grace” (Stebbins). In April there 
was “a new portrait of genial Billy 
Murray, one of the Victor’s most pop- 
ular singers.” 


Eight-inch records were introduced 
about this time, to take the place of 
the seven-inch variety, and the May 
supplement remarked that the eight- 
inchers were much superior to the 
smaller ones, “owing to the larger 
circle of sound waves. Our seven- 
inch list will now be gradually with- 
drawn or made over in the eight-inch 
size.” In August, it was revealed 
that the best selling HAYDN QUARTET 
record was No. 109, “Nearer, My God, 
to Thee.” 

A famous theatrical personality, DE 
Wor Hopper, made his Victor debut 
in September, 1906, with his ever- 
green recitation of “Casey at the 
Bat.” And listen to this: “Mr. Hooper 
is so much pleased with this record 
that he has willingly agreed never at 
any time to make this selection for 
any other company than the Victor”!

contralto, was represented with a re- 
cord, No. 4885, of “Flee As a Bird.” 
“Miss Morgan, who has been in Eu- 
rope during the summer, has returned 
in fine voice and has given us a splen- 
did record of Dana’s well known 
sacred number.” 

Moving up to February, 1907, the 
“Uncle Josh” man, CAL STEWART, re- 
turned as a Victor artist, and the 
annotator wrote: “Everyone will be 
glad to know that genial Cal Stewart 
has returned after extensive travels 
which took him over a great part of 
the world.” Oddly enough, almost 
these words were used in the Sep- 
tember, 1915, supplement to greet 
Stewart’s return after an absence of 
several years from Victor lists. 

As far as I can learn, the only duet 
ever made by CORINNE MorRGAN and 
ELSIE STEVENSON appeared in May, 
1907. It is No. 31628, an exceedingly 
scarce twelve-inch record — “Holy 
Mother, Guide His Footsteps,” from 
Wallace’s “Maritana.” 

In October, 1907, the first Victor 
record was listed by one of the finest, 
but one of the most neglected, of early 
phonograph comedians—EDDIE Mor- 
TON. I quote: “Eddie Morton is one 
of the best coon song singers in Amer- 
ica, and during the past summer was 
a feature of the Madison Square Roof 
production, ‘Maid and the Million- 
aire,’ where he was obliged to re- 
spond to numerous encores. The Vic- 
tor has secured the exclusive services 
of this popular singer and now offers 
two of his greatest successes.” The 
records were 5220, “Mariutch (Do the 
Hootch-a-ma-Cootch),” on the label of 
which the comedian’s name appeared 
as EDWARD MorTON, and _ 31661, 
“That’s Gratitude.” 

The December, 1907, issue presents 
a real puzzle. It Jists a record of the 
then reigning ballad, “Love Me and 
the World is Mine.” The record was 
sung by WILLIAM T. EVANS, and it 
has long been understood by collectors 
that William T. Evans and HENRY 
EvANS were both nom de disques of 
the famous Red Seal tenor, EVAN 
WILLIAMS. Yet a photo of WILLIAM 
T. Evans is reproduced, showing him 
as a hatchet-faced man with a black 
mustache. A few issues later, the 
chubby-faced, smooth-shaven picture 
of Evan Williams, which used to be 
a feature of Victor record catalogues, 
was shown. There is certainly no re- 
semblance between the features of 
William T. Evans and Evan Williams, 
although the voices seem to be iden- 
tical. Perhaps the “photo of W. T. 
was a “phony” deliberately inserted 
to throw curiosity seekers off the 
track. 

The back page of the May, 1908, 
supplement contained another out-of- 
the-ordinary item. It was a photo 
of GERALDINE FARRAR, listening to a 
Victor record. And the record was 
CLARICE VANCE’s rendition of “I’m 
Afraid to Come Home in the Dark.” 

In February, 1909, the given names 
of the members of the famous WHIT- 
NEY BROTHERS QUARTET were pub- 
lished. There were Alvin M., William 
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F., Edwin M. and Yale B. Incident- 
ally, EDWIN M. WHITNEY was the 
first recording artist I ever met. 

The first supplement containing 
double-faced records was the issue of 
March, 1909. The listings began with 
No. 16113. In May, a separate sup- 
plement was issued, listing all double- 
faced records up to that time. There 
must also have been an earlier one 
containing the list from 16000 through 
16112. 

An important announcement was 
made in the April, 1909, issue. BILLy 
Murray had signed up exclusively 
with Victor for disc record work, al- 
though he continued to make Edison 
cylinders. As a matter of fact, he 
also continued to make Zon-o-phone 
discs, which were rather surreptiti- 
ously issued by Victor at 65 cents, to 
compete with the Columbia price 
range. Victor double-faced records, 
at 75 cents, were ten cents higher 
than Columbia. 

The May, 1909, supplement con- 
tained three outstanding announce- 
ments. One was that the AMERI- 
CAN QUARTET, which had just 
been organized, would sing exclusively 
for Victor. (It was the PREMIER 
QUARTET on Edison cylinders). 
Then there was WILL OAKLAND’S first 
Victor record, “Silver Threads Among 
the Gold.” The supplement remarked 
that “this singer takes high F with 
ease.” 

And also in May appeared the first 
Victor record by the soprano, Lucy 
ISABELLE MARSH, who had previously 
made a few discs for Columbia. Miss 
Marsh, who later appeared on Purple 
and Blue Label lists before graduat- 
ing to Red Seals, began as a Black 
Label artist. Her first record was 
35075, “Angels Ever Bright and 
Fair.” She was described as a mem- 
ber of the choir of the Madison Ave- 
nue Reformed Church in New York. 

In August, 1909, there was a photo 
of the mandolin player, EUGENE W. 
PAGE, who made duets with a guit- 
tarist by the name of Ramseyer. (I 
have never known Mr. Ramseyer’s 
given name, but for some reason have 
long imagined it to be Hugo.) And 
that same month, DE WoLr Hopper 
came through with a new version of 
“Casey at the Bat,” described as 
“very much better and clearer than 
the old one.” In December, ARTHUR 
CLOUGH appeared as a Victor artist,

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AMERICAN LIFE IN AMERICAN PRINTS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


It cannot be repeated too often that 
the great claim of our American 
lithographs to the interest and affec- 
tion of collectors is their accurate and 
wide reflection of American life, his- 
tory, manners and customs over three- 
quarters of a century. Our litho- 
graphers were almost all business 
men, intent on turning out pictures 
which would sell, some really fine 
artists, some competent artizans, a 
few not even that, but they gave their 
American public what it wanted. 
Fortunately, it had not yet fallen for 
the current strictly impersonal fash- 
ion in interior decorating, which al- 
lows nothing on the walls of a room 
beyond china plates decorative flower 
arrangements or landscapes carrying 
out a carefully selected color scheme. 

Of course, timid souls have always 
preferred pictures of this type, and 
for them the lithographers produced 
flower and fruit prints, sentimental 
subjects “in great variety” and ro- 
mantic or picturesque scenes. Yet 
even these are, with a few exceptions, 
strongly American and timely. The 
flower prints follow fashions from the 
Victorian formal mixed bouquets ar- 
ranged in neo-classic urns through the 
still life pictures which were “stand- 
ard equipment” for Mid-Victorian 
dining-rooms to the later naturalistic 
flower arrangements. The pretty 
ladies, with or without accompanying 
gentlemen or families, form a very 
accurate fashion parade for 1830 to 
1880, the earlier full and half-length 
ones including current modes in dec- 
orating, hobbies and amusements as 
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well as costumes. And if, among the 
scenes there are a few frankly Eu- 
ropean in origin, these, the copies of 
Landseer paintings particularly only, 
show the strong influence of the great 
Queen on even American modes and 
Inanners 


There are, too, a few “Romantic” 
and “Literary” European scenes, and 
some which are frankly nostalgic 
But the great majority are thoroughly 
American, titled as such, “The West- 
ern Farmer’s Home,” “Southern River 
Scenery,” “New England Winter 
Scene,” or illustrations of American 
literature, “Home Sweet Home,” “The 
Old Oaken Bucket,” “The Wayside 
Inn” and the “Hiawatha” series. But 
the finest of these, and perhaps the 
finest American lithographs, are the 
“Seasons” pairs or sets, issued in 
small and large folio sizes and in 
considerable variety by the Currier 
house and most of its important com- 
petitors, those by Fanny Palmer and 
G. H. Durrie for Currier best of all. 
These picture American country life 
at its loveliest, even Durrie’s low- 
toned Winter scenes including com- 
fortable houses and active, well-dres- 
sed people. American city life, on 
the other hand, was neglected by the 
artists, Benecke’s “Sleighing in New 
York” one of the few angles of this 
selected for perpetuation on stone 
and paper. 


Country life in those days included 
hunting and fishing as part of the 
routine, although to the artists, in- 
cluding A. F. Tait with his camp in 
the Adirondacks, it was recreation. 
So we have pictures of professional 
trappers, “The Life of a: Hunter” pair 
and others, to compare with Louis 
Maurer’s “Life in the Country, Out 
for a Day’s Shooting,” obviously pros- 
perous “Summer people” taking a day 
off. Imported sports, fox hunting in 
several series copied from English 
prints, and the single Currier and 
Ives, ‘Pigeon Shooting,’”’ yachting and 
college boat-races contrast with the 
thoroughly American buffalo hunting, 
subjects by Catlin and others, “The 
American National Game of Base- 
ball” the single and rare “Shooting 
Turkeys for Thanksgiving” by Childs, 
and an equally rare “The Hen Trot,” 
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published by G. W. Emerson of Bos- 
ton, illustrating a sport otherwise 
unknown. 

Pictures of game birds, hunting 
dogs and also of game fish accompany 
the hunting and fishing prints. One 
series, by Thomas Doughty, is among 
our earliest American lithographs, is- 
sued by Childs & Inman and appar- 
ently almost simultaneously by M.E.D. 
Brown of Philadelphia about 1830, 
while another, “Upland Game Birds 
and Water Fowl,” from paintings by 
Alexander Pope, Jr., a series of fine 
color prints, was lithographed by 
Armstrong & Company of Boston 
seventy years later. The “highspots” 
of the type are the four large folios, 
“The Cares of a Family” among them, 
by N. Currier and Currier & Ives, but 
the pair without title or imprint, at- 
tributed to Tait and Endicott, and the 
two by Sarony, Major & Knapp rival 
them in quality. 

While the first horse-race prints 
show the runners, the thoroughbreds, 
stock and tradition imported from 
England, and the lithographers con- 
tinued to show this always popular 
sport throughout the 19th century, 
that strictly American version, the 
trotting race, appeared very early in 
the story of American lithography, 
and pictures of horses and races by 
hundreds of lithographers fill a large 
section of the catalogue of titles. 
During the laSt quarter of the cen- 
tury, the lithography lost much of its 
popularity as interior decoration, but 
the horse prints, with the comic rac- 
ing and sporting subjects were still 
turned out in quantities for bars, tack 
rooms. and ‘dens,’ where masculine 
taste—or possibly lack of taste—and 
interests were paramount. 

Of course, the local American views 
and scenes may be considered as sub- 
jects of local interest. But, while 
almost every city and town was im- 
mortalized at one time or another, 
19th Century Americans were also 
proud of their country’s “points of 
interest,” and liked pictures of Nia- 
gara Falls, Yosemite Falls, Saratoga 
Springs, the Brooklyn Bridge and 
other attractions for the tourist of 
that era. The changes in popularity 
here, too, are interesting, from the 
City Halls, Court-houses, water-works 
and other public buildings which the 
lithographers copied from the earlier 
engravers Wall, Bartlett and others, 
through the scenic wonders of Sara- 
toga Central Park, the Catskill Moun- 
tains and California to those marvels 
of science, the “Great Eastern steam- 
ship and the Brooklyn Bridge. But 
New York City, home of most litho- 


graphers, was always a favorite, as’ 


was the Capital of the nation. 

This reflection of American life 
and interests in lithography appears 
throughout the catalogue. The his- 
torical subjects include heroes and 
battles almost unknown today, but of 
considerable importance once. The 
opening of the West, the growth of 
the railroads, the Clipper ships and 
Mississippi River steamboats all ap- 
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pear and then vanish as they became 
commonplace or outmoded. That cata- 
logue contains some superlative litho- 
graphs, many ordinary ones, a few 
atrociously poor examples. But they 
are all American, and for that reason 
alone, deserve to be appreciated and 
preserved.

At New York City 
Historical Society 


A collection of historical menus, 
covering the period of the past 100 
years, was recently placed on exhibi- 
tion at the New York Historical Soc- 
iety, New York City. The exhibition 
is composed of more than 300 menus 
from well known and unusual hostel- 
ries commemorating famous events, 
and associated with distinguished peo- 
ple. It presents an intimate picture 
of history in the making as well as 
illustrating trends of graphic arts of 
many generations. 

O. Andreas Garson, nationally 
known art director of Oak Park, IIli- 
nois, has spent many years of search 
in his quest for menus characteristic 
of particular periods and representa- 
tive of outstanding events in history.

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historic value of these menus is notice- 
able in the fact that they have pre- 
served an accurate record of the 
American diet. Many dishes which 
were common as late as 1880 have 
suddenly disappeared from the mod- 
ern menu.

Significant moments of history have 
occurred over the banquet table, and 
these too are held in the pages of 
these menus. One tells that Presi- 
dent Fillmore was a guest of honor 
at a banquet dedicating the “first 
page railway service from Boston 
to Canada and the far west” in 1851. 
Another bears an inscription of Dan 
Beard, of Boy Scout Fame, stating, 
“This is the original menu from the 
banquet given to Mark Twain by the 
Illustrators Club, and on this occasion 
I acted as toastmaster.” This menu 
is one of several in the exhibit auto- 
graphed by Mark Twain. Another 
autographed menu is from a banquet 
to Woodrow Wilson during his stay in 
Manchester, England, on his return to 
America in 1918. Famous signatures 
appear on menus of banquets honor- 
ing General Grant, General Sherman, 
Theodore Roosevelt, General Pershing, 
Cardinal Mercier, Caruso, Henry M. 
Stanley, and the great scientist, Louis 
Pasteur, and one is from New York’s 
old City Hotel, the first place in Amer- 
ica to be called “HOTEL.” New York 
is represented by many items, includ- 
ing the menu for the Prince of Wales, 
later Edward VII, who visited here 
in 1860 and had a glorious time at 
Delmonico’s, and the menu from the 
banquet to Bartholdi, the sculptor, 
held during the dedication of the State 
of Liberty, in 1886. 

The most complete list of American 
game dishes that ever appeared at 
one time on any menu came from the 
25th Annual Game Dinner given by 
John B. Drake at the old Grand Paci- 
fic Hotel, Chicago, November 13, 1881. 
This extravagant feast was the talk 
of gourmets all over the world. It 
listed 18 kinds of animals, 13 varieties 
of forest birds, 14 marsh birds, and 
27 water fowl, besides numerous ac- 
cessory dishes.

As early as 1577 Frobisher re- 
corded that Eskimos sledges were 
drawn by dog teams. Both Eskimo 
and Siberian sledge-dogs are !arge 
and powerful. Sir Charles Lyell tells 
us the sledge dog has been the com- 
panion of man ever since the Neo- 
lithic age. Besides defending his 
master from attacks by wild ani- 
mals, he also fulfills his task as a 
beast of burden, with intelligence, 
great power of endurance and. adap- 
tation to extreme climates, not dis- 
played by any other draft-animal. 


Eskimos, according to the theory 
advanced by Sir Clements Markham, 
are remnants of an ancient Siberian 
tribe, the Onkilon-driven out by the 
fierce waves of the Tartar invasion 
in the middle ages. 


Eskimo sledges vary in both form 
and material, the average measuring 
about fourteen feet in length and 
weighing about 200 ibs. These are 
sometimes made of small pieces of 
porous bone, fastened together by 
Icather tongs. Runners are of pol- 
ished ivory from the walrus. The 
natives moisten the runners with 
water making a thin sheet of ice 
which glides over the frozen ground 
at lightning speed. Manipulation of 
one of these with half-tamed wolfish 
dogs is a feat of great skill and de- 
termination. 

In Egypt and Assyria, the sled 
preceded the use of wheels for haul- 
ing heavy loads, and an old Japanese 
print of an Ainu on Broad Amur 
River, depicts skis being drawn by 
reindeer with a cord about his neck. 
The ski is the ancester of the sled, 
and the word “skielober” (skater) is 
derived from the word “skie”, signi- 
fying a long thin narrow plank 
fastened on the foot for travelling on 
snow. The snow-shoe and ice-creeper 
often equipped with ivory spikes, 
were known to the ancients. 

The “Narti” or sledge of northern 
Siberia measures approximately two 
yards in length, twenty-one inches 
wide and ten inches high. The best 
were built of seasoned birch, free 
from knots. The bed was woven from 
shoots of the sand willow. No metal 
was used in construction, the parts 
being bound together by thongs of 
the elk, ox or walrus. 

From Lapland, a region of 150,000 
sq. miles in the northern part of 
Norway, Sweden and Russia, comes 
the reindeer. To the Lapps it sup- 
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plies meat, milk, hide, sinews for 
thread, and also serves as a draft- 
animal. In Kamchatka it serves as 
saddle or pack animal attaining a 
speed of 10 mph. 

The sledge of the Peary type were 
twelve to thirteen feet long, two 
feet wide and seven high, with 
oak sides rounded both front and be- 
hind with two inches wide bent run- 
ners attached. These were shod with 
two inch wide steel shoes. The sides 
were solid and lashed together with 
sealskin thongs. 

“Sleys” in New England were of- 
ten of crude design. The colonial 
“pod” or “pung” was a low box sled 
drawn by one horse. These had long 
poles, one on each side serving both 
for shafts and runners. 

In 17382 William Bevin and his 
brothers were the leading sleigh-bell 
manufacturers in the world. They 
produced twenty kinds from seven- 
eighths inch to three and _ three- 
quarter inches, which were either 
strung in clusters of twelve or sold 
loose by the pound according to the 
quality of metal and leather in the 
straps. These were cast of tin or 
copper, the core being buried in sand 
while being molded. 

In 1818 William Barton, of Bloom- 
field, Conn., began casting sleigh 
bells in a solid piece, single or double 
throated, with one or two slits. These 
he polished by rolling them in a bar- 
rel. Up to this time they were cast 
in two pieces and soldered together. 

By the 19th century East Hamp- 
ton, Conn., produced practically all 
the sleigh bells in the world, the 
most beautiful in the world being 
the Russian saddle chimes. 

Sleighs with cut-in dashboards 
were no doubt the first stream-lined 
means of transport, the curved aasn 
protecting the feet. The “booby- 
sleigh” had a brougham type sup- 
ported on a frame by means of 
straps. The sledge—chair with a 
high back seat mounted on runners 
‘was propelled by pushing on ice or 
snow. Skimming the surface of a 
frozen stream in a cutter was the 
last word in ultra-fashionableness. 
Rivers of New England formed fine 
speedways for ice-races, and the 
prize usually offered the winner was 
a fine horsewhip. 

A “Nantucket Sleigh Ride”, was a 
ride in a boat towed by a whale.

This is as far as I carried my re- 
searches into old Victor record sup- 
plements and catalogues during my 
stay in Camden. I hope these ran- 
dom notes will be of some interest 
and value to other collectors. But I 
can’t say farewell to the Victor offices 
without recalling something Sales 
Manager Ed Forman showed me—a 
photostatic copy of a letter which 
Thomas A. Edison had written to 
“Frank Foell, Esq., 510 Second St., 
Philadelphia, Pa.,” on December 29, 
1877—the year that the phonograph 
was invented. Mr. Foell apparently 
had suggested some improvement, for 
this is what Mr. Edison wrote to him 
from Menlo Park: 

“Dear Sir: Your letter and sketch 
received. Am much obliged for the 
suggestion and it would be valuable, 
but owing to the inconvenience of 
placing the paper on the cylinder I 
had to adopt a revolving plate with 
a volute spiral and have one now 
working satisfactorily. The repro- 
duction of the voices is now absolutely 
perfect. Yours, Thomas A. Edison.” 

The copy of this letter which I saw 
was presented to Mr. Forman by a 
son of Mr. Foell. It’s interesting, 
and amusing, to observe that the claim 
of “perfect reproduction” was being 
made by Mr. Edison in 1877, a few 
months after he produced his first 
erude phonograph, just as it always 
has been, and is still being made, by 
succeeding generations of manufac- 
turers.

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FRANKLIN’S MUSICAL GLASSES 


Among the spinets, lutes and other 
outmoded instruments in the music 
gallery at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art one comes upon evidence that 
to indefatigable Ben Franklin another 
and comparatively unknown accom- 
plishment must be credited. In this 
instance his talents were engaged not 
with diplomacy or philosophy, print- 
ing or wise saws, love-making or elec- 
tricity, but with the designing of a 
musical instrument whose tones he 
found “incomparably sweet, beyond 
those of any other.” 


Franklin could play the harp, gui- 
tar and violin sufficiently well to give 
pleasure not only to himself but also 
to his friends. 


During a protracted stay in Lon- 
don he chanced, about the year 1760, 
to hear an instrument new to him 
called a “glasharmonica.” The inven- 
tor was an Irishman named Pucker- 
idge. When the rims were rubbed 
by a moist finger they emitted the 
notes of the scale. Franklin was en- 
chanted by the mellifluous quality of 
the tone. But no sooner had he heard 
and been charmed than he began to 
see ways and means of improving the 
arrangement of the glasses, of in- 
creasing the number of the notes and 
making the whole instrument more 
compact. 


The amiable doctor described his im- 
provement and dwelt with enthusiasm 
upon their success in a letter dated 
London, July 18, 1762, and addressed 
to his friend the Rev. John-Baptist 
Beccaria, then living in Turin, Italy. 
The largest glass had a diameter of 
nine inches, the smallest three inches. 
The intermediate sizes varied a quar- 
ter of an inch in diameter one from 
the other. On the glasses were in- 
dicated the notes they represented. 
They were tuned by grinding down 
the thickness of any that gave out 
too sharp a note in the scale. As 
Franklin observed, this instrument, 
once tuned, “never again wants tun- 
ing.’ “In honor of your musical 
language,” he wrote his clerical 
friend, “I have borrowed from it the 
name of this instrument, calling it 
the armonica.” 


As soon as his new toy was de- 
livered to him he began practicing 
tunes upon it, and before long was 
giving recitals for his friends at 
Number 7 Craven Street, near the 
Strand, where he was comfortably 
quartered in the house of Mrs. Steven- 
son and her sprightly daughter Polly. 


To anyone that showed interest in 
his well-loved armonica, which he 
kept always with him wherever he 
went from that time on, he would 
readily impart the finer points of its 
manipulation. He cautioned the use 
of rain water for moistening the rims 
of the revolving glasses (“spring wa- 
ter is generally too hard, and pro- 
duces a harsh tone”). We have his 
word for it that, “all directions ob- 
served, the tone comes forth finely 
with the slightest pressure of the 
fingers imaginable, and you swell it 





at pleasure by adding a little more 
pressure, no instrument affording 
more shades, if one may so speak, 
of the forte piano.” 


Franklin’s favorite French song 
was “Les Petits Oiseaux,” a naive 
air that he was wont to play for his 
friend Madame Brillon, whom he of- 
ten visited while living at Passy, near 
Paris, when he was representing the 
United States in France. One of the 
scores of notes and letters she sent 
him refers to a promised visit: 
“Father Pagin,” she wrote, “will play 
‘God of Love’ on his violin, I the 
march on the piano, and you ‘Little 
Birds’ on the armonica.”—M.G.L.

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New York State Museum - 
Director to Plan Museum 
In South America 


A practical example of cultural co- 
operation - linking Rochester, New 
York, and a great city of South Amer- 
ica, Montevideo, the Republic of Uru- 
guay’s capital, with a population of 
one million, has recently come about. 

W. Stephen Thomas, director of the 
Rochester Museum of Arts:andSci- 
ences, has been selected by the Na- 
tional Sciences Division of UNESCO, 
to plan the Museo de Ciencias, a 
Municipal Museum of Science. The 
building which is now under process 
of construction as part of Montevi- 
deo’s modernistic muncipal palace will 
be the first modern science museum 
in South America. 

Because of this honor which has 
come to Rochester and because it is 
an example of municipal cooperation 
in planning, Mr. Thomas will bear a 
special greeting in Spanish from May- 
or Samuel B. Dicker to the Interdente 
or Municipal Government officer of 
Montevideo, Dr. German Barbato. 

In a letter to UNESCO from the 
Municipal Cultural Commision of 
Uruguay, Sr. Jorge Otero Mendoza, 
Inspector General, explained that the 
Commission is now engaged in an in- 
tensive effort to spread popular cul- 
ture through its division of fine arts, 
muncipal theatres, city band, and 
school of music. The new science 
museum will have an important part 
in the program. 

According to Mr. Thomas the new 
institution will be aimed to present 











a dynamic story of modern science in 
terms understandable to the common 
man, a goal expressed by the Montevi- 


deo Commission of Culture. With the 
duel themes of “Man and Nature” and 
“How Man Controls His Environ- 
ment,” the museum ,,will have 15,362 
square feet of.exhibition floor space. 
Action exhibits explaining. the physi- 
cal sciences as a basis of modern in- 
dustry will be stressed. 

Uruguayan agriculture, forestry, 
and conservation, and public health 
will be demonstrated in the exhibition 
plan. It will revolve around man and 
his relationship to nature. 

Mr. Thomas will spend two weeks 
in Montevideo, Uruguay, and then will 
confer with ofticiais of UNESCO’s 
Latin-American Center for Scientific 
Cooperation, as well as Uruguayan 
scientists and educators, in Paris.

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~' ODDITY OF CIRCUSDOM 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


An oddity of circusdom which the 
circusiana collector sometimes finds 
difficult in classifying to his satis- 
faction is the Gainesville Community 
Circus of Gainesville, Texas. 


To be sure, there have been amateur 
circuses almost since the circus be- 
came an institution. Youngsters have 
always played circus and operated 
backyard shows. Society people have 
staged society circuses in connection 
with horse’ shows. College students 
often stage an annual circus as a 
climax to physical education activities. 

But there is only one Gainesville 
circus, because it is an aggregation 
of amateur performers whose _ per- 
formances run the gamut of circus 
thrills, and who have acquired more 
equipment than many traveling pro- 
fessional troupes. 


Furthermore, for some 21 years, 
the Gainesville circus has been tour- 
ing Texas and Oklahoma cities and 
towns and is the third oldest circus 


in America today, exceeded only by’ 


Ringling Brothers and Barnum and 

Bailey, which stemmed from the Ring- 

ling Brothers show started in 1884, 

and the P. T. Barnum show started 

in 1871; and Hunt Brothers Circus, 

a had its beginning in the early 
PS: 


There are circusiana collectors who 
disregard the Gainesville show be- 
cause it does not qualify as a pro- 
fessional enterprise. Others classify 
it as a regular circus and collect its 
memorabilia along with that of other 
circuses. 


Some few collectors have seen fit 
to specialize on the Gainesville show, 
particularly those who make scrap- 
books, for the Texas enterprise has 
garnered more publicity in magazines 
and newspaper in recent years, than 
any circus on the road except Ring- 
ling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey. 


Because its performers include doc- 
tors, lawyers, ministers, housewives, 
clerks, business people, school teach- 
ers, messenger boys, soda dispensers, 
railroad people, newspaper editors— 
a cross section of the Texas town’s 
population, it is a natural for feature 
stories. ;

Magazine, Coronet, Popular Mechan- 
ics, Popular Science, Reader’s Digest, 
Life, Magazine Digest, and many 
others have published feature stories, 
some of them illustrated in colors, 
while the news associations look to the 
Gainesville circus for springtime copy 
every year. 


The circus has published a limited 
amount of material which the collec- 
tor who goes in for the amateur 
show’s printed matter, finds to be 
comparable in appearance to that of 
most professional shows. First pro- 
gram or magazine, was published in 
19386 with a four-color cover and 
numerous photographic illustrations. 
Other programs were issued in 1938, 
1939, 1940 and 1941, each with a dif- 
ferent cover design. These were of 
the small size used by most circuses 
prior to the war. 


Since World War II, the show has 
issued three additional programs in 
1947, 1948 and 1949, each issue being 
an improvement over the others in 
cover design and content. 


The circus issues but one annual 
route card, covering its engagements 
which range from 10 to 12 each year. 
The first route card was issued in 
1934, and others have been put out 
from time to time, finding their way 
into a number of collections, despite 
the limited number printed. 


In its early years of the 30’s, the 
show issued several heralds in various 
seasons, but these did not approach 
professional standards either in con- 
tent or style. 


The circus stages a photographers’ 
field day on the last Sunday of March 
each year, when all performers don 
costumes and go through their acts 
out in the open for the benefit of lens- 
men. As a result, thousands of pic- 
tures are taken each year in black and 
) ne color and on motion picture 

Im. 


One professional photographer, with 
magazine assignments, followed the 
circus on its railroad trip to Corpus 
Christi, Texas, last year, and thence 
to Garland, Texas, with several in- 
terim visits to Gainesville. He ob- 
tained something over 300 subjects 
including the performance itself, the 
performers at their daily tasks, on

the beach at Corpus Christi, on the 
railroad train, and in many informal 
poses, to provide the best picture cov- 
erage the show has ever had. 

Several subjects have been made 
into professional picture postcards to 
be had at newsstands in Gainesville 
and neighboring towns. 


The Gainesville circus has a strong 
publicity department, and as a result, 
some attractive newspaper advertise- 
ments have been used through the 
years. In 1949 at Corpus Christi, 
Texas, the circus had opposition the 
same week from Polack Brothers Cir- 
cus, and it followed the circus custom 
with “Wait” ads in the Corpus Christi 
newspapers. 


The Gainesville show has never had 
any special designs for the posters 
used in advertising it. Poster print- 
ers do have the show’s title in indi- 
vidual designs, however, and these 
are used on stock poster subjects. 


Furthermore, since the sponsor of 
the circus has the responsibility of 
furnishing the posters, lithographs 
and window cards in each city or town 
visited, a great variety of stock sub- 
jects has been used due to orders be- 
ing made from poster printing estab- 
lishments from coast to coast. 


For those collectors who go in for 
tickets, the Gainesville circus fur- 
nishes a number of subjects. In addi- 
tion to the numbered reserved seat 
tickets used for each engagement an- 
nually, the show issues a handsomely 
designed lithographed season pass 
which goes only to high-ranking gov- 
ernment officials, business executives 
and show people. 


Only one route book has been is- 
sued. This was entitled “Twelve 
Years of Trouping,” and was pub- 
lished during the war years. It con- 
tained the routes, daily comment, pro- 
gram and personnel for each of the 
seasons from 1930 to 1941 inclusive, 
with a number of illustrations includ- 
ing annual group pictures of the per- 
sonnel. However, a perpetual route 
sheet appears in each annual pro- 
gram, from the time the show started 
in 1930 through the previous season, 
including dates, towns, sponsors and 
mileage. 

National figures have lent color to 
the show’s publicity breaks, since they 
have served as honorary ringmasters 
on the occasion of the show’s opening 
each spring. Among these have been 
General Jonathan Wainwright, Frank 
Buck, who is a native of Gainesville; 
Melvin D. Hildreth, President Tru- 
man’s inauguration chief; Elliott 
Roosevelt, the late president’s son, 
and Senator Tom Connally of Texas, 
as well as a number of lesser lights. 


The collector who decides to include 
the Gainesville circus in his material, 
will find some interesting and worthy 
objects to be obtained but he won’t 
find many of them in Gainesville. 
Collectors have bought up Gainesville 
circusiana so regularly that there is 
scarcely a piece of material of the 
early vears available there.

BELL NOTES 


The King’s Handbook of Boston in 
1889 contained a reference to bells in 
the following: 

“Christ Church, Salem Street, 
which was built by the Episcopalians 
in 1728, is the oldest church edifice 
now .standing in Boston. The build- 
ing, which is of brick, is 70 by 50 
feet in dimensions, and the steeple is 
175 feet high. It is the most promi- 
nent landmark of the North End, and 
was formerly known as the ‘North 
Church’. The steeple accurately re- 
presents one that was blown down in 
1804. The tower contains a fine 
chime of eight bells, which bear the 
following inscriptions:— 

“First bell: ‘This peal of 8 Bells is 
the gift of a number of generous 
persons to Christ Church, in Boston, 
. E., anno 1744, A. R.’ Second: 
‘This church was _ founded in the 
year 1723; Timothy Cutler, D. D., the 
first rector, A. R., 1744.’ Third: "We 
are the first ring of bells cast for 
the British Empire in North Ameri- 
ca, A. R., 1744.’ Fourth: ‘God pre- 
serve the church of England, 1744.’ 
Fifth: ‘William Shirley, Esq. Gov- 
ernor of the Massachusetts Bay in 
New England, anno 1744’, Sixth: 
‘The subscription for these Bells was 
begun by John Hammock and Robert 
Temple, church wardens, anno 1743; 
completed by Robert Jenkins and 
John Gould, church wardens, anno 
1744.” Seventh: ‘Since Generosity 
has opened our mouths, our tongues 
shall ring aloud its praise. 1744.” 
Eighth: ‘Abel Rudhall, of Gloucester, 
cast. us all, anno 1744.’ This chime, 
prought from England, is the oldest 
in America.

Meneely Bell Founders 


This firm of bell makers has been 
in existence since 1826, and is one of 
the oldest, if not the oldest, bell foun- 
dries in the world, although the busi- 
ness of bell making dates back to 
2697 B.C., when Emperor Hoang-Ti 
of China instructed one of his sub- 
jects to cast a set of tuned bells which 
would serve as an official standard of 
pitch. 

It is one business on which the 
inroads of time have made little dent, 
for the methods of casting a bell, be- 
cause of its very nature, has little 
chance of changing. A reporter who 
visited the Meneely factory recently 
stated that craftsmen at the plant, 
working on a dirt floor of the foun- 
dry, build up molds out of layers 
of specially. mixed sand, clay, and 
graphite, and heat them for weeks 
over an open flame, in about the same 
manner in which it was done in the 
Middle Ages. Hand work enters into 
the entire process of bell making, and 
experience seems to be the only teach- 
er. It is not one of the trades that 
one learns through theory. The mix- 
ture of tin and copper from which 
bells are made is still puddled by hand 
with green saplings. 

Much of the work of the present 
day foundry is in casting church and 
memorial bells. The most unique and 
expensive in this category is one that 
was made and known as the Deeds 
Memorial in Dayton, Ohio. It was 
erected by Colonel Edward Deeds, the 
man who fathered the world’s cash 
register. The Deeds carillon consists 
of five towers, on which is hung 32 
bells, the biggest of which weighs 
7,000 pounds and is 172 feet above 
the ground.

Famous Hagans Collection Wins Top Awards 




















Four major awards of the second annual show of the All Hobbies Club of 
Denver went to Orville R. Hagans for his extensive exhibit of clocks and 
watches showing the development of timekeeping. 

Among the special favorites were the large boule-cased olock in the right 


center, attributed to the mechanical genius of Jacquet Droz. 


Other favor- 


ites were the ever-popular ball gravity clock in the center of the table at the 
left, one of seven known in the world; and the beautiful inlaid Dutch wall 


clock hanging near the center of the picture. 


More than 250 clocks and 


watches were displayed from the Hagans collection. 


Denver, Colo.—The ever-popular at- 
traction of watches and clocks and the 
appealing hobby of time was proved 
again when thousands of interested 
visitors crowded the “tick-tocking” 
exhibits booth of Orville R. Hagans, 
Denver horologist, during the second 
annual public showing of the All 
Hobbies Club of Denver. 

After spirited competition among 
the fifty-three hobbyists who partici- 
pated in the three-day hobby show, 
the famous Hagans collection of time- 
pieces lived up to its pre-exhibit repu- 
tation and was acclaimed with four 
of the most coveted major awards of 
the show. The judges _ presented 
Hagans with ribbons signifying Best 
of Show, Largest Display, Most In- 
teresting Exhibit, and Most Intricate 
Exhibit. 


Hagans and his staff of horologists 
spent several months in preparing the 
exhibit for the public so that the dis- 
play would properly present the ro- 
mance, the history and the develop- 
ment of timekeeping. No one could 
view the display without gaining a 
greater appreciation for the artistry 
and science of the watchmaker. 
Hagans, a keen judge of popular ap- 
peal in hobby shows, selected for this 
exhibit more than one hundred and 
fifty clocks and one hundred exquisite 
watches which represented about one- 
half of his extensive collection. Every 
one of the interesting and unusual 
timepieces was in good running order 
and keeping accurate time. 

Fifteen large panels and two en- 
closed cabinets were required to dis- 
play the watches and clocks. Each 
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panel was specially braced and framed 
to support the heavy weight of the 
shelf clocks and the hanging wall 
clocks. The entire area of the Hagans 
display, 36 feet long and 15 feet deep, 
was brightly illuminated with a bat- 
tery of powerful flood lights. It is 
believed to be the largest public ex- 
hibit of clocks and watches ever 
shown in the fourteen states of the 
Rocky Mountain and Great Plains 
area. 


Six specially trained members of 
Hagan’s staff were on duty at all 
times to explain the interesting and 
historic features of every timepiece 
to thé capacity crowd. of spectators 
that jammed the exhibit during every 
hour of the show. 


Among the most popular timepieces 
at the booth were the prize-winning 
clocks which received ribbons at the 
International Horological Exhibit in 
Chicago last May. Other favorites 
were the 1710 elephant clock which 
rolls its eyes, lifts its trunk and moves 
its ears and tail, and several large 
pipe organ clocks recently added to 
the collection. Adults and children, 
alike, were equally fascinated by the 
cuckoos, the melodious chimes, the 
pipe organs, the singing birds and 
music boxes and novelty clocks and 
the unending variety of animation of 
the rare antique and modern clocks 
and watches:arrayed before them. 


When asked about his hobby, 
Hagans replied that the greatest en- 
joyment and satisfaction in his col- 
lection comes with opportunities to 
show and share his clocks and watches 
with others who are interested in 
“taking time to. talk about time.” 


Mr. Hagans has a life-time of ex- 
perience in the horological profession. 
The majority of his , clocks and 
watches have been acquired over a 
period of the last thirty years. Many 
of them have been received as gifts 


from friends, professional associates 


and organizations in every part of 
the world. Hagans is widely known 
for his work in the advancement: of 
horology; he is executive secretary of 
the United Horological Association of 
America and the National Association 
of Horological Schools.

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Mechanical and Electrical Antiques 


Notes on the History of the Atlantic Cable 


For the mechanically inclined, and 
particularly for those who are inter- 
ested in the literature of mechanical 
feats, we think the following notes by 
William Maver, Jr., in the August 22, 
1908 issue of “Electrical World,” 
which review the history of the At- 
lantic Cable in 1858 will prove of in- 
terest. Mr. Maver writes: 


“The development of trans-Atlantic 
cable telegraphy was not by any 
means the work of a day; in fact, it 
had been led up to step by step, and 
not until many shorter seas had been 
successfully bridged by submarine 
cables was the question of a cable 
across the Atlantic seriously mooted. 
It is true that as early as 1843 Morse, 
as a result of experiment that he had 
made in telegraphing over a circuit 
about 80 miles in length, wrote as fol- 
lows to the Hon. John C. Spencer, 
then Secreary of the Treasury of the 
United States: ‘The practical infer- 
ence from this law is that a tele- 
graphic communication on the electro- 
magnetic plan may, with certainty, be 
established across the Atlantic Ocean! 
Startling as this may now seem I am 
confident the time will come when this 
project will be realized.’ 


“This, however, was obviously noth- 
ing more than a happy prediction, for 
at that time no proper means of in- 
sulating wire for submarine tele- 
graphy were at hand. Guttapercha, 
which nature appears to have especi- 
ally provided for this purpose and 
without which submarine cable tele- 
graphy would have been next to im- 
possible, was not then known as an 
insulator. Indeed, specimens of gutta- 
percha were not introduced into Great 
Britain until 18438, and the material 
did not reach the United States until 
1847, where its property as an insula- 
tor for submarine cables appears to 
have been discovered, or at least 
developed, by Mr. S. T. Armstrong, of 
New York. 


“With the advent of a suitable in- 
sulator for submarine cables it was 
natural that attempts should be made 
to connect countries separated by 
stretches of water, by means of the 
electric telegraph, and within a short 
time after the discovery of gutta- 
percha plans were being made to con- 
nect Great Britain and France tele- 
graphically. 


“The concession for this cable was 
obtained from the respective govern- 
ments by Mr. Jacob Brett on Aug. 10, 
1849, with the condition that the work 
must be completed before Sept. 1, 
1850. The cable for this purpose con- 
sisted of a No. 14 copper wire, cov- 
ered with guttapercha to a thickness 
of about 4 in. No armor or jute was 
placed over the cable, but to insure 
its remaining at rest on the bottom 
of the sea, lead sinkers, weighing 25 


lb. each, were attached to the cable 
every one-sixteenth of a mile. In or- 
der to comply with the conditions of 
the concession the work of making 
and laying the cable was prosecuted 
with all possible celerity, and on Aug. 
27, 1850, just three days before the 
expiration of the concession, Dover, 
England, and Calais, France, were for 
the first time telegraphically united, 
and messages of felicitation upon the 
happy completion of the work were 
exchanged amid the joyful acclaims 
of the inhabitants of both countries. 


“But the operation of this cable 
was short lived, a fact not to be won- 
dered at in view of the manner of 
its construction, and subsequent in- 
vestigation by divers showed what 
now appears might have been fore- 
seen, namely, that where the cable 
hung over ledges on the bottom of the 
sea, the chafing of the lead weights 
had worn away the guttapercha, ex- 
posing the bare conductor. 


“ “It was no wonder,’ said a writer 
of the period, ‘that the cable was cut, 
it being no thicker than a lady’s stay 
lace, while it ought to have been as 
thick as the cable of those placed in 
the Britannia tubes in position, say 
8-in. or 10-in. cable, and to be sub- 
merged below five fathoms, by the aid 
of enormous weights, .so as to avoid 
all currents.’ 


“It is but fair to say that even the 
projectors of the enterprise them- 
selves were not surprised at the un- 
fortunate termination of the work, 
regarding it more in the nature of an 
experiment than otherwise. The re- 
sult of this experiment showed con- 
clusively that a properly constructed 
cable would prove successful between 
these points, and the energies of en- 
gineers and manufacturers were de- 
voted promptly to designing a cable 
to meet the requirements. The form 
of cable next determined on was a 
four-conductor cable in which the 
guttapercha insulation was protected 
by a jute covering over which was 
placed an armor of galvanized iron 
wire. A cable constructed according 
to this plan was successfully laid be- 
tween Dover and Calais, Oct. 17, 1851. 
The length of this cable was 25 miles. 
Its total cost was $75,000. Its opera- 
tion was a complete success, and in 
the course of a comparatively short 
time London and Paris were exchang- 
ing messages directly; that is, with- 
out the aid of intermediate stations. 


“The inauguration of the Dover- 
Calais cable gave incentive to the lay- 
ing of numerous other submarine 
cables in Europe and America, with 
the result that before the year 1857 
there were, exclusive of short cables 
across rivers, nearly 1000 miles of 
cable in operation in those countries, 
the longest of which was that be- 
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tween England and Holland, 115 
miles. Four hundred miles of cable 
had also been laid between different 
ports of the Black Sea during the 
Crimean War and by means of which 
the respective countries interested 
were kept in electrical communication 
with the seat of war, a great de- 
sideratum at that time. 


“The successful- operation of these 
numerous but comparatively short 
submarine cables naturally suggested 
to many minds the possibility of 
trans-Atlantic submarine telegraphy. 
There were others, however, who were 
fearful that the difficulties in the way 
were too great to be surmounted. As 
Dr. Lardner wrote at the time (1855) : 
‘The sanguine consider the project 

. practicable, and its speedy realization 

probable. The more phlegmatic notice 
it only with ridicule. Men of science 
generally admit the possibility of a 
remunerative result.’ Others, imper- 
fectly informed, believed that the 
cable would not sink below a certain 
depth, at which the increasing density 
of the sea water would render it, bulk 
for bulk, as heavy as the cable. This 
view, however, was erroneous for the 
reason, as pointed out at the time by 
the same writer, and as subsequent 
experimence has shown, that water is 
susceptible of compression in so slight 
a degree that even at the greatest 
depths of the ocean the cable must 
always greatly exceed the sea water 
in specific weight. There were others 
also like Shaffner in our own coun- 
try who had no faith ‘that a tele- 
graphic cable laid in the ocean 2000 
miles could be made available for 
practical telegraph purposes with the 
present known sciences.” Shaffner 
doubtless had in mind the retardation 
of signals due to the static capacity 
of cables and there is no doubt that 
if the ‘known sciences’ of overland 
telegraphy at that time had not been 
improved upon in long-distance sub- 
marine telegraphy his lack of faith 
in that art for ‘practical telegraph 
purposes’ would most likely have been 
justified. 


“Prominently, if not initially, among 
those who were instrumental in push- 
ing the project of trans-Atlantic tele- 
graphy into the open, impartial his- 
tory requires that the name of Mr. F. 
N. Gisborne, an Englishman in the 
telegraph service at Montreal, must 
be mentioned. As early as 182, or 
immediately following the success of 
the Dover-Calais cable, he appears to 
have become imbued with the belief 
that a trans-Atlantic cable from New- 
foundland to Ireland was a possibility, 
and with that end in view set about 
to obtain the means to construct the 
necessary intermediate cables between 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island, thence to Newfoundland. Only 
partially successful in his endeavors 
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he came to New York in the spring of 
1854 to exploit his schemes and was 
so fortunate as to meet Mr. C. W. 
Field at the hotel where he was stop- 
ping. In Mr. Field he found an at- 
tentive listener and from that moment 
began Mr. Field’s historical associa- 
tion with the ultimately successful 
accomplishment of trans-Atlantic tele- 
graphy. 

“One of the first acts of Mr. Field 
when his attention was called to the 
project was to communicate with 
Lieutenant Maury, then Director of 
the National Observatory of the 
United States, requesting his views 
as to the possibility of immersing a 
cable between the old and the new 
world. He also communicated with 
Professor Morse, soliciting his opin- 
ion as to the practically of trans- 
mitting signals electrically over a 
distance equal to that separating New- 
foundland and Ireland, namely, 1950 
miles. In both of these inquiries af- 
firmative replies were received, where- 
upon he at once undertook the organ- 
ization of a company to raise the 
necessary funds to put the project in- 
to execution. The company, known 
as the New York, Newfoundland & 
London Telegraph Company, was or- 
ganized in 1854, and was immediately 
successful in its efforts to raise capi- 
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tal, and the remarkable interest taken 
in the enterprise by the people and 
the governments of the countries and 
states concerned is well exemplified 
by the manner in which money, land, 
landing rights and the free use of war 
vessels for the laying of the cable 
was bestowed on the company. 

“The government of Newfoundland, 
for instance, gave the cable company 
exclusive privileges for 50 years of 
landing cables on Newfoundland, La- 
brador and their dependencies, and it 
may be recalled that these privileges 
were invoked when the Marconi Wire- 
less Telegraph Company recently 
sought to erect a wireless station in 
Newfoundland. The same _ govern- 
ment also guaranteed interest on the 
bonds of the company to the extent 
of $250,000, together with a grant of 
50 square miles of land on the Island 
of Newfoundland. The governments 
of Prince Edward Island, of the State 
of Maine and likewise the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and the United 
States, gave grants of exclusive land- 
ing privileges and subsidies of large 
amounts of money. 

“The capital stock of the company, 
$1,750,000, was quickly subscribed for 
in America and Great Britain; and 
in a comparatively short time the con- 
tracts for the construction of the first 
Atlantic cable were given out, the 
work being divided equally between 
Messrs. Glass & Elliott, of London, 
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and Messrs. R. S. Newall & Co., of 
Birkenhead, England. Great care was 
exercised in the design of this cable, 
every precaution being taken to avoid 
the defects of previous shorter cables 
and to provide for the severer condi- 
tions that its greater length and the 
greater depths of ocean in which it 
was to be submerged would involve. 

“If the cable were too heavy the 
previous experience of Mr. John Wat- 
kins Britt with a heavily constructed 


cable between France and Algiers had

A Relic of Old Spain in Florida 
By MARY TASKER 


Palm trees are groving inside the 
ruined chapel, the swift storms of a 
semi-tropical land have wrought 
ruin, and still the sturdy walls of the 
Mission of Atocuimi stand, bearing 
evidence of an old dream of spiritual 
and worldly empire. 

When these walls were set stone 
on stone Florida was a Spanish pos- 
session. Ponce de Leon, pursuing his 
dream of a Fountain of Youth, came 
first, followed by other steel-clad ad- 
venturers—brave, tall men who 
claimed the new land for Spain and 
for God, but were chiefly interested 
in the gold and precious stones it 
might contain. Since those days 
Florida has been bartered to Eng- 
land, bartered back to Spain and 
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finally bought by the United States. 
The thriving town of New Smyrna 
has grown up near the Mission, and 
shining cars on the nearby highway 


transport visitors fleeing from the ° 


Northern winter. The contrast is 
sharp between our modern day and 
the images evoked by these old 
arches. 

Spanish grants to the adventurers 
specified that after the natives had 
been subjugated they were to be con- 
verted to the Christian faith. The 
missionary order of St. Francis was 
called upon to do the work and sent 
many friars of heroic courage to 
face hardship and probable death in 
an alien land. 

It is said that the priests learned 
the native languages by playing with 
the Indian children and then, in the 
simple words of childhood, preached 
of the holy mysteries of faith—to 
those of the savages that were wil- 
ling to listen. 

The Mission of Atocuimi to the 
Jororo Indians was_ constructed 
about 1696 of coquina stone. For a 
few years these walls heard the 
prayers and chants of the Francis- 
cans and saw the simple Indian con- 
verts as they strove to learn the arts 
and husbandry of the civilized 
world. Then the ancient, smoldering 
hate between English and Spanish 
blazed into flame. Governor Moore 
of the English colony of South Caro- 
lina, defeated in his attempt to take 
St. Augustine, wreaked brutal venge- 
ance on the Missions. With fifty 
white men and a thousand Creek In- 
dians he burned, destroyed and 
tuined, first, the Missions of the in- 
terior and, on a later expedition, 
those of the east coast. 

More than half a century later 
when England captured Havana the 
Spanish rulers gladly exchanged the 
Floridas for its release. During this 
period of English ownership a settle- 
ment of whites flourished for a time 
about the Mission but finally disinte- 
grated. The edifice doubtless served 
their purposes, since a stone build- 
ing in a wilderness is too precious 
a treasure to be wasted. It probably 
was used as a sugar mill then, and 
certainly was later, because records 
show that Thomas Stamps had his 
engine and great iron pots there 
when the Seminole War broke out. 
The sounds and scents of sugar mak- 
ing had replaced the aves and pater- 
nosters of the holy fathers, but the 
Indian war cry ‘was a repetition from 
another day—once again the old 
walls suffered fire and ravage at the 
hands of the peninsular aboriginals 
it was built to serve. 
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A’ recent owner of the ruins, while 
digging to make a garden, turned up 
three fragments of altar candle- 
sticks. These candlesticks came from 
Spain in a creaking wooden sailing 
ship, manned by bearded sailors. 
The flame of their wax candles 
burned straight and tall on this 
crude altar in the Florida wilderness. 
They lighted the stern linements of 
the priest and the dark, wondering 
faces of the savages. The Spaniards 
and their wards vanished long ago 
with the hopes and ambitions for 
which they toiled, but their handi- 
work makes them live anew under 
the palms at Atocuim Mission.

The Pyramids of Mexico 
By IDA BELLE WILLIAMS 


Numerous pyramids attract the 
traveler in Mexico. Archzologists 
say they are as old as those of Egypt 
and India. Connecting The Sun and 
The Moon pyramids, near the very 
old city of San Juan Teotihuacan, 27 
miles from Mexico City, is the “Street 
of the Dead,” which comprises a 
chain of mounds. In some of these 
huge mounds chests of stone contain- 
ing bones, obsidian ornaments, pottery 
and masks have been found. 

Some of these Mexican structures, 
relics of a prehistoric age, compare 
with the Egyptian pyramids in size. 
Cholula, a great pyramid one hun- 
dred and seventy-seven feet high and 
more than a thousand feet on each 
side at the base, is considerably broad- 
er at the base than Cheops, the larg- 
est Egyptian pyramid. The Sun (187 
feet) is the highest Mexican pyramid; 
The Moon is fifty feet lower. 

The Sun, occupying what is thought 
to be the center of an ancient city, 
is composed of differently sized and 
shaped stones put together with mor- 
tar. The vegetation that once hid the 
structure itself has now been cleared 
away. 

Spacious steps made of dressed 
stones, which looks as if they have 
been trodden upon for centuries, lead 
to the five terraces or pyramids sec-

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tions. From the last terrace one has 
to climb fifteen feet of earth slope 
to reach the summit. It is supposed 
that the priests ascended the stairs 
to greet the morning sun and make 
their sacrifices on the summit. This 
pyramid was dedicated, as the name 
indicates, to the worship of the sun. 


About one-half mile north of The 
Sun is The Moon, built of volcanic 
rock and five layers of earth. Once, 
investigators say, the outer surface 
was faced with masonry, then plas- 
tered over with a coating of cement 
or fine mortar. 


Tradition says that on the summit 
of each pyramid a platform supported 
a magnificent golden image of the 
sun and the moon respectively. It is 
supposed that the Spaniards made off 
with the gold. 


The Cuidadela Pyramid, which is 
less than a mile from The Sun, con- 
sists of a large rectangle, excavated 
to a depth of about eight feet; each 
side measures about one thousand feet. 


On one side rises the temple to 
Quetzalcoatl, where on the broad steps 
festivities were held. The twelve 
platforms on the other three sides 
were probably occupied by special 
dignitaries, chiefs or high priests. 


Cholula Pyramid, near Puebla, was 
built of sun-dried bricks, clay and 
limestone. A legend says that this 
pyramid was erected by giants, who 
planned to raise it to the skies. Be- 
ing displeased with the project, the 
gods destroyed the builders before 
they finished. This suggests the 
legend of the Tower of Babel. Cholula, 
covered with shrubbery and pepper 
trees, looks like a pretty, natural hill. 
Before the conquest a magnificent 
temple to the mystic deity, Quetzal- 
coatl—described as having “ebony 


features and wearing a miter on his © 


head, waving with plumes of fire’— 
stood on the top, but the Spaniards 
under Cortez destroyed the building 
and replaced it with a Christian 
church. To Quetzalcoat] they prayed 
whenever they lacked rain. Children 
were sacrificed to this idol as they 
were to Moloch in Biblical history. 


The stone church on the summit of 
Cholula has two towers in front and 
one on each side of the entrance. 
These towers and the entrances are 
ornamented with carving; the towers 
and dome of the church are roofed 
with bright-colored tiles. 


By moonlight the scenery in the 
“Occidental Eden” is beautiful beyond 
words—Cholula with its crosses and 
towers lifted toward a starry, moon- 
lit heaven, and the silvery Popocate- 
petl, nature’s own mighty pyramid, 
rising above all else.

Silkk From Old Virginia 
By M. J. WILLIAMS 


From earliest days those that had 
mulberry trees and silk-worms with- 
in their dominions have been the en- 
vy of those that had not. The his- 
tory of silk is full of the attempts 
of the less-favored to force the in- 
dustry in their own lands. Nearly 
all, however, ended in failure. 

Hardly had Jamestown been set- 
tled when James I began a 
to make Virginia a colony of sil 
growers. For one reason or another 
mulberry trees had failed to respond 
to. the royal edicts in England. So 
he ordered the Earl of Southampton 
to send over white mulberry trees, 
silkworm eggs and printed instruc- 
tions as to how the business might 
be done in the royal colony. He ex- 
pressed disapproval of the colonists’ 
raising tobacco when they might be 
producing silk. 

Learned essayists were employed 
to describe the joys and profits of 
silk culture, and rhapsodical rhymes 
the planters. Here is a specimen: 
were composed for the inspiration of 

Where Worms and Food do naturely 

abound . 

A gallant Silken Trade must there 

be found. 

Virginia excels the World in both— 

Envie nor Malice can gaine this troth! 

The earl wrote an express letter 
to the governor and his council de- 
siring them to compel the colonists 
to plant mulberry trees. A penalty 
of ten pounds of tobacco was im- 
posed upon every planter who should 
fail to plant at least ten mulberry 
trees for every hundred acres of 
land in his possession. At the same 
time a premium of 10,000 pounds of 
tobacco was offered to anyone who 
should export £200 worth of raw 
silk, and, in addition, 5,000 pounds 
of tobacco was promised to anyone 
who should produce 1,000 pounds of 
wound silk in one year. Tobacco was 
then the medium of exchange in the 
colony. 

The other Stuarts followed James’ 
example. Charles II had his corona- 
tion robes made of silk from Virginia 
as an encouragement to the industry. 
By his day the rearing of silkworms 
had become a part of the regular 
business of many of the planters. 
One member of the legislature re- 
ported as many as 70,000 white mul- 
berry trees on his lands. 

But in spite of patrons, poets, es- 
sayists and legislatures the industry 
languished. Nature was not to be 
forced. And today the remains are 
seen in a few curious old mulberry 
trees that line the quiet streets of 
Williamsburg, the colonial capital of 
Virginia. 

The white mulberry is a native of 
Asia. Some survivors of the last 
Crusade brought a number of the 
trees to Italy. From there it made 
its ‘way to France. The French who 
accompanied Charles VIII in his in- 
vasion of Italy in 1494 were struck 
by the profits being made from silk 
and took back a tree which they 
planted near Montelimart. This is 
credited with being the parent of all 
the white mulberry trees in France 
today. 

Only the red variety is indigenous 
to the United States. All others — 
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the white, black, Russian, paper — 
have been imported from Europe and 
Asia. In the south the red mulberry 
tree sometimes grows to a height of 
seventy feet.

From Harper’s Bazaar, Jan. 1869 

In the Harper’s Bazaar of 1869 is 
a page on “Christmas Toys”. Under 
this title are the following sub-titles:

Smithsonian Reports On 
Ancient Persia 


Washington, D. C. One of the great 
culture centers of the mediaeval 
world was the minaretted turquoise- 
hued city of Shiraz in southern 
Persia. 

There Persian art, music, and 
scholarship reached their peak in the 
fifteenth and_ sixteenth centuries. 
There previously had been the home 
of Sa’di and Hafiz. It was, in the 
words of one modern traveler: “The 
home of poets, of rose bowers, of 
nightingales, the haunt of jollity and 
the Elysian fields of love, praised in 
a hundred odes as the fairest gem of 
Iran.” 

The name of this old city, whose 
days of grandeur long since are 
past, is revived in a volume of re- 
productions of the art of Shiraz 
painters now in the Freer Gallery of 
Art of the Smithsonian Institution. 

In the gallery’s collections of 
Persian art, one of the finest in the 
world, Miss Grace Dunham Guest. 
research associate, found a group of 
exceptionally well-executed _paint- 
ings depicting Persian history and 
mythology, which could be traced to 
a group of painters who worked at 
Shiraz during the sixteenth and late 
fifteenth centuries. They represent 


a distinctive style of art which hith- 
erto has been unrecognized.

Button Table Mats 


By THELMA SHULL 


Seventy-five years ago, bright col- 
ored mats ornamented with buttons 
and having a cardboard foundation 
were used under hot dishes to protect 
the surface of the table. To make a 
set of button-decorated mats, assem- 
ble the following materials: bright 
colored flannel, muslin, an equal 
amount of thin and heavy cardboard, 
braid for edging, heavy thread, and 
two or three sizes of small white 
porcelain or pearl buttons. 

The bright colored flannel decorated 
with the buttons forms the top of the 
mat, the two pieces of cardboard, one 
of each weight, form the foundation, 
the muslin is for the base to prevent 
the mat from scratching the table, 
and the braid is sewed or glued 
around the edges as a finishing touch. 
The thread may be white or a color 
that matches or contrasts with the 
background material. 

If six mats are to be made, cut out 
six pieces of thin cardboard in ovals, 
oblongs, circles, or squares of the 
desired size. Cut out six identical 
pieces in the heavier cardboard. After 
the sewing is completed on the thinner 
or top cardboard, the heavier piece 


is glued under it to make a thicker, | 





heavier mat which will not easily 
bend or break. 


The flannel for the top and the 
muslin for the base are cut exactly 
the size of the cardboard. The sides 
or edges of the mat are covered up 
by the braid which is either stitched 
or glued in place. 

Tack a piece of flannel smoothly 
onto a thin cardboard. Around the 
edge sew a straight row of medium- 
sized white buttons. Half an inch in 
from the first row sew a second row 
of smaller buttons. The buttons are 
to be sewed through both the flannel 
and the cardboard. Inside this sec- 
ond row, a design of buttons is ar- 
ranged to suit the individual taste. 
For a Grecian key or scroll pattern, 
the smaller buttons must be used. If 
a conventional pattern is favored, the 
larger buttons may be interspersed 
with the smaller. Clusters of flowers 
can be made by using buttons in two 
or three sizes. A half-diamond or 
a full diamond pattern (shaped like 
a baseball field), as well as circles, 
ete. were typical patterns of the 
1870's. 

After the button design is com- 
pleted, glue the two pieces of card- 
board together and let stand until

dry. Then draw the muslin across 
the base and fasten around the edge 
with glue, or sew back and forth be- 
tween it and the colored cloth on top. 
Glue the braid in place and the mat 
is completed.

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“PLASTIC HORN” BUTTONS 


These old-timers, which are sometimes called 
“Moulded Horn” or “Pick Buttons,” (from the “pick- 
mark” often found on their backs) are far more inter- 
esting and attractive than might appear at first glance. 


Because they are dark and dull as to color, they are 
often overlooked—which is a good break for the dis- 
criminating collector. For these are buttons for the 
specialist, for the artist who appreciates good design, 
for the connoisseur who likes something different, for 
anyone who is fascinated by the old and the genuine. 


They are made of the horns and hoofs of cattle, 
processed, colored, and then moulded while plastic, so 
that they retain designs of extreme delicacy and detail. 


While Emile Bassot is credited with their invention, 
about the year 1853, patents were also granted to English 
makers; and buttons are still being made of this (or an 
almost identical) material. The comparatively recent 
buttons can be identified without much difficulty, how- 
ever; and I think it likely that the bulk of these Plastic 
a were produced somewhere between 1850 
an ; 


There are many different types, most of them char- 
acterized by a “finish” of extremely fine paralled lines, 
“rays” or geometric patterns. They include Sporting and 
Uniform buttons, Inlays, painted and incised designs, 
lustre and iridescent finishes, imitations of fabrics, com- 
binations with metal, and semi-transparent effects, and 
many plain buttons. They were made with two holes, 
four holes, Vertical Holes, metal shanks and a variety 
of self-shanks. Colors range from a light yellowish- 
brown through red, reddish-brown, and brown to shades 
of gray. But most Plastic Horn buttons are black, or 
were, originally, for they fade and discolor with wear, 
which is doubtless one of the reasons for their loss of 
popularity. Also, being animal products, they were sub- 
ject to animal parasites, and many of them are found 
in a more or less eaten condition; this sometimes im- 
pairs their appearance, but proves their authenticity! 
Despite these drawbacks, they must have been made in 
large quantities over a limited period, for there are a 
great many of them still available, and in good condition. 


The following buttons are black, unless otherwise 
noted: 


No. 1—This “Arrow” is unusual because, like a few 
modern buttons I have seen, it is decorated on both sides: 
the back bears an abstract scroll design as well as the 
usual pick-mark. 


No. 2—Floral designs appear oftenest on shank but- 
tons. They range from single flowers, like this, to larger 
and more complex arrangements where space allows. This 
“Daisy” is concave with self-shank. 


No. 3 has a Flower basket design, raised against a 
background of fine lines. Metal shank. Reverse: “T. 
Cox—Patent.” 


No. 4 is convex with raised design and silver-gray 
finish, similar to the so-called “Monsanto” finish found 
on some modern buttons. 


No. 5—This plain button is reddish-brown in color, 
with a brass rim. 


No. 6 shows a typical two-hole abstract design, with 
rayed background. Designs of this type abound on 
Plastic Horn buttons, and are characteristics of them. 
They are good designs, too. If only these buttons had 
been as practical as they are artistic, they could have 
held their own indefinitely, in the button world. 


No. 7—When new or in good condition, Plastic Horn 
resembles real Jet, and may have been intended to imitate 
that substance. If it had been more durable, it might 
have been a great success, since it is lighter than black

glass, and more lustrous and attractive than Hard Rub- 
ber and otuer Jet substitutes. This button has the soft 
lustre of real Jet. Metal shank. Reverse: “C. & C.— 
Deposé” and two stars. 


No. 8 is slightly convex with raised design. Reverse: 
“Paris” and other letters which have been partly eaten 
away by some industrious insect. It is interesting to 
note that these bugs usually attacked the button backs 
first—which was surely considerate of them! 


No. 9 proves that everyday objects sometimes re- 
placed conventional patterns on the two-holed buttons: 
a key, a quill, a riding-crop or horseshoe.—even a suit 
of armor! A large button displays the crossed “Keys 
of St. Peter,” while one slightly smaller depicts a clock- 
face. 


10. 10 is brownish-red in color, with raised design 
against a pebbled ground. Self-shank. 


No. 11—The ornament on this large coat button is 
made of fine brass wire, fastened with four steel studs. 
Pick-mark on back. 


No. 12—The Classical Heads found on Plastic Horn 
buttons are among the finest extant. Both designs and 
technique are excellent, and while definite identification 
is seldom possible, these Greek and Roman ladies are as 
charming as they are dignified. Like this one, they are 
usually rendered in high relief and in very fine detail. 
Metal shank. 


No. 13 is a typical Flower design, flat with convex 
border, metal shank. Some designs found on Plastic Horn 
buttons appear also on “Golden Age” buttons of the 1840- 
1870 period. 

No. 14 shows how semi-trasparent natural horn was 
combined with the processed product. This semi-opaque 
button has a black border and center. Brass shank. 


No. 15—Apparently, Plastic Horn is still used for 
Uniform buttons, including those of some British Rifle 
Regiments and Police forces. The button shown is that 
of the 38rd Ghurka (Indian) Regiment: convex with lined 
background, metal shank. C. 1945. 


No. 16—The Lions’ Heads are in low relief against 
a lined background. Two-hole, convex. 


No. 17 has a metal escutcheon attached to the brass 
shank. The Star of faceted steel brightens the plain, 
geometric button, 


No. 18 has two holes, and is painted in silver, gilt 
and red. 


No. 19—Despite its failings, Plastic Horn was more 
durable than thread or fabric and was often made to 
imitate them. This example of imitation needlework is 
very effective, as were the many “Woven” types. Con- 
vex with shelf-shank. 


No. 20—The back of this “two-holer” is more inter- 
esting than the front, which bears a simple conventional 
design. Though less than five-eighths of an inch across, 
the back displays a full-fledged Registry mark in low 
relief. The letter in the center is a capital “P.” 


No. 21—Many Inlaid buttons were made of Plastic 
Horn, and these are the most colorful members of the 
entire family. Some of them bear the maker’s mark 
“L. C. J. & F.—Caen,” but this button, with pear] flower 
inlaid, has a self-shank and is unmarked. 


Because these buttons are among my “Favorites,” I 
may have described them in unnecessary detail. But I 
still like to point out the modest charm and artistic 
merits of buttons which might otherwise be overlooked 
or unappreciated.

CHARM STRING GLASS BUTTONS 


Source and Period 


By L. 


At long last we have learned 
ouaaiiiien definite about one source 
of our loop shanked early glass but- 
tons. The story behind this bit of 
knowledge is most interesting so we 
will start at the beginning and tell 
of our finds. 

About four years ago an ad ap- 
peared in HOBBIES Magazine of a 
certain number of glass buttons for 
$1.00. Those of you who took ad- 
vantage of that ad should get a 
thrill in the possession of those but- 
tons upon reading the following ac- 
count! 

There were more than 1250 glass 
buttons found in an old chamois bag 
hanging in the attic of a home being 
broken up. An _ antiques dealer

bought the contents of the home and 
took the bag of glass buttons to her 
shop. In her discovery was a Vic- 
torian dome under which was blown 
glass fruit. The buttons were soid 
intact to another dealer — a Mrs. 
Kimball — who had begun to dabble 
in and collect old buttons. She con- 
tacted me. | was in Florida at the 
time, and wrote her I’d be north 
soon and to send me the buttons 
when I arrived home. She sent me 
samples. I hadn’t a hope that they 
could amount te anything, so 
imagine my surprise upon opening 
the box to see on top an amberina 
glass button containing a_ lovely 
head. The box was a thrill from top 
to bottom. I could not give a con- 
scientious appraisal on the buttons. 
There had been so few of the types 
in the box come to light that there 
was no established value to go by. 
I took those buttons to a button 
show at Springfield, Mass., and dis- 
played them in the educational ex- 
hibit. The resultant enthusiasm 
gave me a fair idea of their value. 
Mrs. Kimball graciously sent me the 
rest of the collection and all the 
data she could gather as to their 
source, which follows: 

About 1880 a Mrs. Ed. Boband 
and her mother immigrated to the 
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United States from Germany bring- 
ing with them the samples of but- 
tons they had made in the old coun- 
try. After arriving here they set 
up a small glass making business 
near where the states of New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania join, 
and made glass eyes (to be used in 
the chicken dishes, etc., such as 
made in the factory). Another of 
their products was the glass fruit, 
samples of which they had also 
saved and displayed under the Vic- 
torian glass dome. No buttons were 
made after they settled in southern 
New York state. All this Mrs. Kim- 
ball learned from the only remain- 
ing member of the family, an in- 
law. She could tell us no more. 
Now let me examine this bag of 
glass buttons. First, let me show 
you what was in the bag with the 
buttons. Many fine specimens, 
broken beyond repair, specimens of 
the buttons themselves which I have 
since given to various museums and 
study groups, a lot of loose loop 
shanks, small pieces of a material 
that looked exactly like the “punk” 
we used to light our fire crackers 
‘with on the Fourth of July. These 
had been used for polishing rough 
edges and the surfaces of the cut 
out parts of the “over lay” and 
faceted top buttons. There were 
innumerable very thick. convex, clear 
glass discs which puzzled me at the 
time. Since then, however, I have 
seen these same discs over 
lithographs of European peasants, 
framed like a jewel type button in 
plain brass rims. There were hun- 
dreds of the finer specimens of but- 
tons with the shanks cut off. Upon 
close examination I found that these 
buttons were imperfectly made, — 
too many sand bubbles in them. 
Chips or heat checks made the but- 
tons unfit for sale so the shank was 
cut off so they could not be carded 
and sold. The Bobands had kept a 
specimen of each, without shanks of 
these finer buttons. Among the 
shankless buttons were four differ- 
ent sulphide paperweights. The heat 
checked, shankless specimens _in- 
cluded paperweights backed with 
twisted ribbon and candy canes as a 
mat for a full blown rose and ‘others 
equally wonderful. There were 
mighty few perfect specimens of 
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these finest of all glass Charmstring 
buttons. 

Upon close examination I found 
the shanks all to be of a fairly 
small wire—both ends of the shank 
imbedded in the glass. The collec- 
tion contained both swirl and plain 
backs. These buttons coming all 
from the same manufacturer proves 
that swirl backs and plain back can 
be of the same age. The swirls were 
made by the person inserting the 
shank while the glass of the button 
was still warm and pliable. If the 
shank was twisted after insertion it 
resulted in a “swirl back” button. 

The Beoband collection contained 
practically every glass button we 
know of with loop shank except one 
with metal decorations. Those must 
have been made elsewhere, and I 
have no information on them. But 
now I CAN tell you that an early 
salesman’s sample card of “Pin- 
shank” glass and smaller jewel types, 
including jewel calicos, has on it 
large oval glass buttons pin 
shanked, overlaid with various colors 
of imitation agate stripes, has pres- 
- sed in the back an English Registry 
mark for 1845! A definite period 
established on those types. 

Back to the “Boband” glass but- 
tons and some of the more unusual 
shapes it contained. I shall also try 
to include all the types of paper- 
weights found and all of the colors 
used at that time. 


CLASSIFICATIONS—SHAPES: 

Cones, 5 sizes, opaque and trans- 
parent colors. Fluted cones, 5 sizes, 
opaque and transparent colors. Cubes 
with pointed tops, 2 sizes, opaque and 
transparent colors. “Laughing and 
crying baby faces, 1 size transpar- 
ent color. 

Dog’s head, 1 size, opaque tan, 
with brown decoration. 


The following all opaque and trans- 
parent colors: 


Diamond shapes, 2 sizes; Ovals, 3 


sizes; Vienna loaf, 1 size; Oval sea 
shells, 2 sizes; Round, flat sea shells, 
2 sizes; “Jelly bean”, 1 size; Berries, 
2 shapes and 1 size; “Chestnut Burr”, 
1 size; Melon, high convex, 2 sizes; 
Melon, almost flat, 2 sizes; Open 
Rose, 2 sizes; Acorn, 1 size; Apple, 
3 sizes: Marble shape, 2 sizes; Pud- 


sizes; 

size; Pyramid, fluted corners, 1 size; 
Square block, polished, 3_ sizes, 
(opaque only). Numerous other de- 
signs, too conventional to be classi- 
fied except as miscellaneous glass. 

Almost every shape was also made 
up with the Paperweight technique. 
The molded topped designs, mostly 
having swirls, and snow flakes of 
the various colors as well as foil 
and gold stones on opaque white or 
colors. A very few “ribbon” or 
“candy cane” backed paperweights 
with clear molded tops were in- 
cluded, also a few opaque with top 
laid designs. One clear glass, large 
one with open rose center and twisted 
ribbons of red, white and blue sur- 
rounding it was the most unusual of 
all. Unfortunately a heat check

shattered off the shank the first 
time I mounted it! Possibly this 
paperweight was an experiment and 
no more made. I’ve never seen an- 
other. 

The sulphide head paperweight in 
the Boband collection contained the 
following combinations of colors in 
two sizes: 

White head on cobalt blue—under 
clear. 

White head on cranberry—under 


clear. 

Golden yellow head on cranberry— 
under amber. (This one would be 
classified as “Amberina” in the 
language of antiques). 

Golden yellow head on cranberry— 
under clear- 

No doubt other colors were maue 
but few specimens saved, as it was 
a difficult process to turn them out 
in perfect condition. Only five per- 
fect specimens of these in the col- 
lection and four with shanks clipped 


“Bull eyes” paperweights in var- 
ious color combinations—three sizes. 

A faceted, polished top paper- 
weight combined the colors amber 
over black, dotted with rain drops in 
base; same shape with vaseline over 
medium green and clear over black. 
One size only. Also clear over dark 
blue and with silver foil stars. 

Many half round paperweights 
with various colored flakes on equal- 
ly various colors of backgrounds— 
some with spiral stripe in other col- 
ors and ending in center of top. 

“Melon” shaped paperweights have 
assorted colors, including gold stone 
on ‘white backing—as does also 
round, flat tops that have impressed 
designs. The “Berry” paperweights 
have all the various color backs that 
come in the other Boband buttons. 

Pudding molds, clear topped 
opaque black, white, blue. Yellow 
topped black, and white. Cranberry 
topped white and black. 

Cones, tipped and ringed around 
with all colors of glass—mostly 
opaque colors. 

“Marble” or “slag”, all colors 
mixed in complimentary colors. 

“Case Glass” ie—one color of 
glass over another. Many encased in 
slag backs plain ‘white; blue, black, 
ete. All color combinations. 

“Bird egg” finish covered buttons 
mostly Milk Glass. A few transpar- 
ent colors and some opaque black- 
blue and brown; all with dotted fin- 
ish in complimentary colors. 

A few have rings or swirls im- 
bedded in the button itself. “Bird 
egg” finish in various shapes—dia- 
mond, ball, half ball—a few molded 
tops have tip cut off and polished so 
the color of the cane of the button 
makes a clear cut design of the 
shape of the button on. top. A few 


“overlay” (one color over another) 


and cut through to show base color 
are paperweights and also _ have 
“bird egg” finish. These include col- 
or combinations of green base color— 
clear ball, green overlay with white 
dots; also dark blue.and amber used 
in like combinations. 

A few clear balls with no base 
color (shows shank imbedded inside) 
—have same color combinations laid 
over the clear core. All are cut 
through the outside layer of color to 
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show the clear or transparent color 
of the inside of the paperweight. 

Among “pictures” in Boband glass 
buttons are a black glass, one inch 
Jenny Lind; fruit; two small almost 
indistinguishable scenes; all opaque 
glass except an amethyst, a cobalt 
blue fruit and cranberry and honey- 
amber beads. 

Reflectors 
Boband glass. 

Colors — both opaque and trans- 
parent — used in Boband glass. 
Black, white, cobalt, light blue, ame- 
thyst, lavendar, golden amber—both 
light and dark, honey amber, lemon 
yellow (orange used only as swirls 
on Milk Glass molded top buttons). 
Three shades of darker greens, aqua, 
“clear coffee”, “coffee with cream”, 
“cooked apricot”, rose, pink, cran- 
berry, dark red, pea green, turquoise 
blue, gold stone, vaseline and very 
little real red. 

Some “balls” look like our “Ag- 
gies” prized so highly in childhood. 
Opaque various color stripes through 
clear colors allowing one to look into 
the button—some of these are fac- 
eted. 

One flat black with white “birds 
egg” finish has a star cut in the top. 

A few opaques with top laid roses, 
a type classified as being the rarest 
of all in the desk size paperweights. 
One small scalloped edge, cut top 
button of paperweight technique, has 
“twin roses” in top similar to our 
“rose jewels”. 

A paperweight, half round, has a 
bunch of silver foil grapes on black. 
_ Nailsea type”—opaque cone, fine 
lines in true design on outside. Some 
are just fine concentric circles in 
various colors; others have a com- 
bination of pastel colors all designed 
together and laid in the top to form 
a concentric circle around the but- 
ton. One such is an almost flat con- 
vex one inch Milk Glass core with 
stripes circling around goldstone, 
outlining deep pink and powder blue 
fine thread like lines running diagon- 
ally to the gold stone stripe. A white 
core gives a definite white stripe so 
that when the button is turned be- 
tween the fingers it looks like a pin- 
wheel in fast motion. Another such 
button has a combination of rose 
and black threads on a Milk Glass 
cone shaped core. 

Doubtless all colors and combina- 
tios of colors came in all sizes of all 
the various shapes of Boband glass 
buttons. This includes all those made 
with the paperweight technique. 

These buttons, being unused, ' still 
show the use of lusters on opaque 
glass. Copper and silver luster were 
used on black and silver luster on 
Milk Glass. Many of the transpar- 
ent colored buttons have an almost 
iridescent finish—just a light film 
of it. 

In black glass there is a largish 
ball with “twisted rope” of black en- 
tirely covering the core. 

It is regrettable that the Boband 
in-law did not remember what sec- 
tion of ‘Germany the buttons were 
made in but we do have a definite 
period—before 1880.

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THE FRONT DOOR AND ACCESSORIES 


By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


Remember the elegant front door 
with plate glass, and _ crocheted 
panel of a peacock or the statue of 
Liberty? Or, a little more  pre- 
tentious, the wide door with narrow 
glass panels on each side, and, may 
be, a transom above in red or blue 
Bohemian glass? They ‘were the ac- 
cepted style in the 19th century and 
show that domestic security was 
much more assured then compared to 
olden times. 

Colonial houses, especially in the 
seclusion of the country had solid 
doors for real protection and the 
windows on the ground floor had 
solid shutters which were closed re- 
ligiously every night. Frequentiy 
the front door was cut in half hori- 
zontally, and the upper half could 
be opened cautiously to any strang- 
er, still barring his entry, should he 
be bound for mischief. Half-doors 
have survived to this day on barns 
but are rarely seen on old houses. 
We have them intact with old hinges 
and latches on our 1756 stone house 
in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, and 
often, strangers, not well informed 
about colonial architecture, ask 


whether the house was originally a’ 


barn on account of the half-doors. 
The barn half-doors, by the way, 
open outward, while the front doors 
of houses always open inward. 

This brings to mind that after the 


Opera House Fire in Boyertown, Pa., 
on January 13, 1908, a law was en- 
forced that the exits of all public 
buildings were to be fixed so that 
the doors open outward. Most of the 
171 victims of this disastrous fire 
could have been saved, had the doors 
opened outward. As it was tne 
throng of frightened people rushed 
for the front door which became so 
effectively blocked by the frantic 
mass of humanity that it could not 
be opened. There is nothing new un- 
der the sun, it seems, for in the time 
of the Roman Consul Valerius, c. 505 
B. C., all the public buildings of 
Rome were, as a safety measure, fit- 
ted with doors opening outward. 
The solid front door of the colonial 
house was built up of tongued and 
grooved boards and the outer face 
was fitted with recessed panels. 
That the framework holding the four 
panels formed a cross is picturesque, 
but surely is only a structural inci- 
dent, and not a planned device vo 
put the house under special providen- 
tial protection, as some enthusiasts 
for symbolic interpretation will have 
it 


To make your presence known in 
front of a solid front door you used 
a door knocker, and much ingenuity 
has been expended in designing them. 
City houses often had door bells and 
knockers.

uel F. B. Morse in a charming letter, 
written in London in 1811 to his 
folks at home: 

“There is a singular custom with 
respect to knocking at the doors of 
houses here (in London), which is 
strictly adhered to. A servant be- 
longing to the house rings the bell 
only; a strange servant knocks once; 
a market man or woman knocks once 
and rings; the penny post knocks 
twice; and a gentleman or lady half 
a dozen quick knocks, cr any num- 
ber over two. A nobleman generally 
knocks eight or ten times very loud.” 
The author of the best seller of a 
few years ago, “The Postman Always 
Rings Twice,” must have been aware 
of this British custom. 

As late as 1915 I saw in Phila- 
delphia on a small sidestreet a shop 
with an old signboard, announcing 
the iradesman’s calling as “Lock- 
smith and Bellhanger.” In spite of 
the advances made in our time with 
electric door bells and electric gongs 
one can stiil find now and then old 
front doors in city and country 
houses with a knob at the side for 
sounding the door bell. Fastened 
within on a spring it tingles lustily 
when you pull the knob. In case of 
death in the house crepe was hung 
over the knob of the door bell, as a 
silent warning not to ring it. This 
was still the case during the Civil 
War when the news sent back from 
the battlefields blackened many a 
doorknob in the city streets) Among 
the Germans it was customary to 
hang on the front door, as similar 
warning, one of those embroidered 
linen towels which collectors now so 
greatiy cherish. 

Another interesting accessory of 
the front door was recently remarked 
upon by the Wayside Questers, ut 
their meeting in Bryn Mawr, Pa. 
Recalling old Philadelphia customs a 
member of that club remarked that 
“pusybodies” or window’ mirrors 
were used almost exclusively in 
Philladelphia, and perhaps in Balti- 
more, adding that they were made in 
Philadelphia between about 1875 and 
1910 and that a few are still in use. 

It is curious that these mirrors 
have never received any attention 
by writers on our earlier customs, 
nor that their history has_ been 
traced. As far as Pennsylvania is 
concerned, they were in use in Bethle- 
hem, Allentown, Easton, Reading, 
Phoenixville and most likely in most 
other towns in the German sections 
of the state. 

Perhaps the oldest representation 
is on a picture of St. Elegius of 1449 
by Petrus Christus 1) where on the

which reflects to the beholder in the 
room. what is going on on the street 
outside. Later books on optics have 
not missed them and describe them 
as Spy Mirrors or Window Spies, as 
the EUCLIDIS ELEMENTA by C. 
F. M. Des Chales (Leiden 1660), and 
the OCULUS ARTIFICIALIS by J. 
Zahn (Wurzburg 1665). 

The Swedish traveller, Jacob 
Jonas Bjornstahl, took notice of 
these mirrors in Bern, Switzerland, 
in 1773 and describes them as “two 
mirrors fastened obliquely outside of 
a second-story window to enable the 
much-confined females to view from 
within the traffic of people up and 
down the street.” 

The Oxford Dictionary lists the 
term Window Mirror for the con- 
trivance, and explains it as a mirror 
fixed outside a window and adjust- 
able so as to reflect the image of 
objects in the street (Knight 1875). 
The reference is to Edward E. 
Knight, The Practical Dictionary of 
Mechanics, 1874-77, Supplement 1884. 

A trade catalogue of 1881, by a. & 
A. F. Spitzli, West Troy, N. Y., lists: 
Patent Window Mirrors, complete for 
putting up, $3.00, and explains that 
the Window Mirror, or “Bo Peep,” 
enables any cne at an upper window 
to observe who may be at the front 
door, whilst remaining himself con- 
cealed, affording also a panoramic 
view of the street in both directions 
for several blocks. 


_A window mirror in our collection, 
pictured herewith, bears the mark: 
Pat. Mar. 19, 1907. This patent was 
assigned to S. S. Fretz Jr. and H. 
Van Buren Sr., both of Philadelphia. 
This patent was No. 847, 757, and is 
described in the Official Gazette of 
1907, Vol. 127, page 1092. 


The attached picture of the front 
door of a country mansion in Lehigh 
county, Pennsylvania, is interesting, 
but not typical, as it shows the upper 
half of the double door halved verti- 
cally in the center. By manipulating 
bolts on the inner face, the door can 
be fixed to open as a whole, to open

the upper half completely, or only 
the left wing of the upper half. 

In looking at the picture of the 
barn door the reader is kindly asked 
to remember that the decoration on 
the hood is a barn symbol, for decor- 
ation only, and has nothing to do 
with warding off evil influences or 
witches. Such interpretation is the 
brainchild of supercilious scribes 
with a bent for the sensational. Con- 
fronted with a last flowering of 
folk art in our parts, they did not 
know what to make of it, and, in- 
stead of accepting it for what 1t 1, 
the love for decoration by our 
people, could do no better than to 
malign it. 

I have probably strayed some from 
the front door, and now hastily re- 
turn to make my exit, and softly 
close it behind me.

Lithophane Addenda 


In the November issue on p. 53 
you have an item More on Litho- 
phanes. [ thought I had laid that 
ghost of Bourgoin, for whom it is 
claimed that he had the idea of 
making, or even made, lithophanes 
in 1827. Iv is so stated in an early 
French publication, but later ones 
dropped that claim and clearly say 
that the process was invented in 
Germany, at Berlin; so Littré in his 
famous dictionary (Paris 1877) and 
Bouillet in Dict. Univ. des Sciences, 
des Lettres et des Arts (Paris 1384). 
The Royal Berlin Porcelain Works 
had experimented for years to find 
the proper mixture for a_ highly 
translucent porcelain and_ succeeded 
in 1828 to make the first lithophanes. 
This, of course, rules out Bourgoin, 
‘who may have had the idea in 1827, 
while Berlin was actually experi- 
menting years before that. 

I stated in my article that the 
whole subject needs some more re- 
search. Here is an example, why. 

There was at Rubelles in France a 
factory making faience of opaque 
shaded enamel. The design is pressed 
into the yet unburned body of the 
ware and then filled with transpar- 
ent colored glaze. The effect, after 
burning is that the deeper impres- 
sions with more glaze appear darker 
than the shallow parts with less 
glaze. The design thus formed with 
darker and light parts is viewed 
then, not by transmitted light as in 
lithophanes, but by reflected light. 
This process was invented by M. le 
Baron de Bourgoing and_ registered 
in 1856. The factory in Rubelles 
ceased operation in 1858. Now here 
is a Mr. Bourgoing and he called his 
plaques or tiles “Lithopones” (not 
lithophanes). So you see, there is a 
splendid opportunity for confusion. 

This process of making “Litho- 
pones” has been revived in our time 
by the American Encaustic Tiling 
Co., Ltd. of Zanesville, Ohio. I have 
two such tiles showing the Hon. Wm. 
McKinley and the Hon. Garret A. 
Hobart, the Republican Candidates 
for President and Vice-President, in 
1896. A_ printed label on the back 
of the tiles gives short biographies 
of the candidates and the makers 
name of the tiles. The glaze has an 
aquamarine tint and the effect is 
really surprising. 

I am glad that Mrs. N. Welsh has 
sent in her comment, such communi- 
cations are helpful to clear up doubt- 
ful points.

The Sheldon Swope Art Gallery, 
Terre Haute, Indiana, recently held 
a portrait exhibition which was com- 
prised of pictures of ancestors of 
leading citizens of the city and en- 
virons. The exhibition aroused con- 
siderable interest locally and also 
in other art centers. 

In presenting the exhibition, Allen 
D. Albert, director of the gallery, 
stated: 

“Portraits are living history. 
Without them in stone, in tapestry, 
on walls, on canvas, history would 
be ‘worse than dull; it would be mis- 
leading. We of the Midwest are 
slowly realizing that, young as we 
are, we are yet not too young to 
have history. This exhibition is a 
charming indication that we have a 
history. 

“Some 70 portraits there are. 
More than a few have legible signa- 
tures—Linnen, Gookins, Barton S. 
Hays, Maentle. We learn of these 
and other painters who “lived out” 
in Indiana a hundred years ago from 
the researches of Dr. Wilbur T. 
Peat of John Herron Institute—and 
we of Swope Gallery acknowledge 
gratefully his courteous co-operation 
in this and other matters. 

“We must look afield if we are to 
comprehend all of these portraits. 
One is credited to the younger Hol- 
bein, with more than a little in 
drawing and style to support the 
ascription. Several are in the man- 
ner of Samuel F. B. Morse, who was 
a professioual portraitist before he 
became an inventor. Other painters 
are among the guild who boarded 
around, whose signatures are un- 
fortunately obscured. 

“We turn from one to another of 
the 70 portraits and we acquire 
a new respect for the Wabash 
Valley folk of the 75 and more 
years ago. Strange as we may 
think it, they were as manly, 
the men, and gracious, the wom- 
en, as we dare to think our- 
selves.. They were at least as cul- 
a as good looking, as gently 
red. 

“There is a lesson in this show for 
all of us moderns if we are keen 
and open-minded to grasp it.” 

There were approximately 70 en- 
tries in the exhibition which lasted 
more than a month. Several of the 
leading business men were photo- 
graphed besides their ancestor por- 
traits and the photographs them- 
selves lent interest to the occasion.

Diaphanie Glass Decorating in 1875 
(Taken from a book published in that yeu) 
By THELMA SHULL 


There is no reason why certain 
windows in our’ dwelling-houses 
should not be made as highly orna- 
mental as those of churches or other 
public buildings; and there appears 
to be such a growing taste in this 
line, that we feel inclined to take 
particular pains to aid and instruct 
those who desire to thus improve 
their dwellings, by means of this 
particular branch of work, which is 
in itself an art well worth all the 
time and money that may be ex- 
pended on it. 

The various kinds of illumination 
or imitation of stained glass may be 
applied to window ornamentation, or 
to screens, etc., and may be success- 
fully practiced by amateurs, being 
especially adapted to ladies, who will 
find each one of the methods a de- 
lightful pastime, as well as a charm- 
ing means of producing elegant ad- 
ditions to the house. 

As the new method of ornament- 
ing glass, called DIAPHANIE (in- 
troduced in France by Mons. P. E. 
Vacquerel) is readily accomplished, 
and is so brilliant and imposing, it 
appears scarcely worthwhile to at- 
tempt the more difficult and tedious 
process of staining or enameling. 

Mons. Vacquerel, in calling at- 
tention to this branch of art, says, 
“This work may be easily performed 
at small cost; it completely super- 
sedes all kinds of blinds. It bears a 
close resemblance to the _ costly 
stained glass of the old process, over 
which, however, it possesses some 
important advantages, and is appli- 
cable to windows of -all_ kinds, 
church, stair-case, conservatory, 
vestibules, library, etc., which may 
be decorated speedily and in any 
style.” 

The designs, which come in sheets, 
are of various kinds, embracing de- 
signs both ancient and modern, and 
of every character, from the elabor- 
ate figure-pieces of sacred character 


to the soft and delicately tinted bou- 
quet, or gay and dazzling bird or 
butterfly. The various designs for 
this work consist of about three 
hundred different kinds. The sheets 
of designs are 16 x 20 inches, some 
containing one, others twenty’ de- 
signs. 

We cannot better describe this in- 
valuable invention than in the words 
of Mons. Vacquerel himself: “The 
invention is applicable to windows 
of all kinds and shapes; also for 
lamp-shades, fire-screens, and the 
many uses for which stained and 
ornamental glass is ordinarily em- 
ployed, completely superseding the 
clumsy wire and other blinds. As a 
pleasing occupation for either ladies 
or gentlemen, the work is one of the 
most useful and beautiful of the 
elegant arts, now so much practiced. 

“Cleanliness, and the comparative- 
ly small cost of the materials used, 
also recommend it to the attention 
of those who have leisure, either for 
amusement or for purposes of profit. 
Windows in churches, halls, etc. may 
be decorated in any style, ancient or 
modern. The designs used are pro- 
duced by new processes in _lith- 
ography, and possess, when trans- 
ferred to glass, all the richness and 
fullness of color, as well as that fine 
transparency, obtained by the old 
and expensive art of glass-staining.” 

The action of the brightest sun, or 
the most intense frost, has no influ- 
ence upon the colors of these de- 
signs, and the effects produced are 
really charming. Old mediaeval de- 
signs, with quaint figures and curi- 
ous borders, copies of noted paint- 
ings by the old masters; modern 
landscapes, and groups of figures; 
graceful wreaths and garlands, or 
bright birds and gauzy-looking but- 
terflies, with soft, or rich, bright 
background, and_ surrouided by 
borders of beautiful and complicated 
figures, are displayed with a rich- 
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ness of tone that is seen only in 
stained glass of the most rare and 
costly kinds. The process by which 
these results are obtained is exceed- 
ingly interesting, emanating in 
France, that school of bright and gay 
art-work, and composed of designs 
of all varieties, in a kind of fine 
chromeo-lithograph, in transparent 
color; it is adapted to every variety 
of pattern, whether arabesque, geo- 
metrical, or light fanciful designs in 
fruit or flowers. The effect, when 
finished, is extremely chaste and de- 
licate; "yet in some patterns the 
colors _ are gorgeous and superbly 
beautiful. 
. The materials required are tin-foil, 
or gold or silver paper, a roller, a 
set of brushes, designs, and the 
glass. Where the design and glass 
are of equal size, no preparation of 
the glass is necessary; but if the 
picture is smaller than the object to 
be decorated, the space between the 
design..and edge should be filled in 
with .offamental check or diaper 
pattern, with stripes of plain colors, 
and a rich, ornamental scrolling, or 
other border. To make the imitation 
still more like genuine glass, in 
separating the picture from the 
“grounding” or the “grounding” 
from the border, use tin-foil, accord- 
ing to the following directions: 
Take a sheet of paper,’ the exact 
size of the object to besdecorated; 
put your subject or picture on ex- 
actly the place where you wish to 
have it appear on thei gtass; mark 
its outlines with pencil”on’ the sheet 
below, and draw parailel lines to 
these, as wide or narrow as you 
mean to have the tin-fofl. If you 
wish to have tin-foil in other places, 
also, mark its directions on the 
sheet in the same way, and in the 
proper places. This will give you 
a map, as it were, of the places 
where, ‘on the glass, the foil is to ap-

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pear. Now, put the glass over your 
drawings, and, of course, your pen- 
cil-line will show directly through, 
and leave nothing to be done but to 
make the design out upon the glass 
with varnish, and apply the fold-foil 
or paper, wherever required. Then 
the design or picture will fit exactly 
into the net-work of foil.

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shown that ‘the management of such 
an ocean cable would be an impossible 
under taking.” On the other hand, 
the experience with some of the ear- 
lier cables, notably the first Dover- 
Calais, had demonstrated that the at- 
tempt to. utilize too light a cable 
would be useless. Hence a cable that 
would possess maximum strength and 
flexibility, combined with minimum 
size and weight, was designed. The 
conductor itself was a strand of seven 
No. 22 copper wires of the purest cop- 
per then obtainable. 

“The outside diameter of the strand 
was 1/16 in. This strand was cov- 
ered with three coatings of gutta- 
percha to an outside diameter of % 
in. Over this was placed a coating 
of thread yarn, well saturated with 
a mixture of pitch, tar and oil. 
Around this core was wound an iron 
armor consisting of 18 strands of No. 
22 iron wire, seven wires to a strand, 
or 126 wires in all. 

“The completed cable had a diame- 
ter of % in. The weight of this cable 
was 1860 lb. per mile. The shore ends 
of the cable were protected by much 
heavier armor and jute, and weighed 
approximately seven tons per mile. 
In short. it may be said that this 
pioneer cable virtually embodied all 
that has been found necessary in sub- 
sequent trans-Atlantic cables, except 
as to improvements in details of con- 
struction. The total length of the 
cable, including the shore ends, was 
2535 miles, a large allowance for pos- 
sible losses of cable being supplied. 
The cost of the cable was $1,258,250. 

“The cable having been completed, 
the portion manufactured by Messrs. 
Newall & Company was shipped on 
board the U. S. S. Niagara, while the 
portion from the works of Glass and 
Elliott was placed in the hold of the 
British ship Agamemnon. 

“After many preliminary. festivities 
in celebration of the laying of the 
cable, upon the successful completion 
of which the thoughts of two con- 
tinents were hopefully turned, the ex- 
pedition set forth from Valentia Bay, 
Ireland, on Aug. 7, 1857, but after 
paying out 344 miles of cable from 
the Niagara, the cable parted, and the 
cable-laden ships despondently re- 
turned to Valentia; the unused cable 
was uncoiled from the holds of the 
Niagara and Agamemnon and for the 
time being operations were suspended. 

“Following this disaster the public 
mind became distrustful of the ulti- 
mate success of trans-Atlantic tele- 
graphy and additional capital for 
further operations became difficult to 
raise. The directors of the company, 
however, continued firm in the belief 
that success was yet possible and dur- 
ing the winter of 1857-58 measures 
for a renewal of the enterprize dur- 
ing the following summer were vigor- 
ously promoted. The governments of 
the United States and Great Britain 
courteously granted the request of the 
company for the further use of the 
Niagara and Agamemnon and these 
vessels were once more got in readi- 
ness for a renewal of the undertak- 
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ing. In the expedition of 1857 it had 
been arranged that the Niagara would 
lay her portion of the cable from 
Valentia to the middle of the.Atlantic 
where she would be met by the Aga- 
memnon: which would then proceed 
with her part of the cable to Trinity 
Bay, Newfoundland. 


“This time it was arranged that 
both vessels should proceed to the 
middle of the Atlantic, where they 
would separate after splicing the ends 
of the cable together, the Niagara to 
proceed to Newfoundland, the Aga- 
memnon to Ireland. In accordance 
with this plan the vessels met in mid- 
ocean June 26, 1858, and, commenced 
paying out the cable. The ill success 
of the previous expedition still fol- 
lowed, however, and after several 
breaks in the cable, work was aban- 
doned on June 29 and the vessels re- 
turned to the rendezvous, Queenstown, 
arriving at that port July 5, 1858. 


“Nothing daunted, however, and in 
the face of countless forebodings of 
continued ill success by a large por- 
tion of the public and press, the direc- 
tors of the enterprise once more 
started the telegraph fleet to their 
meeting place in mid-ocean on July 
17, 1858. The ships met as arranged 
and each proceeded to its destination. 
This time the laying of the cable was 
successfully accomplished, no mishaps 
having occurred from the moment the 
ships: separated until they arrived re- 
spectively in Trinity Bay and Val- 
entia. 

“The public had become so discour- 
aged by previous failures that the an- 
nouncement of the successful arrival 
of the expedition at Newfoundland, 
Aug. 5, 1858, was not immediately 
believed. Dispatches from Mr. Cyrus 
W. Field speedily convinced the most 
skeptical that the unexpected had hap- 
pened, and the entire country gave 
way to rejoicings, and as a writer of 
that time put it: ‘Bells were rung, 
bonfires, business ceased, illumina- 
tions sprang up, the press became 
jubilant. Rarely has there been heard 
so universal a shout of joy.’ 

“This it must be noted was upon the 
announcement of the safe arrival of 
the cable on the American shore. No 
public message had yet passed over 
the cable and it was not until Aug. 16 
that the long expected message from 
Queen Victoria to President Buchanan 
was received. ‘By some oversight or 
delay in transmission only the first 
paragraph of the Queen’s message 
was at first received and its apparent 
curtness caused great disappointment. 
This feeling was dissipated on receipt 
of the entire message the following 
morning, Aug. 17. The Queen’s mes- 
sage was as follows: 

““The Queen desires to cengratu- 
late the President upon the successful 
completion of this great international 
work, in which the Queen has taken 
the deepest interest. 

“The Queen is convinced that the 
President will join with her in fer- 
vently hoping that the electric cable 
which now connects Great Britain 
with the United States will prove an 
additional link between the nations 
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whose friendship is founded upoi 
their common interest and reciproca! 
esteem. 

“‘The Queen has much pleasure in 
thus communicating with the Presi- 
dent, and renewing to him her wishes 
for the prosperity of the United 
States.’ 

“The reply of President Buchanan 
was as follows: 

“<The President cordially recipro- 
cates the congratulations of Her Ma- 
jestry, the Queen, on the success of 
the great international enterprise ac- 
complished by the science, skill and 
indomitable energy of the two coun- 
tries. It is triumph more glorious, be- 
cause far more useful to mankind, 
than was ever won by conqueror on 
the field of battle. 

“‘“May the Atlantic telegraph, un- 
der the blessing of Heaven, prove to 
be a- bond of perpetual peace and 
friendship between the kindred na- 
tions, and an instrument destined by 
Divine Providence to diffuse religion, 
civilization, liberty and law through- 
out the world. In this view will not 
all nations of Christendom spontane- 
ously unite in the declaration that 
it shall be forever neutral, and that 
its communications shall be held sa- 
cred in passing to their places of 
destination, even in the midst of host- 
ilities.’ 

“It had been predicted by the en- 
gineers of the cable company as a 
result of experiments which they had 
made that a speed of at least seven 
words per minute would be obtainable 
over the Atlantic cable. From the 
fact that the Queen’s message, con- 
taining just 99 words, had taken 67 
minutes in its transmission it is evi- 
dent that 7 words per minute were 
not realized. However, allowance 
must be made for the crudeness of the 
art and for the many disadvantages 
under which the engineers and opera- 
tors were then laboring. 

“But, alas, like the first cable be- 
tween Great Britain and France, this 
first Atlantic cable was also doomed 
to a very short useful existence. 
After the transmission of the mes- 
sages to and from the Queen the 
signals over the cable became weaker 
and weaker until Aug. 31, 1908, when 
they failed utterly. Mr. C. F. Varley, 
the electrician of the company, was 
sent to Valentia to ascertain the cause 
of the non-working of the cable. He 
made a number of tests and reported 
that a fault of great magnitude ex- 
isted at a distance of about 260 miles 
from Valentia. Mr. W. T. Henley, 
telegraph engineer, and Prof. W. 
Thoman, also carefully tested the 
cable during the month of September, 
but without success so far as obtain- 
ing readable signals through the cable 
was concerned. 

“It has been thought, and perhaps 
correctly, that the injury to this cable 
may have been due to the employment 
of high-tension currents from induc- 
tion coils in signaling, and the view 
has been expressed that had only low- 
tension currents been employed, their 
utility for this purpose having been 
demonstrated by Mr. Latimer Clark, 
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the injury to the cable might have 
been avoided. There is, however, no 
proof that the fatal faults in the cable 
were due to their high-tension cur- 
rents, and it is not difficult to imagine 
that the inexperience in cable making 
at the time, together with the more 
or less crude methods of playing out 
the cable on ship-board, may have 
been sufficient to account for the cause 
and development of the faults in ques- 
tion. Furthermore, it is to be remem- 
bered that at this early period of 
long-distance submarine working, va- 
riable earth currents practically de- 
barred the use of very weak currents 
for signaling. It probably was not 
until Varley’s interposition of the 
condenser in the cable circuit, thereby 
obviating the disturbing effects of the 
earth currents, that recourse could be 
had to weaker signaling currents. 


Whatever may have been the cause 
of the failure of the Atlantic cable of 
1858 there is no doubt that its failure 
confirmed the opponents of trans-At- 
lantic telegraphy in their opinion as 
to its impracticability. So firmly were 
some of these opponents convinced on 
this point that the construction of an 
overland telegraph line between 
America and Europe via Behring 
Straits and Asiatic Russia was under- 
taken and over $3,000,000 were ex- 
pended on this work before the final 
success of cable telegraphy was as- 
sured by the successful operation of 
the cables of 1865 and 1866. 


“Since that time submarine cable 
laying has gone on apace until all 
lands and continents are now joined 
together by these metallic threads. 
In 1880 there were about 51,000 miles 
of cables laid and working in various 
“parts of the world. To-day there are 
250,000 nautical miles of submarine 
cable in operation, and if cable laying 


now be at a lull it is only because 
there are no more waters to conquer. 
Indeed, singular to say, submarine 
cable telegraphy has shown itself able 
to supplant overland telegraphy be- 
tween points not separated by water, 
but where the difficulties of construc- 
tion and maintenance of overland lines 
are practically unsurmountable, as 
witness the electrical connection of 
many of the ports of South America 
and of the Philippines by long sub- 
marine telegraph cables. 


“In an impartial review of the 
events connected with the making and 
laying of the Atlantic cable of 1858, 
the jubilee of which is now being cele- 
brated, as well as of the shorter sub- 
marine telegraph cables beginning 
with the Dover-Calais cable it would 
be unfair to omit mention of the im- 
portant part, one might almost say 
the exclusive part, borne by British 
telegraph engineers and cable ‘manu- 
facturers, among which shine out con- 
spicuously the names of Engineers 
Whitehouse, Varley, Thomson (Kel- 
vin), Britt, Bright and Henley, and 
the manufacturers already mentioned. 
Of Varley especially it may be ques- 
tioned whether he has yet received 
the credit due for his important early 
work in this relation.”

Devil Masks of Ceylon 


William Ward, instructor in The 
Cleveland Museum of Art, with what 
are probably the only Devil Masks 
of Ceylon in the United States. He 
brought them back after negotiations 
ng the Devil Doctors while in Cey- 
on. 

The masks are worn by the doc- 
tors when they perform their dance. 
When a person is ill the devil doctor 
is called in and he presents a cere- 
monial which lasts all night, with 
elaborate costume, music and flow- 
ers. He does not guarantee that the 
devil whom he exorcises from the 
patient will be destroyed. He may 
enter into another person who will 
be taken ill as was the patient he 
has cured. In the morning all the 
decorations, the baskets which have 
held the flowers, etc., are destroyed. 
Mr. Ward attended several of these 
ceremonials in Ceylon, where he was 
entertained as an honored guest and 
served with native delicacies through- 
out the night.

Gideon deemed it wise to place an 
empty pitcher in every man’s hand, 
with a lamp inside the pitcher. 
Jeremiah asked the question, “—- 
and the sons of Zion comparable to 
fine gold, how are they esteemed as 
earthen pitchers—.” 


Coming on through the ages to the 
time of Christ, who upon being 
asked, where the Passover was to be, 
made reply, to Peter and John,” — 
there shall a man meet you bearing 
a pitcher of water. .’ And, of 
course, mention must be made of the 
pitcher broken at the fountain. 


Great painters have thought 
pitchers worthy of being painted on 
canvas, as evidenced by the wonder- 
ful ‘work of Juan de Juarez, in, “The 
Last Supper,” where prominently 
shown in the foreground is a large 
pitcher. The painting by Franz 
Franck, of, “Esther Entertaining 
Ahasuerus”, shows a different kind 
of pitcher, in the background. 
Bartolome Murillo, paints so beauti- 
fully the scene of Rebekah giving 
water to Eliezer, from her pitcher.

Each country, whether situated in 
Asia, Europe or South America, has 
its own interpretation, of utility and 
beauty, in making a pitcher. Pitch- 
ers are as totem poles, portraying 
the history of a country, or family, 
but telling it by way of the potter’s 
wheel, more graphically, than by any 
pole. 

As civilization advanced and more 
and more, mingling of peoples 
and ideas, beauty in ornamentation 
came into the making of pitchers, 
preserving a history of the various 
countries, placing its indelible stamp 
upon the product of each, with its 
own characteristics. 

From country to country, and from 
pottery shop to pottery shop, the 
roving skilled artisan came, worked 
but a short time, and then took to 
the open road. But they stayed suf- 
ficiently long, to place their emblem 
of individuality upon the product 
being made. Creating the present 
confusion and difficulty, in being un- 
able to identify positively many 
wares. 

All this is a long way from the 
dim past, to the modern 20th cen- 
tury, and my modest collection of 
pitchers. I have not limited the se- 
lections to any type or ware, no 
duplications is my desire. I have all 
sizes, shapes, colors, wares, and 
prices, and to me, each is pleasing. 

I cannot weave any fantastic stor- 
ies around my pitchers. I only know 
what has been told me and if it made 
the teller happy, it did not harm me, 
nor add to the value of the pitcner. 
I have heard many tales that would 
do credit to a sea captain, in his 
wildest flights of imagination. 

I have a pitcher that derives its 
smoky appearance from having been 
buried in the ground, at the time 
Sherman marched to the sea. The 
house was burned above it. Doesn’t 
this conjure up thoughts of planta- 
tion life, and make ~ou want to sit 
right down and write a story? 

If some. one’s’ “great-grand- 
mother,” sailed around the Horn, 
with a pitcher clasped to her bosom, 
I am glad she was a good sailor, and 
that I have the pitcher. Who am I 
to question her traveling proclivities. 

A missionary brought back from 
South America, a pottery cat pitcher, 
and a pitcher of a man, mounted on 
a horse, being gored by a bull. Very 
appropriate pieces of pottery, from 
South of the Border. 

A Bennington hound pitcher, was 
bought for a “song”, and reputed to 
be an original, upon attempting to 
sell it for a charitable cause, there 
was no one to sing a better “song”, 
so I still have the pitcher. 

As the pitchers, in so many inci- 
dences have remained unbroken, I 
wish that each “Grandmother,” 
would have placed a note inside, to 
help with its identitv. As a result, 
many today are without “family 
trees,” or “coat-of-arms.” 

With the help of HOBBIES, I am 
attempting to aquire a pitcher from 
each State in the United States. Am 
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also adding to the collection of for- 
eign ones. Through HOBBIES, I 
have received much assistance, which 
has doubled the pleasure in collect- 
ing. and have “met” wonderful 
people. 

There must have been millions of 
“Grandmothers,” who had _ pitcher 
collections, and dealers in_ selling 
“Grandmother’s” pitcher, give the 
purchase a semblance of authenticity, 
and part with it reluctlantly. 

I like to think of these many 
pitchers, as finally coming home to 
me, for a special purpose. They have 
come to mean more than just an in- 
animate collection. They were the 
means of raising money for a needy 
church, when placed on display, as 
was done at my home last year. 

Again this year, they have been 
on display. at my home, as the 
means, of trying to raise money for 
the Tampa University Endowment 
Fund, in order that this University, 
may become an accredited one. 

Tt is now housed temporarily in 
the Old Tampa Bay Hotel, moving 
into it in 1933. The hotel was built 
by Henry B. Plant, in 1891. and used 
by the United States Army. as head- 
quarters in 1898, for the Cuban Ex- 
veditionarv Forces. 

As Henry Plant slowly saw his 
dream taking form, the massive 
minarets covered with copper, rising 
straight up to the skies, and re- 
flecting the first and last rays of 
the sun, he must have thought, he 
was transporting a bit of Morocco, 
to an undeveloped section of Florida, 
as a monument to his vision. 

The old hotel has served its days 
of usefulness, and the memories of 
happy days gone by, are not part of 
what constitutes a modern univers-

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BITTERS BOTTLES 


By MRS. FRANK F. BENNETT 


A specialty in bottle collecting that 
has been getting plenty of attention 
the last few years is that of Bitters 
bottles. The collector will come to 
know as he gathers these bottles and 
information about them, that the his- 
tory of the bitters and the bitters ad- 
dict is fully as interesting as the 
bottles themselves. 

The bitters brewers were very sharp 
business men, well aware that a pre- 
vailing conscience frowned upon in- 
duigence in alcohol but knew a feel- 
ing of well-being and comfort was the 
very human desire of any one battling 
aches and pains and the other pres- 
sures to which the body is heir, so by 
adding a bitter flavor to alcohol, they 
conceived that popular medicine known 
as “bitters.” 

At first bitters actually were legiti- 
mate stomachics and were sold in 
small half pint bottles but later when 
the smart fellows finished their man- 
ipulation they closely resembled some 
of our modern cocktu.ls. Bitters were 
highly alcoholic in content and the 
drugs or herbs that were added did 
little more than provide flavor. Most 
of them had little or no medicinal 
value. 

Some of the bitters makers depend- 
ing solely on the alcohol to lend the 
illusion ot well-being, d.dn’t bother tou 
much about the rest of the ingred.- 
ents. One biitess consisted of 1% 
ounces of various spices and 16 ounces 
of whiskey. Some however were hon- 
est in their endeavor to help suffering 
humanity and to the aicohol base 
added ingredients that wee valuable 
in alleviating certain a:iments. Untii 
a law requiring the publication of 
ingredients beca:ne erfcctive litile was 
really known of whai exactly did go 
into bitters. 

With the bitters makers it was all 
and nothing but ail i their claims 


for the virtues of these bottles mar- 
vels. They would cure al] diseases 
familiar to man and a few unknown 
ones for good measure. 

In a pamphlet that proffers one 
brand the following is a list of ail- 
ments these bitters are guaranteed to 
cure—“billiousness, liver complaint, 
constipation, kidney diseases, Bright’s 
disease, stone in the bladder, urinary 
troubles, general debility, dyspepsia, 
indigestion, hypochrondria, scrofula, 
malaria, fever, ague, intermittent 
fever, headache, skin diseases, erup- 
tions, pimples, nervous prostration, 
nervousness, sleeplesness, female 
weakness and during pregnancy, rheu- 
matism, neuralgia, enfeebled health 
and during convalescence and delirium 
tremens.” 

Not content to leave it at that, they 
added this gem—‘“no other remedy 
yet devised by man combines the 
health-giving and _health-restoring 
power of Hop Bitters. Of the many 
cohorts that grim death has on his 
staff this remedy fears none.” And 
in this same pamphlet is this—“This 
is a beneficial, curative Temperance 
lecture in liquid form” and for extra 
good measure this wonder-worker 
“will mitigate the reaction that nat- 
urally follows over-drinking.” 

Old “Doc” Roback’s bitters laid 
claim to curing drunkenness and... 
you’ll never believe this! “lying.” Mrs. 
Abigail Morgan sent a testimonial to 
the Doc stating her daughter was 
cured and “she has never spoken any- 
thing but the truth since.” 

Doc. Wright had a promise for any- 
one in a run down condition—if you 
took his elixir he guaranteed to cure

And the proud boast of Price’s was 
really wonderful—it went down the 
throat “with the tortuous sinosity of 
a screw augur” and it cleaned out” 
all sorts of perilous stuff that weighs 
upon the spleen.” 

And Clemens’ very coyly tell you 
this—‘‘it’s salutary action upon the 
whole system is so charming that 
every one is highly delighted at their 
speedy recovery.” They advise you 
to purchase from 38 to 6 bottles. . 
the first will cure you but you con- 
tinue with the rest as a tonic. They 
also advise you to keep out of the 
night air. 

The bitters industry became one of 
great importance and had influence 
in sending the glass industry upward 
with it to commercial success. Bit- 
ters became so popular more and more 
and still more bottles were needed 
and practically every glass house made 
them—Stoddard, Keene, Dyott, Whit- 
ney were among the many. The bit- 
ters vogue was really a life-saver for 
many of the glass houses because the 
historical flask period was drawing 
to a close at this time. 

Somewhere early in the nineteenth 
century bitters had their inception 
and after a little more than fifty 
years, when the consumption of bit- 
ters was at its peak, the total annual 
income from sales was more than 
three and a half million dollars. 

It isn’t at all unlikely that bitters 
may be credited with creating a new 
bottle form. Flasks were made for 
an entirely different use, their chief 
requirement being easy withdrawal 
from the pocket and not being of a 
shape useful for bitters, a new design 
was necessary. 

Square, rectangular, trianguiar, 
oval, cylindrical, barrel and those of 
irregular outline were designed and 
used In varying degrees. Transporta- 
tion being one of the main considera- 
tions, the square and the rectangular 
seemed to meet the need more effici- 
ently than the others. 

The decorations that make bitters 
bottles so attractive are many—or- 
nate panels, ornamented roofs, edges 
that are roped, beveled or columned, 
Stars, eagles, ribbing, latticing, in- 
scriptions and many lovely graphic 
designs. 

Amber in all its many shades was 
probably the color most used for that 
is the color most often found. Aqua, 
then clear, green and blue follow in 
this order. Bottle collectors aren’t 
troubled to much with fakes—not 
many bottles have been reproduced, 
most likely because there aren’t as 
many collectors of bottles as of other 
glass. I can think of just two or 
three bitters bottles that have been 
conied. 

The Drake’s Plantation wasn’t real- 
ly intended to be passed as genuine, 
it came in a nice shade of green and 
a lovely blue with no inscription and 
was, I believe, intended to be used as 
a lamp. Simon’s Centennial is in the 
form of a bust of Washington. There 
is no inscription on the reproduction, 
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the glass looks new and raw and a 
large blob of glass has been put on 
the base for a pontil but the genuine 
has a smooth base and no pontil. ‘This 
fake was made in very weird colors 
for bottles. 

Besides being an interesting psycho- 
logical study of the nine.veenth cen- 
tury American mind many of the bit- 
ters recall to us great moments of 
history or the men who lived those 
moments and some remind us of the 
very simple, every day things that 
used to be. Tippecanoe... and Tyler 
too, Ben Franklin . . . American pa- 
triot and signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, Crimean . .. a war 
caused by Russian insistence of a pro- 
tectorate over the Greek subjects of 
the Sultan, Simon’s Centennial... 
circa 1875, to commemorate Wash- 
ington’s great part in America’s fight 
for independence, Pocahontas ... the 
Indian princess who aided the starving 
colonists at Jamestown and _ once 
saved the life of Captain John Smith, 
Landsberg’s Century . .. commemo- 
rates the American Revolution with 
its stars, cannon balls and swords, 
Whitwell’s Temperance... circa 1847, 
in 1845 a law was passed prohibiting 
the sale of liquor in New York State 
and repealed in 1847 and there are 
any number of bottles that remind us 
of the old log cabin home of our early 
settlers . . . Old Homestead, Kelley’s 
Old Cabin, Drake’s Plantation, Amer- 
ican Life, H. P. Herb, Jacobs Cabin 
are all cabin shaped. 


Bitters bottles aren’t so plentiful 
as to be easily aquired, don’t think 
collecting them is sissy stuff or lack- 
ing in challenge. Just try to find a 
really, truly rare one and you'll see. 
Some are so dirt-common (Doyle’s 
Hop or Plantation for example) as 
to be found in almost any shop while 
others are so rare only one or two 
specimens are known to be in ex- 
istence. 

Now and then a rare discovery is 
made that creates quite a stir among 
collectors and it is the hope of find- 
ing such a rarity that makes one 
search so untiringly because having 
a fine collection demands long and 
continuous searching. 

Many localities had their own 
brand of bitters but as these were 
mostly identified by a label only, 
they are of no value to the collector 
— that is, the collector of marked 
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bitters (a bottle with the word “bit- 
ters” inscribed in the glass). 

The bottles range in size from 
che half pint (Phoenix, Kimballs, At- 
woods, Von Humboldts, etc.) to the 
giant gallon (Clarke’s Vegetable 
Sherry Wine Tonic Bitters) but most 
of them held three quarters ‘of a 
quart. 

The doses were liberal to say the 
least. One brand prescribes this — 
“Take a wine glassful at least three 
times a day and as the taste for the 
remedy grows increase the dose”. 
Only gooa hardy pioneer stock could 
take that in its stride ... and keep 
its stride. 

“Greenbacks are good but Ko- 
back’s are better” — “A wine glass 
before each meal will remove indi- 
gestion and all liver diseases”. And 
Urake’s thought it would be grand 
if you took Plantation Bitters all 
year round for they claimed it to be 
a “spring specific’, a “summer re- 
storative’, a “fall medicine” and a 
“winter stimulant and tonic”. 

But times change and we change 
with them. The bitters swiggers had 
acquired a taste for alcohol — a 
taste that had out grown the bitter 
mixtures and now required some- 
thing more agreeable to the patave. 
They had gradually arrived at the 
conclusion that a little drop now and 
then was not a cardinal sin really, 
so the demand for this wonderful 
cure-all ceased and the colorful bit- 
ters era came to an end. 


Bitters bottles and figure bottles 
make a most compatible twin collec- 
tion, they blend beautifully togetner 
for several of the bitters are really 
figure bottles. There are the fish 
shaped bottles of Dr. Fisch and W. 
H. Ware and the pig shaped bottles 
of Berkshire Bitters and Suffolk 
Bitters and the National Bitters in 
the shape of a tall ear of corn (most 
commonly found in amber but I’m 
the lucky owner of an aqua one) and 
the very lovely Indian Queen-Brown’s 
Celebrated Indian Herb Bitters (I 
have the Queen in clear, aqua, green, 
golden amber and very deep amber). 

For those who would double their 
collecting fun there’s the collaterals 
—pamphlets, trade cards, almanacs, 
calendars, posters, newspaper adver- 
tisements, small bottles with a sam- 
ple of bitters and the proprietary 
stamps and other related things you 
will find as you go along.

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There is at present a list of 456 
known brands of bitters and this is 
by no means a conclusive list. Every 
collector has at least one marked 
bitters not on this published list. 


Edwin Atlee Barber, for many 
years curator of the Pennsylvania 
Museum School of Industrial Art of 
Philadelphia and a collector of flasks 
and bottles published a small book 
“American Glassware, Old and New” 
in 1900. This was the first book on 
American glass to be published for 
collectors. Mr. Barber listed just 86 
varieties of flasks and bottles. 


Stephen Van Rensselaer listed and 
described around two _ thousand, 
three hundred in his 1926 revised 
edition of “Early American Bottles 
and Flasks”. Mr. Van Rensselaer 
listed 162 bottles under the heading 
of “Bitters Bottles”. Of this num- 
ber about seventy-five were bitters 
the rest were sarsaparillas, tonics, 
balsams, pectorals, syrups, mixtures, 
etc. 


James H. Thompson in his book 
“Bitters Bottles” published in 1947, 
lists and describes 456 marked bit- 
ters . . . and he must have more 
than a hundred to list when he gets 
around to doing a supplement.

Old Time Cake Recipes 
By STELLA SHREVE 


I have a wonderful old really, an- 
tique, cake recipe that was handed 
down to me from an old lady, whose 
grandmother had brought it with her 
to our town in 1857, from Tennessee. 
It is a grand cake, even looks an- 
tique as it turns out in two shades 
of amber color. It keeps like a fruit 
cake and will even stand a little 
rum-pouring, as it cures. 


“APPLE BUTTER CAKE” 
also called “JOLLY CAKE” 


1 cup of molasses and two eggs 
beaten, weli. 

1 cup sugar, 

I cup shortening, 

1 cup sour milk, 

2 heaping teaspoonsful of soda — 
(mix soda in the milk). 

1 teaspoon cinnamon, 

¥% teaspoon cloves, 

% teaspoon nutmeg, 

I pinch of salt. 


Mix all together and stir in 
enough flour to make a stiff dough, 
or until it will roll out like cookie 
dough, (my mother places a chunk 
of the dough, in a floured and 
greased pan, and presses it into a 
thin layer); this saves quite a bit of 
time as the receipe makes about 16 
or 20 thin layers; stack layers by 
putting, rich apple butter between 
the layers; keep wrapped in oiled 
paper for several days, to ripen. Ice 
with any favored white icing; in 
olden times they used the whites of 
eggs beaten stiff, flavored and 
sweetened. This cake really brings 
back memories of old time Thanks- 
givings and Christmases.

Trivets 


Just as reproduction of early 
American glass is causing confusion 
and consternation to giass dealers 
and collectors alike, reproduction of 
trivets is producing the same effect. 
I wonder whether other trivet col- 
lectors feel the same as I do. 

I have been collecting trivets for 
many years—through HOBBIES, on 
trips, and also from accredited deal- 
ers in my area. I have what I con- 
sider a sizeable and handsome col- 
lection. 

Now the reproduction field enters. 
Consider the wording of these ad- 
vertisements (clipped from a_ local 
newspaper). One advertisement leaves 
out the reproduction entirely, but ad- 
vertises “Heirlooms of tomorrow — 
authentic Pennsylvania Dutch trivets, 
etc., etc.” If it is true that they 
have acquired molds of early trivets, 
is it ethical to leave out the word 
“reproduction” in their advertise- 
ment? 

In the second advertisement from 
another state word “reproduction” is 
listed far down in the advertisement 
and few people read that far. 


Of course, these advertisements 
would not appeal to a genuine trivet 
collector, but there are many new 
collectors and dealers entering the 
field every day and not only are they a 
prey to these advertisements but al- 
so to shop keepers who pass these 
trivets off as originals. 

From my own experience, I shall 
list two cases. In one, I entered an 
antique shop and was assured that 
a trivet was an original until I 
pointed out to the dealer that the 
back of the trivet was numbered and 
that the casting was a new one. The 
dealer was unaware that it was a 
reproduction and that she _ had 
purchased it as “old.” 

In the second instance a dealer 
who saves trivets for me said that 
on one of her buying trips she 
purchased several brass _ trivets 
which she thought were inexpensive- 
ly priced. In discussing her pur- 
chases with another dealer she was 
informed that the dealer from whom 
she had made her purchases handled 
reproductions. She went back many 
miles out of her way. Her purchase 
price was returned but she was told, 
“T thought you knew these were re- 
productions.” 

There are apparently many who 
are buying these reproductions and a 
great many people are being de- 
ceived, though in many cases the de- 
ception may be inadvertent. 

For myself, I think I can dis- 
tinguish between an old casting and 
a new one. If I have any doubts I 
usually bring the trivet to a reliable 
dealer of Americana or one who un- 
derstands old iron castings.

But how many people can do this? 
Should not manufacturers of trivets 
have an identifying mark on their 
trivets? Anyone who sells these 
trivets should specify that they are 
not old. Further what constitutes an 
old trivet? Some of the reproduc- 
tions I have examined have been 
very good, some have had identifying 
numbers on the back, but there are 
a great many without identifications 
which wil] eventually find their way 
into many shops and sold as 
“authentically old.” How can we pre- 
vent this? 

I may also suggest that anyone 
who buys trivets should purchase 
them on a money-back-guarantee- 
basis. 

Let us hear from other trivet col- 
lectors and dealers. Perhaps a suit- 
able method ean be worked out to 
identify reproductions.

Staffordshire 


The article in October HOBBIES 
by Claire T. McClellan is very inter. 
esting. I do not believe informatior 
on Staffordshire is near complete 
although I have always considered 
any article with the white rose 
(Staffordshire Rose). I call it gen- 
uine English antique work. Fakes of 
old Staffordshire would fool no one. 
It would cost too much to reproduce. 
In this photo, which I snapped a 
year or so ago of some of my 
“finds”, you will notice the fine build 
up. A girl talking to her doll with 
boy ieaning on stile, looking on very 
much interested. Costume of girl is 
hand painted with tiny forget-me- 
nots. I would judge costumes to be 
about 1760. Her bonnet is frilled 
with light blue ribbon. Her dress is 
also light blue. It is her apron o1 
pinafore which has the tiny flowers. 
Her sandals are also blue. The doll 
also has bonnet and blue dress, blue 
sandals. The boy wears a lavender 
hat, lavender and white _ striped 
waist, lavender pants and pink san-

dals. The boy has brown eyes; girl 
blue eyes. Both have blonde hair, 
flushed cheeks, pink lips and blonde 
eye-brows. One of the green rose 
leaves is missing and two are chip- 
ped. (Remarkable so little dam- 
age and so old.) The rose is pure 
white delicate petals flecked with 
pink (like a Kelways’ Glorious 
Peony). The box and top are very 
heavy and is lattice work style. This 
is what I consider real Old Stafford- 
shire. 

The two old earthenware wine jugs 
with handles presumably came from 
Germany in 1809. We do know they 
were above a bar in Harrisburg in 
1859 as a decoration. The blue glaze 
decoration, I believe, is Phoenix bird 
of fire, on one on right. I do not 
know what one on left is intended 
to mean. Looks Pennsylvania Dutch 
to me. (I never had them examined 
by expert; neither did I the Stafford- 
shire box). The dog on left is Staf- 
fordshire, period 1850 or maybe 
earlier. The one on right is much 
more rare, Ironstone, circa 1800.

Dealer Has a Right to See 
“Broken” Glass 


The dealer is not the only one to 
blame when disputes arise. Regret- 
fully, collectors sometimes put them- 
selves in a bad light. 

In the instance at hand Dr. 
Clymer, of * Massachusetts, com- 
plained that he bought a piece of 
glass from a Wisconsin dealer for 
$25 which was so poorly packed that 
it was broken. We made good with 
Dr. Clymer at once. The dealer then 
made good with us, but requested 
that the glass be returned to him. 

Dr. Clymer ‘wrote that he couldn’t 
see what a dealer wanted with a 
broken glass. We reported that it 
was hardly for either he or ourselves 
to question the reasons but they 
were certainly within their rights in 
wanting to see what went wrong 
when they were old, experienced 
shippers and packers. 

Dr. Clymer refused to return the 
broken glass which caused us to 
suspicion the whole transaction. 

The dealers are still entitled to 
see this “broken” glass. That is their 
undisputed right.

We tolerate it, but think 
nothing of it among ourselves. Not 
all of us say, “Have you et”?

We have 79 reserved at Atlanta at 
this writing, Dec. 10, with a poten- 
tial of 100. We have offered a re- 
ward for the names of more than 
six for the other fellow and four of 
these are “not sure.” If he attempts 
to bring in that fake furniture that 
he inflicted on the people of Georgia 
last winter there is going to be an- 
other War between the States. 

The peopie of Atlanta and the 
buyers who will come in py we 
hundreds from the Southeast want 
to see our type of show with its 
great crowds and reasonable prices. 
Our dates are sensible. They are far 
enough from the holidays to allow 
buyers to recuperate and allow time 
for dealers to get straightened out 
and prepare to come. 

The radio and television programs 
that are scheduled will sweep the 
field. Nothing more startling has 
been presented on ether wave, ac- 


cording to the air experts. And 
newspaper advertising will be in- 
serted on a telling scale. We feel 


sorry for ignorant promotors.

New Indonesian Stamps 


The official change of the name 
“Netherlands East Indies” to “In- 
donesia” caused postal authorities in 
Batavia, in December, 1948, to order 
all old stamps be overprinted with 
the name “Indonesia.” 

Shortly after this change, a new 
permanent issue of low-value stamps 
appeared — a simple numeral-type 
series with value indicated in the 
Indonesian language.

The stamps of 80-sen and less 
measure 18 millimeters by 22.7 milli- 
meters; the higher values 21 milli- 
meters by 26.4 millimeters. All were 
designed by H. G. Smelt of Bandung 
and photo-engraved by the N. V. G. 
Kolff & Co. at Batavia. 


Universal Postal Union 
Commemoratives 

Also newly-issued is a two-value 
set commemorating the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the Universal Postal 
Union. 

These stamps are the 15 sen (red 
and 25 sen (blue) which depict a 
globe and the eastern hemisphere 
around which has been placed a rib- 
bon with the words “Union Postale 
Universelle”’. Below this globe there 
appears the seal of the city of Berne, 
Switzerland (seat of the Universal 
Postal Union) and the dates 1874 and 
1949. 

This series likewise was designed 
by Mr. H. G. Smelt of Bandung and 
photo-engraved by N. V. G. Kolff & 
Co. at Batavia. The stamps will be 
sold until June 30, 1950.

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A SKELETON COLLECTION

Do you have a skeleton in your 
closet? Every stamp collector does, 
whether he’s new to the study of 
philately or a ranking connoisseur 
who has left his pioneering days far 
behind him. That is to say that the 
beginning of every collection stems 
from a good, overall group of stamps, 
that serves first of all, to acquaint 
the hobbyist with the various phases 
such as types of printing, understand- 
ing philatelic terms, cancellations, 
foreign denominations, commemora- 
tive covers and First Day Issues, and 
subject matter, a field which in itself 
probably influences the student-collec- 
tors more than any other. This is the 
skeleton then that is the common 
denominator of most stamp collec- 
tions, great and small, and which 
every collector comes to know by 
heart. 


Elmer R. -Long, of Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania, with many years of 
standing in. the field as a dealer, has 
recently published a series of sixteen 
pages for just such a skeleton collec- 
tion as we have been discussing. He 
titles the practice’ of stamp collecting 
“The Universal Hobby of Kids and 
Kings,” and it is certainly true that 
philately has a following that year 
after year goes unrivalled in popu- 
larity and influence. Together, Mr. 
Long’s pages make an_ interesting 
Frame for a stamp show, and will fill 
the usual Exhibit Frame. The Light- 
ner Museum of Hobbies is fortunate 
in having a set of these pages, donated 
by Mr. Long, for its stamp corner, 
where it will be on display shortly 
for all to see. 


The first page yields the first post- 
age stamp ever to be issued. The de- 
sign is appropriate to the year, 1840, 
resembling a framed cameo of a wom- 
an’s head; the inventor being Sir 
Rowland Hill of England. A review 
of stamps issued for specific postal 
purposes such as special delivery, air- 
mail, parcel post, etc., then follows. 


The specialized fields or studies that 
general stamp collecting can lead to 
are almost unlimited, and this is one 
reason why stamps have always been 
considered educational helpmates. For 
example, the natural history field with 


‘its study of animals and birds; geo- 


graphy, of our own country as well as 
foreign terrain; architecture and en- 
gineering, found in the great build- 
ings of the world and the hundreds 
of inventions of the Machine Age; 
history, relating to the outstanding 
people of all ages—all these may be 
found in abundance in a single hobby. 


Another highlight of this group 
pertains to the underside of stamps. 
Most of us are familiar with only the 
“picture” side, but the philatelist finds 
significance in both sidés. ‘The type 
of paper used is often important and 
in some cases, may account to some 
degree for a stamp’s rarity. The 


markings, also, offer interest to the 
collector, as well.as the way in which 


the stamps are separated—some be- 
ing perforated (there are different 
size perforations which must also be 
noted), and the Early Issues, or “Im- 
perforates” which had to be cut apart 
with scissors. 

Artwork and design of stamps can 
be a study in itself. While most 
stamps seem to fall into the vertical 
oblong shapes, there are the “unusu- 
als” such as triangular, diamond and 
octagonal shapes to be had, too. 

As Mr. Long points out, collectors 
are always alert for “errors” in print- 
ing such as errors of color, or invert- 
ing part of a two color design, which 
may make a stamp valuable. A 
rather amusing example of this is 
found in the Columbus series. The 1c 
stamp “Columbus sights Land” shows 
Columbus to be clean shaven, but the 
2c stamp showing the “Landing of 
Columbus” suddenly depicts him with 
a full-grown beard. All this in 24 
hours! 

Completing Mr. Long’s pages is a 
group of covers commemorating events 
of importance; Thanksgiving Day, 
1933; the 85th Anniversary of Lin- 
coln’s Gettysburg Address, and the 
inaugural of a new airmail route 
from Boston on February 12, 1938, 
to mention a few. 

This display reflects a conscientious 
effort on Mr. Long’s part to brings to- 
gether a group of stamps truly rep- 
resentative of stamp collecting, and 
works to greater ends through bring- 
ing new blood into the philatelic fold 
—whether they be kids or kings.

Commemorative 


The U. P. P. commemoratives and 
the first days will of course blossom 
into a “special Album” and a special, 
in many cases segregated, collection. 
Just why these items should be separ- 
ated from the issues of any country 
is of course wholly the choice of the 
individual collector. But this separa- 
tion does accent the current method 
of cataloging now in use here. 

The separation will make more of 
the “not chronological listings.” It 
will add to the mental load of collec- 
tors, just as splitting Cuba and oth- 
ers into different sections and differ- 
ent volumes makes delay and often 
misunderstanding. 

The current volumes of Europe — 
Michel, Zumstein,: Thiaud, and others 
much improve the march of issues 
according to date 

Gibbons has for years inserted the 
Airs in the proper place. It is illog- 
ical to change chronological issue 
dates into Sectional parts. Just as 
illogical as “daylight saving time” as 
one correspondent puts it. 

The new—young or old in years— 
collector is not helped by this hop- 
scotch listing, even and though he is 
made a victim of the opportunity 
thus set up for new albums and new 
lists and new books to hold first days 
and all that. The collector does not 
benefit in any way by the method. 
and possibly | the idea is wholly set 
up to allow “new” sectional devices. 
The current crop of complaints seems 
to have come from study of foreign 
printed catalogues, and the tone is 
one of frustrated motion, bothersome 
search, and technical and _ illogical 
handling of historical facts for no 
seemingly good reason. Sarcasm is 
the overtone of all the kicks. 


When such disapproval is positive 
and universal, is there any good 
sense in continuing the method? Of 
course there is. It is commercial and 
profitable (in opportunity) and gives 
more and better (for the publisher) 
chances to multiply background cost 
for the public. 

Maybe the thing will cut its own 
throat, the egg laying goose» will 
succumb to excessive greed. The 
cure, which is in the hands of every 
collector is the loose leaf blank al- 
bum. That gives him’ time and scope 
for individual arrangement:.and true 
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historical (or chronological) assem- 
bly of his own stamps. 

To complete that, now comes sug- 
gestions from far spread points that 
agree in intent. Boiled down they 
say, “Let the album makers agree 
on page sizes, quadrilled svace on 
pages and selected standard paper. 
Other productions have set them- 
selves “standards” and to good pur- 
pose. A three ring size, an intermdi- 
ate size and a large page for sheet 
mounting, would cure the multiplici- 
ty of sheets offered, and the result 
would also cure a lot of collector 
troubles.” 


Maybe someone will get to that 
sensible method sometime. 


Keep Postal 
History Consecutive 


We should not agree with the 
rabid collectors who insist that the 
issues of Communistic countries 
should be boycotted, or not collected, 
or ignored. The real idea of a collec- 
tion of world scope, is to have every 
issued postage stamp represented. 
some countries it is. hard to get a 
copy that has seen service, been 
used for postage. In those areas it 
is logical to place a used and a mint 
copy, side by side. 


The boycotters hold up their hands 
in horror, “That will give the com- 
munistic stamp issuers a double 
market, and most add “best not col- 
lect any.” But without one copy (or 
two) the sequence of history—postal 
history, is broken and pretty useless 
as a method of study or anything 
else. Eventually they will want the 
issues now scorned. One does not 
have to subscribe to Communism to 
con:plete his knowledge of history— 
postal history. We could by -the re- 
fusal method, eliminate several sec- 
tions more of our collecting interest. 
Even some we have collected avidly 
for many years. 


Do these boycotters want to throw 
these other areas out along with the 
areas they dislike? Will it improve 
their collections? Will they eventu- 
ally add the now boycotted material 
because the methods, governments, 
rulers, are changed? 

That is unlikely. So unlikely that 
the kickers continued areas. that 
have been “against us” or against 
the world or world opinion. Areas 
where the mulers have ended their 
existence by tactics that were as 
radical as that of now open to view 
Communism. And many base their 
kick on what the “mouth-pieces of 
the tyrant (?)” say at the U. N.

But, 
forget the boycott. 


Color 
Again considerable comment on 
colors. There is a recent French is- 


sue (15 franc) that has an unusu- 
ally vibrant shade of red 


The comment is that it “glows”. 
Perhaps that is not so, but it is far 
and away better shade than any of 
our own “flat” shades. The reason 
for the flatness may be speed of 
printing—but if it is not, the “stove” 
drying devices. may be mainly re- 
sponsible for forcing a “flat” color. 
Speed and needful heat. A good ex- 
cuse, but not productive “even in the 
ordinaries” of eyefilling shades and 
fine erfect. Uur needs demand speed, 
because ot the vast numbers we re- 


. quire trom our Bureau. And the re- 


sult, for those who want color (and 
a flag in its native hues) is disap- 
pointment and disapproval. 

Both justified, if we compare to 
foreign issues. 

One old printer writes, “Seems as 
if the super knowledge of our 
chemists could produce inks~ that 
would dry (like ball point ink) and 
retain their color, and that would 
need less heat. The cost seems: to. be 
the crux of the matter. And, too, I 
feel the only spot in the whole busi- 
ness where the government reaily 
tries to save money (and does) is on 
ink-paper, and the delivery of “per- 
fect stamps”. 

That is a thought that has not 
come to our minds for long. Maybe 
they do save money on ink.and paper. 
Glad he thought of it. Surely no 
saving anywhere else. Thanks be the 
saving does not run to the one spot 
Where saving is overdone. 


Miscellaneous Thoughts 
Remarks made about the “10%” 
overprints on Belgium issues were 
not too hasty, nor complete. The 
Michel catalogue shows cuts of sev- 


eral, including the “1.35” and the 
10% in two colors and _ various 
forms, and adds a “Moins10%” in 
diagonal position — reading down. 


But there are others reading across 
not listed, and other 10% stamping 
types that are also not in their 
group. 

A letter says, “We have several 
here that are not shown in any cur- 
rent list of overprints and some that 
seem to be made for small towns to 
give maybe interim service. We feel 
you will find many more in your 
foreign mail.” That comes from a 
friend in Ghent. 

So, while there are some listed, 
there are others, and it may well 
pay you to save all till the final list- 
ings appear, if they ever do. 

The Belgian and German language 
catalogues will eventually have most 
if not all. We have fears English 
catalogues will not be so complete.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Seripture says “the hairs of our 
head are numbered.” A bald head 
remarked “allowance should be made 
me for lightening the work of the 
book-keeper ‘up there’ ”, 

Numismatics says “the coins of our 
country are numbered.” It too has 
its bald-heads, the 1804 dollar for 
instance. Our coins are all dated; no 
surmises about their age. Statistics 
kept as to number coined; no guess 
work. Allowing for the few excep- 
tions it is possible to estimate the 
approximate number of coins now in 
existence of the various issues. 

Coins of like denomination are 
subject to the same wear and tear 
and disappear in about the same 
ratio. The thought arises, is the 
certainty of our own coins prefer- 
able to the uncertainty of the ancient 
coins? Which furnishes the most 
zest to the hobby? With the known 
number of coins minted and the ap- 
proximate number of coins out of 
commission it stabilizes to a great 
extent the premium value of the 
coins. One is not likely to have the 
price of his rarity upset by a find 
of an unusual number of coins of the 
same date. The ancient coins were 
not dated and not numbered; ancient 
coins are being unearthed continu- 
ally; a rarity today may become a 
plentiful tomorrow. We know for 
certain that a rare American coin 
of today will be mmch rarer a 
hundred years hence while it is an 
uncertainty what one day might do 
to one of the ancient rarities. An 
American “bald-head” is genuine 
while an ancient one might be mere- 
ly a camouflage.

“Whether the pitcher strike the 
stone or the stone the pitcher, woe 
to the pitcher.” Whether the coin 
rubs against friction or friction 
against the coin, woe to the coin. 
And remember a frictioned coin, like 
a broken pitcher, cannot be restored.

“Things in motion sooner catch 
the eye than what not stirs.” — 
Shakespeare. 

If you wish to be recognized as a 
coin collector, keep moving, show 
your wares. If you wish your coin 


club to occupy a place on the map, 
keep moving, keep a doing. Don’t re- 
view the parade, get in it. Coin clubs 
are not card parties, you do not 
necessarily have to follow suit; you 
do not have to imitate the other 
clubs, or follow precedents set by 
them. If you believe you can im- 
prove on precedented procedure, cor- 
rect apparent mistaken practices, 
take the bit in the mouth and drive 
ahead. Keep moving. The world is 
in action, keep step with the world. 
Numismatics is forging ahead at a 
rapid pace, give it the reins, and if 
necessary, the spur.

An exchange says “Most of the 
rugged individualists now are just 
ragged individuals.” 

The old time rugged individualist 
coins of our fore-fathers are by no 
means now ragged individuals. The 
styles in dress have changed won- 
derfully in the last century, the 
coins of today are all spruced up in 
silks and satins, but no one is going 
to speak of a home-spun clad dollar 
of our grand-daddies as a ragged in- 
dividual. Those old odd looking coins 
are not clad in ragged clothes but in 
honored uniforms of fighing soldiers.

“Last scene of all, second childish- 
ness, sans teeth, sans taste, sans 
everything”. Just about time man 
gets to going good he slips back into 
childishness. Not so with coins. The 
older a coin. becomes the more useful 
it is. Paradoxically, the more a coin 
ages the younger it grows. Ancient 
countries succumbed to the level of 
nations, their people disappeared, but 
their history still lives through their 
indestructible coins. These coins 
might well bear a message from the 
ancient people to us, “lest you for- 
get’, and we should now take every 
precaution to preserve these monied 
monuments of the past, “lest we for- 
get”.

During working hours take your 
task seriously, but relax during 
leisure hours. Don’t do home work; 
leave your business at the office or 
on the bench. Your leisure time is 
for relaxation to make you fitter for 
your busy hours. The best induce- 





ment to accustom yourself to drop 
your tools at the whistle is to get a 
hobby. Cavort with your coin col- 
lection; take them to visit your neigh- 
bors; introduce them to your visitors. 
Coins are the most congenial of our 
hobby friends; they have gone 
through experiences that would be 
unbelievable if told in fiction form, 
yet have never lost their smile or 
congeniality. Spend your leisure 
terpsichoring, not drudgingly. As 
Tagore said: “Let your life dance on 
the edges of Time like dew on the 
tip of a leaf.” ; 

An old riddle is “What’s the dif- 
ference between the North and 
South pole?” “All the difference in 
the world.” What is the difference 
between having ready cash and being 
dead broke? All the money in the 
world.

Ten thousand Angelos could not 
creditably reproduce the grandeur, 
the splendor of the natural beauty 
of the frost dyed leaves of a thickly 
wooded hillside resplendent in a 
lowering sun; ten thousand Wagners 
could not reproduce the rhythm of 
the humming drone of insects or the 
babbling refrain of a mountain 
stream. And all the present day de- 
signers of coins cannot reproduce 
the transcendant atmosphere of the 
old warriors of the coinage world, 
the atmosphere so much appreciated 
and enjoyed by those with a numis- 
matic sense.

The very rare coins of course are 
enviable; everyone wants one, but 
they are not the coins*that make up 
coin collecting as a whole, they are 
not the coins politic, nor the coins 
prolific.

Fortun- 
ately most of the old coins were pro- 
lific progenitors and left a large 
posterity of grandchildren. When 
we think of some of the first coins 
it reminds us of what Claude Callan 
said of Aunt Emma. “Aunt Emma 
is terribly lonesome. Her children 
all married into the very best fam- 
ilies, so she has no grand-children.”

It may be true that “bad pennies 
always turn up” but it does not fol-. 
low that all pennies that turn up are 
bad. A 1798 penny was hoed up in 
an Ohio garden. “Interest works 
while you sleep”. The premium 
value on this penny easily repre- 
sents 100% annual interest on the 
capital during its “sleep”, even 
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though it started its nap the year 
of its birth.

A jest often contains a lot of truth, 
‘wisdom and good advice, and often 
caters nourishing food for mental 
digestion. Asked what he was going 
to do with his large coin collection a 
collector jestingly replied:— “I am 
going to lay it aside as a nest egg 
with the firm assurance that in 
years to come it will hatch out a 
goose that lays — eggs.”

Don’t sell your coin collection 
short. In years to come your present 
silver collection will be worth its 
weight in gold. Coin values did not 
go down on account of the seven 
long lean years.

“One never goes so far as when 
one don’t know whither one is go- 
ing.” And so it is with the coin col- 
lector. Instead of “don’t know 
where I’m going but I am on my 
way” be “on my way and I know 
where I am going.” Go slowly and 
safely for “Who goes softly goes 
safely, and he that goes sateiy goes 
far,” or, as the Germans prieily put 
it “who will go far must go slow.” 
After you have passed the kinder- 
garten stage, map out a plan, lay out 
a course, and*then follow it. Collect 
systematically. Aim for a goal. Go 
slow but go sure. Collecting hap- 
hazardly in a spirit of “everything 
goes” makes you a long trip but gets 
you nowhere. It is like operating 
a tread-mill, you take lots of steps 
but it is a stand-still walk. A small 
collection of good selection gets you 
farther than several kits full of mis- 
fits. Route your trip, select a straight 
path and travel slow; don’t ride a 
merry-go-round.

We speak of our small change as 
“chicken-feed” — India’s smallest 
coin, gold, size of a pin head, must

From the ground up—a coin. From 
the bowels of the earth to a place in 
the sun.

S. mint makes it smooth and 
round. All shiny and smart it enters 
the mart and does its master’s will;

There is no royal road to wealth 
except to those born with a silver 
spoon in their mouth; no royal road 
to fame except to those born in the 
purple. Born without spoon or pur- 
ple, to gain fame or fortune, one 
must be born with “what-it-takes”. 
What you make of yourself depends 
en what you have in yourself; suc- 
cess comes from within, not from 
without. Mr. Success modestly and 
generously credits “I owe all that I 
am to So-and-so,” but this is to avoid 
self-praisement. Others can help by 
pointing the way, but it is you, if 


you have what-it-takes, that per- 
forms. 
Many coin collectors, although 


financially equipped, never succeed 
in assembling a _ show set, while 
others less fortunate build up to per- 
fection; spoon versus what-it-takes. 
Old timers spot merit at a glance 
and cheerfully point the way to 
want-to-learns, but just as studiously 
steer clear of the we-know-it-alls. 
He is not responsible, only contribu- 
tory, to his protege’s success, for his 
assistance would go for naught was 
it not for the protege having what- 
it-takes. 

The rough, self-traveled road to 
wealth or fame, or to any worth 
while achievement, is much better 
than the inherited royal road of 
spoons and purples. One achieve- 
ment, acquired by these alone. is 
worth a dozen that be called thy 


own.

Gold coins are very popuiar 
amongst collectors; gold coins on ex- 
hibit attract much attention. Not be- 
cause they are of special interest in 
themselves but just because they 
are gold. It is gold that puts the 
“precious” in precious-metals. The 
K. C. Star says:— “How gold ac- 
quired its universal esteem no one 
knows; it has been suggested that 
the ancient Egyptians, comparing 
gold to the sun, believed the metal 
to be a giver of life like the sun it 
resembled.”

With his mechanized conveniences 
the modernite may well boast against 
the “horse and chariot days” of what 
he terms the “backward ages”. The 
upholstered sedan rides a_ little 
smoother than the springless char- 
iot; the incandescent is easier on the 
eyes than the suet dip; the glassed- 
in sun porch is more flyless than 
the open portico; but when it 
comes down to philosophical wisdom 
we go a borrowing from the sagey 
old boys of long ago. Many of our 
long treatises are but enlarged 
plagiarisms, unintentional of course, 
of a proverb of condensed wisdom of 
one of the old wise-acres. Columns 
have been written and volumes printed 
on “leisure time”, but wise old 
Cicero summed it all up in a nutshell 
when he said “That he was never 
less at leisure than when at leisure; 
nor that he was never less alone than 
when alone.” 

Leisure is not idleness, but a di- 
version from work; no one is alone 
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when he has his thoughts for com- 
pany. Ask any Mrs. Numismatist how 
Mr. Numismatist spends his leisure 
time and the answer is always the 
same, “he occupies his leisure hours 
with his coins and keeps company 
with his thoughts pondering over 
them.” One doesn’t idle his leisure, 
he occupies it; one doesn’t solo alone, 
he duets with his thoughts. Old 
Cicero was a hobbyist,—and wise in 
his day, a numismatist,—otherwise 
how could he have been so wised up 
on leisure and aloneness.

“Money in his sock” was not al- 
ways a figure of speech, but liter- 
ally true and an everday expression. 
In colonial days the thrifty Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch wives darned (literally, 
not semi-profanely) their bread- 
winners’ socks, and when past the 
darning age she lopped off the feet, 
sewed up the wounds, and used the 
socks for purses. In atticing for 
heirlooms keep a weather eye out for 
footless socks, they might harbor a 
Ttortune in rarities. 

A friend of mine recently lost his 
father. The young man finding a 
“sock” collection amongst the relics 
brought the coins to me for apprais- 
al and advice. In the sock were 
twenty one dollar gold pieces of the 
various mints, uncirculated, all bear- 
ing his father’s birth-year, 1850. It 
is uncertain whether the collection 
‘was a baby birth-year remembrance, 
or whether it was assembled after- 
wards. The boy was advised not to 
sell the coins and pursuaded to keep 
them as a memento of his father. 
Silk hosiery may be just the thing 
for style, but its the “darned” oid 
“socks” that are worth the while.

Don’t lose patience. If you are so 
situated you have small opportunity 
to increase your coin collection, just 
keep plugging along. Your collection 
may grow slowly but each augmen- 
tation is all the more appreciated; 
makes you a closer pal to your coins. 
“Patience is the key to joy—every 
blade of grass gets its drop of dew.”

To a lover of infancy a baby is a 
baby, and he will affectionately 


fondle one, be it princess or pauper;

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MONEY OF YESTERYEAR 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


Half a century ago, collectors 
were not as particular about the con- 
dition of a coin as they are today. 
Securing a series of dates and mint 
marks was the all important aim. 
While condition was something to 
be thought about, it was the date 
and variety that were acquired first. 
If duplicates were found then the 
best specimen would take its place 
in the collection. A choice condition 
coin was not as important as it is 
today, but the acquiring of the date 
of the variety was. This meant that 
rarities in inferior condition brought 
more in relation to the same rarity 
in choice condition. 

The collector of today seems to 
prefer to have his collection incom- 
plete, rather than have a poor speci- 
men in it. This tends to reduce the 
value of the poor coins to such an 
extent that the range.of prices be- 
tween the perfect specimen and the 
poor specimen is far too great. 

One example of this is the San 
Francisco Mint half dollar. This coin 
in uncirculated condition might bring 
$125 but with a slight amount of 
wear so that it was in fine condition 
it would bring around $15. This 
really is too big a gap in price for a 
slight amount of wear. The same 
goes for the 1903 mint siver dollar. 
This catalogued at $100 but I doubt 
if it would bring more than a few 
dollars over face in any condition 
less than uncirculated. 

It is very possible that a great 
deal of this is due to the fact that 
many catalogues do not list coins 
of certain dates in anything less 
than uncirculated condition. It just 
seems that if a catalogue can list a 
coin wuncirculated at $100 tnere 
should be a listing of at least “ex- 
tremely fine” or “very fine.” 

There are many coins of the rarer 
variety which I believe warrant list- 
ing in used condition more than 
some of the earlier coins which are 
listed down to good condition. In 
these cases we find used coins cata- 
loguing much nearer the _ uncircu- 
lated value but in reality being so 
common they do not bring anywhere 
near the catalogue value. 

It is my opinion that the American 
Coin Collector has a tendency to 
concentrate too much on collecting 
coins of the United States. Without 
doubt the United States series is an 
extremely interesting one, but signt 
should not be lost of the thousands 
of historic and interesting pieces 
struck throughout the whole world. 

Interest in the crowns of the 18th 
and 19th century has begun but 
think of the wealth of pleasure that 
can be had by collecting ancient and 
medieval coins. 

The Europeans collect these pieces 
to a much greater extent than we 
do. Perhaps it is because they are 
nearer the source. 


Sometime ago I had reason to in- 


quire about some varieties of 
Medieval Tournois, a coin made 


mostly of silver about the size of a 


quarter only much thinner. It was 
surprising to me that so few people 
knew anything about them. In fact 
I do not believe there are many col- 
lectors or dealers in this country 
who could be considered experts on 
these pieces. 


Medieval pieces are a direct in- 
fluence on our present day American 
coinage both from an historic stand- 
point as well as a monetary one. So, 
I believe it really is a mistake to 
neglect this era of coinage. 

The early pieces indicate the 
transiticn of coinage from the Anci- 
ent world to the Dark Ages. Many 
of the evils of the last Roman coin- 
ages were carried forward. The de- 
basing of coins and silver plating of 
base metal was practiced for many 
generations. 


Early coinage offers a great many 
varieties. Practically every small 
principality struck coins for their 
own special use. They can almost 
tell their own history. 

However, it would take more than 
a life time to go into all phases of 
numismatics and each one of us has 
to find his own interest but I still 
feel that there are so many worthy 
of consideration.

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old style saddle blanket bills was 
placed on the market for restricted 
sale and was handled by most all 
dealers and coin clubs throughout the 
country, most all old style bills were 
available in this collection and in 
quantity. The consistent offering of 
these created a very lively interest. 
This interest spread into the more 
common types of notes such as bills 
of the Confederate States, Southern 
States, Broken Bank and Revolution- 
ary, plus the many private notes is- 
sued prior to the Civil War. 

This increased interest has caused 
the value of these interesting notes 
to increase, but the ample supply still 
enables one to acquire many hundreds 
of varieties at very reasonable prices, 
ever, in some cases, in uncut sheets. 

The Civil War marked a great turn- 
ing point in our paper money history, 
all paper money issued since then is 
still good and all is redeemable. The 
currency issued prior to this time has 
all been demonetized and none of it 
is of any redemption value. For 
many years these were looked down 
upon as just so much wall paper, but 
now, the collectors are beginning to 
search for them, endeavoring to ac- 
quire some of the more rare varieties. 
As to rarity, I believe there are still 
many varieties that are not realized 
to be as scarce as they really are. 

A collection of these notes is of 
great interest to all; their many va- 
rieties design make them so. They 
show more vividly the times when 
they were printed. Styles of clothing, 
old trains, ships, ways of farming. 
In a display of coins and paper money, 
I have always noticed that paper 
money attracts real attention.

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NOTES ON FOREIGN COINS 
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By MARGARET M. BLUM 


England — Those of us who are 
interested in the coins of England 
have noticed that these coins invari- 
ably bear as part of their legends 
the Latin words ‘Dei Gratia’ (by the 
grace of God), either spelled out or 
abbreviated. These words are first 
found, numismatically speaking, in 
the ninth century A. D., inscribed in 
badly formed Greek letters on the 
coins of Emperor Basil I of Rome. 
They were introduced as part of the 
inscription on English coins during 
the reign of King Edward I (1272- 
1307), since which time they have 
become traditional. That England 
takes this tradition seriously ‘was 
proven in the twelfth year of Queen 
Victoria’s reign, when a handsome 
two-shilling piece, or florin, was is- 
sued on which this pious phrase, 
either by mistake or through an er- 
ror in judgment was omitted. (It be- 
came known as the “Godless” florin.) 
The piece proved so unpopular that 
it soon ceased to circulate, and was 
replaced by a more ornate Gothic 
type coin on which ‘Dei Gratia’ was 
restored to its rightful place.

One of the greatest stumbling 
blocks in the path of students of 
old foreign coins is caused by the 
habit of many rulers of placing all 
of their titles, religious phrases, etc., 
on their coins.

quently consisting of just one letter, 
came to be used. These abbreviations 
make of many coins fascinating and 
sometimes insoluble puzzles. The 
ancient Romans were much given to 
this practice, but in comparatively 
recent times we find an outstanding 
example. On the reverse of a six- 
pence of King George II (in the 
writer’s collection) is the inscription: 
M. B. F. ET H, REX F. D. B. ET L. 
D. S. R. I. A. T. ET E., which is the 
abbreviated form of the following 
august title; Magne Britanniae Fran- 
ciae ET Hibernia REX Fidei De- 
fensor Brunsvigensis ET Lunen- 
bergensis Dux Sacri Romani Imperii 
Archi Thesaurius ET Elector, or: 
King of Great Britain, France and 
Ireland, Defender of the Faith, Duke 
of Brunswick and Lunenburg, and 
Arch-treasurer and Elector of the 
Holy Roman Empire.

The frequent use, in recent 
months, of the word “sterling” in 


reference to the pound sterling, the 
“sterling area,” etc., may have caus- 
ed some to wonder just where the 
word originated and why it is so 
inseparable from the English pound. 
Although Webster says that the 
word is probably derived from an 
Anglo Saxon word meaning “star”, 
most numismatic authorities believe 
that “sterling” is a shortened form 
of “Easterling”, which was a name 
given to those whose job it was to 
examine the mint and regulate the 
coinage of England annually at 
Easter time. 
000 


The problem of the prevention of 
counterfeiting and other means of 
tampering with legal currency is as 
old as money itself. The rulers of 
the more lawless days were con- 
stantly faced with the necessity of 
trying to prevent, not only forgery, 
but the clipping of the edges of 
coins. King Henry I of England 
(1100-1185), who believed in extreme 
remedies in cases of this nature, 
caused the removal of the right hand 
of anyone caught clipping coins or 
indulging in other such fraudulent 
practices. There is reason to believe 
that in some cases he even caused 
the sight of such ‘offenders to be 
taken. With the invention of the 
mill and screw method of minting 
coins, in the time of Queen Eliza- 
beth, the practice of clipping re- 
ceived a setback, although determined 
offenders soon became skilled in fil- 
ing off the edges of coins and then 
replacing the tiny vertical lines. 
Oliver Cromwell had a legend deeply 
indented on the edges of his coins, 
but it was King George II who was 
most successful in keeping the coins, 
of his issues intact. He caused a 
serpentine line, very hard to imitate, 
to be indented all around the edges 
of the. coins struck during his reign.

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EARLY IMPRINTS 
of The Declaration of Independence 
By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


It was weeks after the Fourth of 
July 1776, when George III, King of 
Great Britain and Ireland, was sit- 
ting to Benjamin West, the Pennsyl- 
vania-born court painter, to have his 
portrait painted. The situation was 
pleasant enough, when suddenly the 
sitting was interrupted by the arrival 
of the dispatch from America, an- 
nouncing the declaration of independ- 
ence of the American colonies. Mr. 
West, who related the incidence in 
1811 to Samuel F. B. Morse, added 
that the king’s immediate reaction 
was rather conciliatory. “Well,” he 
said, “if they can be happier under 
the government they have chosen than 
under mine, I shall be happy.” The 
war, however, was already in prog- 
ress, and the tide of events took its 
sanguinary course. Morse had come 
to London as an art student and it 
was years later that he revolutionized 
the dispatching of news by the inven- 
tion of the telegraph which did away 
with those ominous lulls between 
events and their disclosure at distant 
places. 

“The momentous Fourth of July 1776 
which fell on a Thursday was on and 
the Declaration of Independence was 
formulated and adopted. The next 
problem was to make it public and 
inform the people that henceforth they 
were no longer subject to the king 
of Great Britain. In the night of 
July 4th to the 5th, John Dunlap, the 
publisher of the Pennsylvania Packet 
was busy setting in type and printing 
a broadside with the Declaration of 
Independence. This was the first of- 
ficial imprint and a copy of it is 
wavered into the manuscript copy of 
the Journals of Congress. John Henry 
Miller, the publisher of the Phila- 
delphia Staatsbote, had the distinction 
to have been the first to print the 
full text of the Declaration in a news- 
paper. It appeared on Friday, July 
5th 1776. On the 5th and 6th of 
July, John Hancock, the president of 
Congress, was writing letters and 
sending with them copies of the Dun- 
lap imprint to the governors of the 
thirteen States and the various en- 
campments of the Continental Army. 
No doubt, a copy was then and there 
also dispatched to the government of 
Great Britain. The States, thus in- 
formed, printed their own official 
copies of the Declaration, to circulate 
them within their confines. Such an 
official imprint of Massachusetts has 


at the bottom of the sheet a council 
order affixed, dated July 17th, requir- 
ing the ministers of each parish to 
read the Declaration on the first Sun- 
day after they received it. All these 
1776 imprints are rare and none has 
a list of the Signers attached. 

The next step was to prepare for 
an official copy of the Declaration of 
Independence to which all the repre- 
sentatives of the United States were to 
affix their signatures. This was de- 
cided upon at the meeting of Congress 
on July 19, when it was ordered that 
the Declaration be engrossed on parch- 
ment. On August 2nd, the document, 
a sheet of parchment measuring 29% 
by 24 7/16 inches, was ready and John 
Hancock signed it and those members 
of Congress who were present at that 
time. At least 15 of the signers were 
absent and these signed one by one 
in the ensuing months, Thomas Thorn- 
ton, the last one, in November 1776. 
Some assert that Thomas McKean did 
not ‘sign until 1781, five years after- 
wards, but this is not proven. 

Curious to say, it was not until 
about forty years after 1776, that at- 
tempts were made to reproduce the 
original Declaration with all the 
signatures in facsimile; but then fol- 
lowed several within a few years. 

The most important, and as far as 
is known, the first, was made by Ben- 
jamin Owen Tyler, who called himself, 
Professor of Penmanship. It is not 
a true facsimile as far as the text 
of the Declaration is concerned. Here 
the professor did his best to show off 
his penmanship, emphasizing certain 
words by bolder script and in various 
styles of typography. The signatures, 
however, and their relative positions 
on the sheet, are an exact copy of the 
original. 

The Tyler copy starts out as follows: 


IN CONGRESS, July 4th, 1776, 
The Unanimous Declaration of the 
thirteen United States of AMERICA. 
When in the course of human events, 
etc., etc. Then follow the facsimile 
signatures. In the upper part of the 
sheet, flanking the title on the right 
and left is in thin script the follow- 
ing dedication: “To Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Patron of the Arts, the firm sup- 
porter of American Independence and 
the Rights of Man, The Charter of 
our Freedom, is with the highest 
esteem, most Respectfully Inscribed 
by his much obliged and very Humble 
Servant Benjamin Owen Tyler.”

In the lower left hand corner is 
a facsimile letter of Richard Rush, 
Acting Secretary of State, dated Sep- 
tember 10, 1817, testifying to the 
accuracy of this facsimile copy. 

At the bottom of the sheet, is the 
following information, all in one line: 

“Copied from the original Declara- 
tion of Independence in the Depart- 
ment of State & Published by Ben- 
jamin Owen Tyler, Prof. of Penman- 
ship, City of Washington 1818. The 
publisher designed and executed the 
ornamental writing, and has been par- 
ticular to copy the Facsimilies of the 
signatures exact and has also ob- 
served the same punctuation, and 
copied every Capital as in the original. 
—. by Peter Maverick, Newark, 


Size of plate mark, 29% by 23% 
inches; size of the imperial folio sheet 
(which has the picture of an eagle 
as watermark) 32 by 26% inches. 

The letter of Richard Rush is as 
follows: “Dept. of State, September 
10, 1817. The foregoing copy of the 
declaration of Independence, has been 
collated with the original instrument 
and found correct. [I have, myself, 
examined the signatures to each. 
Those executed by Mr. Tyler are cur- 
iously exact imitations: so much so 
that it would be difficult if not im- 
possible for the closest scrutiny to 
distinguish them, were it not for the 
hand of time, from the originals. 
(Seal of Department of State). 
Richard Rush, Acting Secretary of 
State.” 

The testimonial letter of Richard 
Rush has much meaning, as his fa- 
ther, Dr. Benjamin Rush, was one of 
the Signers. Richard Rush, lawyer, 
Attorney General of Pennsylvania 
and the United States, Minister to 
Great Britain, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and author, was born in Phila- 
delphia, August 29, 1780, and died at 
his country seat, Sydenham, on July 
80, 1859. In 1817, after filling the 
office of Secretary of State temporar- 
ily, Mr. Rush was sent as U. S. Mjnis- 
ter to England where he succeeded 
John Quincy Adams. In 1836, Presi- 
dent Jackson sent him to England to 
obtain a legacy bequeated to the 
United States by James Smithson. 
He was succesful and returned with

Pds. 120,000 which was vested in the 
Smithsonian Institution, of: which 
Richard Rush was appointed a regent. 

Benjamin O. Tyler’s reproduction 
appeared in April 1818, much to the 
chagrin of a rival, John Binns, who 
had been working on the same subject 
since 1816, but whose copy did not 
get published until November 1819. 
A heated controversy arose in regard 
to priority rights, in the course of 
which Tyler published a pamphlet 
which gives information about the 
paper he used. It was made by T. 
Gilpin & Co., who had their mill on 
the Brandywine in the state of Dela- 
ware. Tyler said the paper was 
worth $200 a ream and is superior 
to any paper ever made in this or 
any other country. A copy of the 
folio sold for $5. 

Tyler was no novice in that kind 
of work. He was professor of Pen- 
manship in New York, where he pub- 
lished in 1815 a folio memorial sheet, 
containing verses and engraved in 
script, entitled “Eulogium, sacred to 
the memory of the Illustrious George 
Washington, Columbia’s Great and 
successful son, Honored be his name.” 
It was adorned with the bust of Wash- 
ington in uniform, head to the right, 
(after Gilbert Stuart), engraved by 
Peter Maverick, Newark, N. J. 

Tyler was happy in selecting Peter 
Maverick to do the engraving of his 
work. He was hailed as one of the 
best engravers of his time. The 
American Antiquarian Society has a 
copy of the B. O. Tyler, 1818, fac- 
simile, printed on parchment. 

The next imprint of the Declara- 
tion was one engraved and published 
by William Woodruff of Philadelphia, 
bearing the date of February 20, 1819. 
W. S. Baker in his The Engraved 
Portraits of Washington (Philadel-

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phia 1880) describes it as follows: 
No. 353. WASHINGTON. Bust, head 
to left (after Gilbert Stuart). Cir- 
cular medallion, heading to an im- 
perial folio sheet, containing “The 
Declaration of Independence,” sur- 
rounded by fifteen smaller medallions, 
two of which contain Busts of Adams 
and Jefferson, the others, coat of 
arms of the thirteen original States. 
Line. 

The Historical Society of Mont- 
gomery County, Norristown, Pa., has 
a unique lithograph of the Declara- 
tion of Independence with the Signa- 
tures, surrounded by a wreath with 
medallions of Washington, Jefferson 
and Adams, and the coat of arms of 
the thirteen original States, sur- 
mounted by an Eagle with arrows and 
olive branch in its talons. The sheet 
measures 28144 by 21% inches, and at 
the bottom has the inscription: “To 
the People of the United States this 
Engraving of the Declaration of In- 
dependence is most respectfully in- 
scribed by their fellow citizen Wm. 
Woodruff.” To the left on the bottom 
in smaller script it says: “Lith Decom- 
berousse 4 Lyon.” 

The Wm. Woodruff, dedicating it 
to his fellow citizens is, no doubt, the 
engraver of Philadelphia, whose im- 
print of February 1819 we have just 
described. The general arrangement 
of both these, the engraving and the 
lithograph appear to be the same. 
The latter was produced at Lyon in 
Southern France. The Library of 
Congress kindly informed us _ that 
there was an engraver working at 
Lyon around 1816-1827, by the name, 
Josephine Decomberousse, whose work 
was principally in regard to local 
material. Otherwise they had no rec- 
ord of this lithographic imprint and 
requested a photostat for their col- 
lection. The unsolved question is 
whether this Lyon imprint was made 
before or after 1819. The making of 
real lithographs in America did not 
get under way until 1822 when 
Charles Alexander Le Sueur produced 
two fishes, pictured in the Journal of 
the Academy of Natural Sciences, for 
May 1822. It would seem that Wood- 
ruff had his lithographic copy made 
in France before 1819, at a time when 
nobody in America could have pro- 
duced a lithograph. 

In November 1819, John Binns, the 
editor of the Democratic Press of 
Philadelphia came out with his en- 
graved copy of the Declaration. The 
general arrangement was similar to 
the work of Wm. Woodruff, with por- 
traits of the presidents of the United 
States, and Binns’ protest about prior- 
ity seems rather directed to him than 
to the Tyler imprint which had no 
such embellishments with portraits. 
Binns’ copies were printed on paper 
specially made by Thomas Amies 
(Lower Merion, Montgomery County, 
Pa.) at $125 a ream, and a copy of the 
Declaration sold for ten dollars. 

Ending up our account of early im- 
prints of the Declaration we have a 
sad story to relate. Not much pub- 
licity has been given to it as it throws 
blame upon John Quincy Adams, who 
as Secretary of State delivered the 
precious original copy of the Declara- 
tion of Independence into incompetent 
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hands to have a true lithographic fac- 
simile made from it. President Mon- 
roe in 1823 desired to give these copies 
to the signers and their heirs. The 
copies were a success, but in the 
process of preparing the lithographic 
stone the original, the birth certificate 
of our Nation, was all but ruined. 
As a shortcut the lithographer moist- 
ened the original parchment and 
pressed it on the face of the stone, 
which drew out the ink, so that the 
signatures have become illegible and 
almost invisible, and the text parti- 
ally so. 

Today this immortal document has 
the best of care. Since 1921 it is in 
the custody of the Library of Con- 
gress and reposes in a marble shrine, 
protected by two sheets of heavy plate 
glass. Between them is a thin film, 
a protective filter, to keep out any 
deleterious light rays. 

Considering the precarious state of 
the original Declaration, early im- 
prints gain in importance and should 
be sought for by collectors. We have 
described only a few, but Mr. C. S. 
Brigham, Director of American An- 
tiquarian Society informed us that 
there must be well over a score of 
facsimiles of the Declaration, and 
that they have most of them; they are 
in copperplate, lithograph, woodcut 
and photographic facsimile.

stock, relying on the Checklist of 
Fantastic Literature, for first editions 
of fantasy and science-fiction, as 
these are the “juicy plums” of the 
trade and bring the best prices. He 
lists as particularly scarce items and 
their current selling prices the fol- 
lowing: John Collier’s “Touch of 
Nutmeg” and “Presenting Moon- 
shine”, $10 each; Thorne Smith’s 
“Lazy Bear Lane” (juvenile by the 
famous author of “Topper,” “Night 
Life of the Gods” and others), $15; 
John Taine’s “The Time Stream,” 
$10; A. A. van Vogt’s “The Weapon 
Makers”, $35, and “Slan”, $7.50; 
George Allan England’s “Darkness 
and Dawn”, $15. He urges dealers 
to look for Edgar Rice Burroughs’ 
first editions on the Tarzan series, 
as these have long held top prices in 
the fantasy market, being forerun- 
ners of the modern movement. It is 
interesting to compare his prices for 
several of the toughest fantasy items 
with the list published last month; 
for example, he offers Lovecraft’s 
“Shadow Over Innsmouth”’ — the 
Visionary Press 1936 publication — 
for $40, though this has reached as 
much as $100; Clark Ashton Smith’s 
“Out of Space and Time” he offers 
for $22.50. 


Another very profitable source 
which he recommends to antique 
dealers as well worth  search- 


ing for in their own stock of old 
magazines is that of Argosy Maga- 
zine, especially the period from 1928 
through 1935. Abraham Merritt’s 
classic, “The Snake Mother,” which 
was its first appearance in print and 
a seguel to the well-known “Face in 
the Abyss,” is tc be tfouna in the 
1930 copies, and several other Mer- 
ritt masterpieces were originally 
published in that magazine—as well 
as historical novels never published 
in book form by such a famous and 
popular writer as Van Wyck Mason, 
creator of the ‘well-known Major 
Hugh North series. 

As regards Merritt, Mr. Bowring 
mentions the interesting fact that 
this author’s “Ship of Ishtar,” which 
Merritt considered one of his best 
works, was never published to his 
satisfaction during his lifetime, as he 
disliked it as it appeared in maga- 
zine form and, when it was pub- 
lished as a book, lacked eight chap- 
ters. Now, through the cooperation 
of Merritt’s widow, the Borden Pub- 
lishing Company of Los Angeles has 
just issued it in a beautiful illus- 
trated edition by Virgil Finley, a 
book certain to go out of print al- 
most immediately and bring high 
prices in the collectors’ field. As a 
final indication of the resurgent 
popularity of Merritt, it may be 
mentioned that Popular Publications 
of New York City has just put out 
the first issue of A. Merritt’s Fan- 
tasy Magazine, plans to publish all 
the writer’s novels and short stories.

HOPI KACHINA DOLLS, by Harold S. 
Colton, published by the University of 
New Mexico Press, color photography 
by Jack Breed, 144 pages, illustrated. 
Price $7.50. 


The field of 
doll collecting 
has never 
been very neg- 
lected from 
the standpoint 
of reference 
books, but this 
is one of the 
most unusual 
and we might 
say the most 
complete in 
the field of 
Indian dolls. 
Collectors 
have _ treas- 
ured kachinas 
for years, but 
the data col- 
lected in re- 
gard to them 
has been prac- 
tically neg- 
ligiblee Mr. 
Colton has 
done an enor- 
mous amount 
of research to 
compile this 
book for doll 
lovers, and we 
are sure that 
anyone who 
has a kachina 
s ri in his collec- 
tion will want this book for identifi- 
cation of the dolls he now possesses, 
and it will probably be an induce- 
ment for those collectors whose doll 
cabinet is void of one now to add 
several in the future. 

Handsomely illustrated with line 
drawings, black and white photo- 
graphs, and color photographs, this 
publication gives pertinent informa- 
tion as to the identification of the 
representations of the Hopi superna- 
tural beings as they appear in the 
Hopi mind, as they appear in the 
kivas and plazas, and of the masked 
impersonators as they appear in the 
Indian ceremonies. There is an eight 
page index, listed alphabetically, for 
quick identification of a definite 
doll. The different ceremonies and 
— garb are described in de- 
tail. 

Kachinas are brightly colored, 
weird looking little creatures which 
are not given to Hopi children ‘as 
playthings, but as a symbol of super- 
natural beings which are hung on the 
walls of the house so that they may 
constantly be seen by the inhabi- 
tants. The most important deities 
of the Hopi are Sotuqnang-u, god of 
the sky; Kwanitagqa, the one-horned 
god who guards the gate of the Un- 
derworld; and Alosaka, the two- 
horned god of reproduction of man, 
animals, and plants. These are sel- 
dom represented by kachinas or fig- 
urines. However, the supernatural 
beings, of which there are more than 
250 types, are represented by ka- 
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chinas of manv different colors. each 
according to location. 

Kachinas play a role similar to 
Christian saints, and the Hopi 
children believe in kachinas as some 
children believe in Santa Claus. Al- 
though many kachinas which are not 
authentic, are made for the tourist 
trade, many genuine ones appear in 
curio shops after being exchanged 
by the Hopi children for candy, nop- 
corn, and other tempting foods and 
trinkets. 

There was a growing demand for 
a means of distinguishing the genu- 
ine from the spurious so Mr. Colton, 
who is director of the Museum of 
Northern Arizona, took advantage of 
his position to gather information on 
these dolls He combined the infor- 
mation he had ‘with a vast amount 
of. research and HOPI KACHINA 
DOLLS is the result. Jack Breed is 
well known from his past contribu- 
tions to popular magazines and has 
turned out some fascinating color 
photographs for this publication. 
The book is, as a whole, attractive, 
and will be enjoyed not only by doll 
collectors and Indian relic collectors, 
but by anyone who is interested in 
American aborigines, their habits 


and customs.

He did 
more to further philatelic interest 
during his term in office than any 
other one person had before accom- 
plished. After he became president, 
he became known as “America’s No. 
1 Philatelist” and while ably per- 
forming the duties of the “biggest 
job in the world” he was never too 
busy to devote at least a few min- 
utes or a few hours of each day to 
his favorite hobby, stamp collecting. 
He once said “I can almost say that 
I owe my life to my hobbies — 
especially stamp collecting.” 

Lena Shawen has compiled this 
brochure which covers the entire phil- 
atelic span from Roosevelt’s inau- 
guration to the last stamp he 
fathered, which was issued shortly 
before his death. Working closely 
with Postmaster General Farley, 
Mrs. Shawen proved her knowledge 
of postage stamps and handled many 
of the first day sales. She has passed 
her knowledge on in this brochure 
which will undoubtedly become a 
must for all members of the phila- 
telic fraternity. 

A President’s Hobby will be a wel- 
come addition to the many fast grow- 
ing collections of Rooseveltiana as it 
covers briefly Roosevelt’s stamp col- 
lecting activities from his early days 
to his last days at Warm Springs, 
Georgia. 

Although small, this publication 
contains some of the most interest- 
ing illustrations we have seen in any 
recent stamp books. Some of the 
crude sketches which Roosevelt him- 
self made and submitted to the en- 
graver are shown along with the 
completed product. After making a 
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comparison, the similarity between 
the two is astonishing. 

Mrs. Shawen’s book discusses F. D. 
R. as a boy collector, stamps author- 
ized by him as president, first day 
covers, memorial stamps, the last 
journey to Warm Springs, and in 
conclusion, the disposition of Roose- 
velt’s own personal collection. 

The four page appendix is devoted 
to a complete listing of U.S. Postage 
stamps issued under the supervision 
of F. D. R., including commemorative 
stamps, famous American Series, 
overrun countries series, ordinary 
stamps, presidential series, and air 
mail and special delivery stamps. 

Stamp enthusiasts the country 
over will welcome this new publica- 
tion, as- will collectors of Roosevelt- 
iana and we heartily recommend it 
as a book well worth the money sav- 
ing price of $1.00.

American silver, Mr. Wenham has

Just another note anent the Dig- 
ger Indian from the diary of Cap- 
tain Howard Stansbury in “Explor- 
tion and Survey of the Valley of 
the Great Salt Lake of Utah,” where 
under date of June 12 (18507) he 
writes (pp. 202-3): “. .. As we were 
rowing along the shore we espied an 
old Indian with his squaw and 
papoose, running down the mountain 
to hail us. We landed, to inquire of 
him as to the prospect for ‘water 
ahead of us; but he could give us no 
information on the subject. He was 
a Utah digger and proved to be the 
same old fellow who had come to us 
last autumn, in Spring Valley, and 
who we had engaged to bring in a 
‘give out’ mule which we had left 
behind, for the promised reward of a 
new blanket. I questioned him about 
the mule, but he only laughed and 
would give me no satisfaction. ._The 
poor donkey had doubtless furnished 
his lodge with meat for the winter. 
He was an old man, nearly sixty, 
quite naked, except an old _ breech- 
cloth and a tattered pair of mocca- 
sins. His wife was in the same con- 
dition precisely, minus the moccasins, 
with a small buskskin strap over her 
shoulders in the form of a loop, in 
which, with its little arms clasp 
around its mother’s neck, sat a 
female child, four or five years old, 
‘without any clothing whatever. She 
was a fine-looking, intelligent little 
thing, and as plump as a partridge. 
The mother seemed to evince much 
affection for it, and was very much 
pleased when I threw over its 
shoulders an old _ piece of scarlet 
flannel which had been torn from 
one of the stations by the wind. I 
noticed, however, that after they left 
us, and she thought herself out of 
our sight, the cloth was fluttering 
from her own person, and the baby 
was as destitute as ever. I gave 
them something to eat, and, what I 
suspect was more welcome, a hearty 
draught of water. The poor child 
was almost famished. The old man 
was armed with a bow and a few ar- 


rows, ‘with which he was hunting for 
ground-squirrels.”

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from the Guianas to Tierra del 
Fuego, on the contrary, raided terri- 
tories and took loot and captives but, 
as a rule, they did not seek perma- 
nent control over their enemies. Al- 
though superficially some migrations 
may appear to have been wars of 
conquest or extermination, and there- 


fore exceptional, they were not 
planned as_ military expeditions. 
What happened was that the mi- 


grants became involved in rivalries 
and disputes with the earlier inhabi- 
tants and then fought it out until the 
defeated group was uprooted and 
cast out, exterminated, or assimi- 
lated. (Alfred Metraux in “War- 
fare, Cannibalism, and Human Tro- 
phies.” Vol. 5, Handbook of South 
American Indians, B. A. E. Bulletin 
143, p. 381). Then the above author 
quotes from Rochefort (1658, p. 
476): “Their aim in war is not to 
make themselves the masters of a 
new country or wrench spoils from 
the enemy; they have as their only 
purpose the glory of defeating them 
and the pleasure of avenging on 
them the wrongs which they have 
suffered.”

New Method of Dating Relics 

An Associated Press report re- 
cently from Baltimore, Md., stated: 

“Archaeologists hope that new 
methods will soon enable them to put 
a date-tag on every ancient bone and 
basket. It all started when scientists 
found considerable carbon-isotope 14 
in Baltimore sewage. 

“Carbon-isotope 14, like ordinary 
carbon, is apparently found in all 
living matter. But is has some 
peculiarities which may make it an 
accurate recorder of time. If the 
theory works, it may be possible to 
tell the age of an Egyptian mummy 
—within limits of a few years—by 
measuring the amount of isotope 14 
in its bones. 

“Some archaeologists say the 
technique cou!d be used as a check 
on the authenticity of religious 
relics. A measurement of isotope 14 
might show whether a relic is old 
enough to be genuine. 

“Dr. William Libby of the Insti- 
tute of Nuclear Research, University 
of Chicago, is trying to determine 
just how ‘far isotope 14 can be 
trusted as a time-clock. If his ex- 
periments are successful, Prof. Wil- 
liam F. Albright of Johns Hopkins 
University (Baltimore) hopes to try 
out the new technique in Egypt and 
the Bible lands. The key to the the- 
ory is radioactivity.”

Gunmakers of Bohemia in the 19th Century 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


As the battleground of Europe, 
from time immemorial, Bohemia has 
been exposed to the many races 
which passed through in such en- 
deavor or settled there. For such 
reasons, and the fact also that the 
nation had been conquered and defin- 
itively subjugated in 1620, only a 
small outcropping of actual makers 
of Bohemian ancestry existed, though 
of course, many of the people there 
Germanized their names as they fell 
more and more under German influ- 
ence in politics as well as the arts. 
Hinged as the country was and is 
on all sides by Germans or by areas 
of Austrian influence we find that 
much that appeared in the way of 
weapons had definite German char- 
acteristics; somewhat later the pre- 
dominance of French and Belgian 
weapons shipped there manifested 
themselves in many of the partially 
finished firearms sent there for 
finishing by the gunmakers of Bo- 
hemia. 


Among the makers of the early 
part of the century were Carl 
Freund of Furstenau. Freund was 
either a German or Austrian and 
worked in the period 1790-1810 
building rifles. In about this same 
early period we find Jean (Jan) 
Burda of Prague, circa 1837, and 
Ferdinand Opitz working in Komo- 
tau around 1855. Franz Nowak, a 
Prague shotgun maker of the first 
half of the century made finely gold 
inlaid weapons following very 
strongly the German styles with 
heavily upholstered checkpiece and 
green cloth sling such as was car- 
ried by the foresters in the Black 
Forest and Bohemian Forest through- 
out the 19th century. His barrels 
were sometimes purchased elsewhere, 
one specimen known having damas- 
cus barrels made by Jung of Vienna. 
Nowak (the spelling indicates pos- 
sible Polish ancestry) was a fine 
workman and though few pieces have 
been seen in good condition, their 
beauty is visible even after abuse or 
use. From all that is known of him 
he apparently stuck to the making of 
double-barreled shotguns and rifles 
and had an exhibit at the Interna- 
tional Exhibition in London in 18651. 


Another craftsman who exhibited at 
London was A. C. Kehlner, an Aus- 
trian of Prague residence who speci- 
alized in pistols, especially of the 
duelling variety. One _ set in the 


author’s collection appears to be of 
very high quality, 14% inches over- 
all and barrel length of 8% inches, 
browned, full length wood stock, 
highly engraved metal parts and 
bearing an unusual safety device so 
designed as to prevent firing of the 
piece accidentally. This device al- 
lowed the principles in a duel to ac- 
cept loaded pistols from _ their 
seconds, which even if dropped or 
mishandled would not go off until 
the catch had been moved out of

place. The hammer could be dropped, 
but would end its fall about a 
quarter inch away from the percus- 
sion cap. So far as is known Kehl- 
ner never fell under the spell of 
using parts supplied by foreign gun 
firms and he appears to have been 
a superb craftsman occasionally 
working even on such as highly orna- 
mented and engraved shotguns. 


At the Smithsonian Institute in 
Washington, D. C., and in the Ralph 
G. Packard collection of firearms 
there is a set of duellers and a rifle 
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by I. C. Peters of Carlsbad in western 
Bohemia. These flintlock firearms of 
the late eighteenth and early nine- 
teenth century are highly engraved, 
bear a good deal of gold work, have 
(the duellers) an overall length of 22 
inches, a barrel length of 15 inches 
and have an action which, externally 
at any rate, strongly resembles the 
Ferguson Breechloader. 

Probably the most prolific arms 
maker and perhaps arms merchant 
of Bohemia was J. M. Nowotny (also 
probably of Polish ancestry), who ap- 
pears to have dabbled in just about 
every sort of hand firearms known. 
Originally from Leitmeritz in the 
northern part of Bohemia, he moved 
to Prague somewhere after 1860 
where he lived to the time of his death 
around 1900. According to the scat- 
tered information available he had to 
his credit, air guns, revolvers, shot- 
guns, rifles, combination guns and pis- 
tols, many of them highly ornamented. 
(See Hogpsigs, Dec. 1948). Very much

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the opposite of Kehlner in this respect 
Nowotny relied heavily on the roughly 
finished materials, such as_ barrel 
blanks, lockplates, of other manu- 
facturers or gunmakers. Many of the 
finest pieces he made, bear, in addition 
to his own stamps and signed en- 
graving work, the marks of Belgian 
and French houses; and actions, often 
identical (or perhaps they are) to 
English types, such as the Jeffreys, 
were often employed, as in the case 
of the double rifle-shotgun illustrated. 
The work of other gunmakers or lock- 
makers was employed and one double 
rifle, in the possession of E. H. Hoff- 
man of Paudex-Lutry, Switzerland, 
bears a lockplate made by Samuelis 
of Budweis in southern Bohemia. A 
specimen in the author’s collection 
(illustrated) is a combination gun, 
having a rifled barrel of .44 caliber 
and shotshell chamber in 16 gauge 
alongside it. This piece is superbly 
done and bears fine engraving and 
chasing around the lockplate and 
breech. It appears to be a Jeffrey’s 
action, though lack of markings, 
other than proof marks of the Aus- 
trian government, do not place its 
origin. There can be no doubt but 
that Nowotny did the fine work of 
ornamentation; whether he did the 
actual firearm’s construction may be 
debateable.

—“At least one collector I know of 
has been sold one of the M8&9

no head stamp, but the primer is 
marked ‘Winchester New No. 4’. 
Might be worth while to mention 
these shells in the column so that 
others don’t get hooked by some of 
the smart traders.” I’m glad Stuart 
mentioned this—I’d been intending 
to in the column for some time, but 
didn’t get it done. I, too, have one 
of the 37mm jobs—and am looking 
for a genuine 2-gauge shot shell.

A collector friend here in town has 


run onto the best method of polish- 
ing specimens yet—‘SIMONIZ EZ-2’ 
Chrome & Metal Cleaner—you can 
get it in small cans at most any 
garage, and it really does a nice 
polish job, even on specimens that 
are quite badly corroded, or tarn- 
ished—and, not being a thin liquid, 
doesn’t hurt the paper on paper 
patched specimens, but cleans it as 
well. As I said, it’s the best yet. 


A friend (Stuart Miller—above) 
has managed to dig up a couple of 
nice specimens of rather rare Auto. 
pistol cartridges, and has sent dupli- 
cates to me. The 11.25mm_ Nor- 
wegian Model 1914, which is noth- 
ing more or less than our 45 ACP 
under another name. The Nor- 
wegians made the M/1911 Colt .45 
under license from Colt, and exactly 
like the Colt, except the slide release 
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is shaped a bit differently. All 
parts on the Norwegian and the U.S. 
Colts are interchangeable and the 
cartridge is the same (I have one of 
the guns also). The other cartridge 
is the 10mm Hirst Auto Pistol, 
M/1901, which is about all that is 
known at present on this one. Speci- 
mens are known which were pur- 
chased in England, but to date no 
specimen of the gun has shown up. 
Anyway, both of these are plenty 
worth hunting for.

But if this is so, and the cases 
lately seem to indicate it is partially 
so, we should get out and educate 
the doctors.

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AN OUTLINE OF AMERICAN CARDS 


By J. R. BURDICK 


Despite the rapid growth of card 
collecting in recent years, it is still a 
hobby that is well understood by com- 
paratively few of the collectors and 
dealers of the land. Mention of it all 
too often brings such questions, as 
“What do you mean?”, and “What 
kind of cards?”. To reply “All kinds 
of picture cards” does little good, and 
at best gives but a half-conception of 
the hobby. When shown a catalog 
of cards or a collection of the cards 
themselves, these people are amazed 
at the quantity, variety, and extent 
of the hobby. 

Love of cards is synonymous with 
a love of pictures and springs from 
the same urge which underlies the 
collection of paintings and prints, 
china with pictorial decorations, and 
other objects wherein a picture is the 
main element of interest and value. 
That “a picture is worth a thousand 
words” is seldom disputed, even to- 
day when pictures are a commonplace 
part of everyday life. Card collecting 
is also allied to a love of miniatura 
in that the smaller items are most 
popular, although a collection may 
contain some very large designs. 

Today’s wealth of pictures was not 
always the usual thing. To our an- 
cestors, even into the present century, 
pictures were something to keep and 
cherish. They were none too common 
and the few that were obtained were 
carefully kept in boxes or pasted in 
the large scrap albums designed for 
them. They were nice to look at on 
the long winter evenings before there 
were any radios, movies, videos, auto- 
mobiles and other modern diversions. 

When pictures became common- 
place, as in magazines, books, and 
movies, the issues of cards decreased, 
and today the few new ones that ap- 
pear give but a slight inkling of what 
was once an almost universal hobby. 
But new ones are being issued and 
collected in increasing numbers, be- 
cause the love of pictures is inherent 
in most humans. 

The entire card field is quite a wide 
one, and for convenience collectors 
divide it into three general groups: 
Advertising Cards, Insert Cards, and 
Souvenir Cards—the latter being a 
general term, perhaps not quite ac- 
curate, covering everything not in the 
other two groups. Advertising cards 
are probably as old as printing itself. 
Our earliest industries such as the 
shoemaker, the silversmith, the tailor, 
and the printer himself, soon found it 


a convenient and effective means of 
increasing business to have small 
cards showing the name, address, and 
services. Later small line illustra- 
tions were added and still later, as 
color printing became available, the 
size and attractiveness were increased. 
The 1880’s is the Golden Age of Ad- 
vertising cards. Manufacturers print- 
ed them in enormous quantities and 
distributed them freely through the 
retail trade, hence the terms Trade 
Cards and Store Cards which are of- 
ten used for them. ; 

About the same time (1880) the 
idea of insert Cards was conceived. 
While these are a form of advertising, 
the difference is that they were 
packed, or inserted, with a product 
and sold, not given, to the consumer. 
Most of them were in set form, and 
the desire to obtain a complete set 
constituted a sustained advertising 
value for a considerable time, after 
which a new set was put into use. 
These cards are commonly named 
after the products they came with, 
as Cigarette Cards, Tobacco Cards, 
Coffee Cards, Candy Cards, etc. They 
average somewhat smaller in size than 
advertising issues, although there are 
exceptions. 

Souvenir Cards are usually pur- 
chased outright for the cards them- 
selves. The best known are Post 
Cards, Greeting Cards, Playing Cards 
and other game cards. The term also 
includes other items such as Stereo- 
scope cards, Calling cards, Sunday 
School cards, Rewards of Merit, 
Tokens of Affection, Machine vended 
ecards, Print Miniatures, old photo- 
graphs, and various other views of 
interest both old and modern. 

This all gives almost no idea of 
the hundreds of thousands of differ- 
ent items that exist in these classifica- 
tions. Naturally, but few collectors 
try to obtain all of them, and many 
limit their activities to one or two 
types only. It is not an “easy” hobby 
and a long and wide search is neces- 
sary to build a good collection of any 
group. This search for the older and 
scarcer bits of printed Americana 
adds zest to a fascinating avocation.

The eleventh ALL AMERICAN, we 
believe marks a turning point. Cer- 
tainly there is a trend we cannot ig- 
nore. The nuclear theory has changed 
our ideas of gems. We know now 
that a titanic power is locked in the 
atom.

10th place—Texas Agate 
11th place—Montana Sapphire 


After being runner up for so long, 
turquoise has finally made first place.

The sixth place is taken by the ex- 
quisite Mexican Opal. Tourists con- 
tinue to bring up small bits, but com- 
mercially it’s becoming museum ma- 
terial.

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COQUINA IN FLORIDA

Coquina belongs to the calcium min- 
eral family. Calcite, the parent min- 
eral of the group, has the formula 
CaC03 and, of course, comes in both 
crystallized and non-crystalline form. 
The term generally covering the letter 
is limestone. 

Most limestones are made up of 
altered remains of mollusks, corals, 
crinoids, and other varieties of lime- 
secreting marine animals. These re- 
mains, including not only shells but 
bone and minute calcium particles 
precipitated out of the ocean waters, 
all accumulate on the ocean floor and 
slowly build up into a deposit of lime- 
stone. 

Changes in ocean currents will 
cause changes in the deposition, with 
the result that a layered effect in the 
limestone deposit is achieved. As the 
deposit grows, the weight of the ac- 
cumulated layers, sometimes reaching 
great thickness many hundreds of feet 
in depth, cements the lime aggregate 
into a solid rock. 

Near St. Augustine, Florida, there 
are great beds of this ocean. accumu- 
lated limestone, indicating, of course, 
that Florida has been pushed up out 
of the ocean. These beds, however, 
are so near tidewater that they never 
become dry. Consequently the mate-

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rial is not only moist but relatively 
soft and can be easily carved. In fact, 
a sharp, spade-like tool is used to cut 
the moist coquina into blocks, and in 
the dry season these blocks are stacked 
and allowed to harden in the sun for 
approximately six weeks, in which 
time they are ready to be used in 
building construction. 

Many buildings throughout north- 
ern Florida have stood for hundreds 
of years, with sound walls from this 
Florida coquina, 

To any travelers on the L & N 
Railroad going from Florida to New 
Orleans, many pits can be seen which 
are the result of cutting or “mining” 
coquina. In some pits at a higher 
elevation the coquina has been dry 
for centuries and is rock the hardness 
of “3” in Moh’s mineral scale. This 
can be cut and polished and may be 
found widely as lining and entrances 
of buildings hallways and, as in the 
great First National Bank of Seattle, 
the entire bank building, occuping a 
full city block, has floors, counters, 
and walls entirely lined with polished 
Florida coquina. 

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures to the student mineralogist or 
those interested in fluorescence is the 
very fine fluorescence of coquina. 
Placing the hand with fingers spread 
on the coquina and exposing both the 
hand and stone to ultraviolet light and 
then shutting off the light shows the 
imprint of the hand on the stone for 
quite an appreciable period, sometimes 
as long as a minute, depending on the 
light source. The material also has 
moderate fluorescence under either 
long or short wave ultraviolet lamps.

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The “Black Orloff” 


The fabulous “Black Orloff” dia- 
mond, reputedly the most accursed 
of all gem stones in the world, was 
recently placed on exhibit at the Ro- 
chester Museum of Arts and Sciences. 


This most precious gem. has been 
loaned to the Museum by Charles 
Winson of the Max Duraffourg Co., 
of New York City, its present owner. 
The loan was arranged by John E. 
Hartfelder, honorary chairman of the 
minerals division of the Museum and 
a member of the mineral section of 
the Rochester Academy of Science. 


The black diamond’s debut in his- 
tory, through a crime of theft, pre- 
saged a career of violence and ro- 
mance, It is said to have been stolen 
from a shrine near Pondichery, in 
southeastern, or French India. But 
whether it had there been alleged an 
accursed stone, or whether the 
priesthood called down maledictions 
on the heads of its future owners in 
their anger at losing it, still remains 
a mystery to gemologists. 


The Black Orloff next turned up 
in Russia, where the ill luck of its 
owners soon entrenched a horror for 
the stone in the popular mind. Its 
evil reputation became so _ wide- 
spread, in fact, that an Austrian jew- 
eler went to tremendous trouble to 
cut it in pieces, hoping thus to dis- 
pel the legends and the curses. Be- 
cause of the gem’s extreme hardness 
. . « three times as great as the 
average diamond, commonly accepted 
as the acme in hardness . . . the 
cutter is said to have taken over 
two long years on his work. 


His Herculean labors were in vain. 
For the original 195-pound diamond, 
the largest piece, 67.50 carats, con- 
tinued not only the “bad name” but 
the wicked career of its predecessor. 
In 1947, within the short space of a 
few weeks, the Italian press reported 
the violent deaths of two of its 
former owners: Princess Galitzine- 
Baria-Tinsky threw herself from the 
fifth floor of an apartment house in 
November, and Nadia Vyegin-Orloff, 
the wife of a Roman jeweler and 
herself a former Russian Princess, 
leaped to her death on December 2. 


The Black Diamond, meanwhile, 
had been acquired by a syndicate of 
seven European merchants, had pre- 
sumably passed through the hands 
of many private individuals, and fin-

ally was acquired by an Austrian 
dealer who brought it to this coun- 
try to sell. Shortly after closing the 
deal, this same Austrian jumped 
from one of New York’s tallest 
buildings. This is the first known 
“Black Orloff death” in America, 
and extends to three continents the 
wake of its tragedy. 


In defiance of all superstitions, 
Charles F. Winson purchased the 
black diamond on Friday, May 18, 
of this year. In his half-year of 
ownership, the gem has led the most 
placid and benign of lives, has be- 
haved perfectly. But those who have 
read its story wonder if the fateful 
legends are really at an end, or if 
America may add some strange new 
— to the saga of the “Black 
Orloff.” 


Along with this first public show- 
ing of the Black Orloff diamond, 
models of many of the celebrated 
diamonds from the museum’s own 
collection will be on display. Stories 
of each of the diamond replicas, pre- 
pared by Richard Hughes, museum 
mineral assistant, will accompany 
the exhibit.

U. S. Armies 10,000 carbines at $6 
each. Most of these were of very 
rough manufacture and were prob- 
ably discarded material cleaned up 
for resale. Markings on the known 
specimens were simply Nowotny on 
the tang, and so crudely done as to 
suggest the possibility that they were 
indeed scraped up from all corners. 
These were in .58 caliber, had a full 
length of 45 inches, barrel length of 
29 inches, weight of 7% pounds, with 
checkered stock and brazed-on ramrod 
holder and spring attached bayonet. 
A J. Nowotny was listed as a firm 
of arms merchants as late as 1938 in 
the city of Prague. What has since 
become of the descendants is not 
known, 


A number of lesser known gun- 
makers were in operation about this 
time, among these being Christian 
Hintz of Prague who made air guns 
which had the form and shape of 
wheelocks dating back two hundred 
or more years previous and which 
were operated by means of bellows; 
Ab. Yirku, a maker of fine double 
barreled rifles who lived at Reichen- 
berg in the northern part of the 
country; Sekyra, a gunsmith and 
gunmaker of Podebrach, who did con- 
siderable work on air guns and was 
one of the early workers on making 
bellows of iron to replace those that 
had up to that time been made of 
leather; Anton Preis of Prague who 
made military and dress swords prior 
to and after 1851; A Jarosch of Pra- 
gue, the inventor of an unusual side 
lever breech-loading pistol; George 
Rakus of Kleinochowitz and W. M. 
Mach of Prague, both of whom worked 
on various hand-firearms; Peter 
Schenk of Marienbad, the military 
conversion man of his day who 
changed Austrian Military Wanzl ac- 
tions into sporters in that region of 
Bohemia where the famous spa cities 
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are located and where during the mid- 
eighteenth century and later, sports- 
men from all parts of the world came 
for cures, the rest, and perhaps to 
take in a little hunting. 


Anton Vincenz Lebeda was an- 
other maker whose use of imported 
parts and semi-completed guns paral- 
lels that of Nowotny quite strongly. 
Working in the period 1800-1875, the 
story of his life is as yet confused by 
the presence of several sons who also 
worked as gunmakers and who used 
only the last name in signing some of 
their products. While not certain as 
to who made them there are quite a 
variety of pieces bearing the name 
LEBEDA, PRAGUE. These include 
such varying items as a presentation 
revolver made on an action similar 
to the Trantner revolvers in 1860, va- 
rious pin-fire revolvers, exquisite duel- 
lers, double guns, rifles and other mis- 
cellaneous weapons some of which 
were exhibited at the London Exhibi- 
tion of 1851. That Lebeda made fine 
firearms in their entirety there can 
be no doubt, that he also worked over 
partially made pieces there can also 
be no question as evidenced by duel- 
lers which have very distinct French 
markings and lines. 


A family of gunmakers and inven- 
tors who made a deep impression in 
Europe, but which is scarcely known 
here is the Krnkas, who worked 
through the period of almost the en- 
tire century and contributed many 
new ideas to the field. There was 
Sylvester, who devised a unique con- 
version method for changing. muzzle- 
loading rifles into the new-fangled 
breech-loaders which were coming in- 
to prominence around 1865. With 
millions of the old type rifles on hand 
and with the desire of the leading 
powers to be as modern and up-to- 
date as possible with the least ex- 
pense, an idea such as this was of 
considerable value. This device or 
idea was sold to the Russian Armies, 
though it had been offered to Austria 
previous to that. It saw considerable 
use in the former country and it is 
estimated that well over a million of 
these rifles were thus converted and 
a goodly number used in the Russo- 
Turk War of 1877. The Krnka fam- 
ily, originally from Wolin, or Wolyne, 
was quite prolific in its inventions 
and went through the gamut of con- 
versions projectiles, rifle actions, gas- 
operated rifles, and automobile pis- 
tols, many of these in cooperation with 
the famous Austrian automatics in- 
ventor, G. Roth. 


The city of Weipert can lay claim 
to two inventors and gunmakers, Gus- 
tav Fuckert and Gustav Bittner, both 
of whom had descendants who con- 
tinued their business until the late 
30s of this century. Fuckert exhi- 
bited at the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia in 1876 and had, among 
other things, military and sporting 
rifles and revolvers on display. A fine 
shotgun in the Nunnemacher collec- 
tion has a breech-action not unlike 
the Remington-Rider breech lock in- 
vented and used in the U. S. about the 
same time. This double-barrelled piece 
is highly engraved, finely ornamented 
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and marked “Gustav Fuckert,” “Wei- 
pert.” 

Gustav Bittner is hardly known in 
this country though he did invent one 
of the forerunners of the automatic 
pistol.. In appearance this pistol sug- 
gests that it might be.an automatic 
pistol, but in fact it is nothing more 
than a magazine pistol, e. g., one in 
which loading operations must be per- 
formed by hand-power, the magazine 
serving merely as a convenient means 
of loading. Bittner invented this 
weapon in 1893 and may have done 
some experimental work on it in Bir- 
mingham, England, specimens having 
been found there bearing English or 
Birmingham Proof Marks. The in- 
troduction of the true automatic pis- 
tol quickly saw the Bittner product 
relegated to the position of an ob- 
solescent piece to be discarded in 
favor of the former type weapon.

HERE and THERE 
“Baldpate Keys” 


If you’ve ever been a tourist in 
Colorado’s Rocky mountain national 
park you probably have seen the key 
room at Baldpate inn. It has one of 
the largest collection of keys from 
strange and out of the way places— 
large keys, small keys, keys of strange 
shapes and bizarre histories. 


The inn is a modest log building 
just off the South St. Vrain Canyon 
Rd., about 10 miles from Estes Park 
village and a two hour drive from 
Denver. 


The west wing of the inn is pretty 
well given over, to the key collection. 
They hang from the round log rafters 
and cover the pine walls. Visitors are 


‘invited to add keys to the collection, 


tagged with their nates ana tne aate. 
Gordon Mace, Baldpate’s proprietor 
who is getting a bit thin on top him- 
self, talks about the keys with as 
must zest as he must have shown the 
day he and his brothers started the 
collection. 


“Yes, close to 12,000 in here now,” 
he said. “But they don’t come in as 
fast as they used to. People who 
know about the collection wait until 
they get something special before 
they send it along.” 


Mace has devoted one whole section 
of wall to keys sent to him from cities 
on the war fronts by Americans who 
once visited Baldpate. 


There is a key from the Imperial 
hotel at Tokyo, and a tiny one reprted 
to open a drawer of Hitler’s desk. A 
chaplain in New Zealand wrote Mace 
he was sending him “the most impor- 
tant key in New Zealand.” It was an 
opener for a C-ration tin. 


Other keys were dropped via para- 
chute by pilot-friends and an engineer 
gave him a special key made from the 
last steel drill used on a water tunnel 
drilled beneath the continental divide 


“between Estes Park and Grand Lake. 


He included a “keyhole” from the job; 
a chunk of gray granite pierced by 


a neat drillhole. ;

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recognition, picturing as they do the 
dress, manners, customs, architecture, 
etc., of the past fifty years. Collectors 
of cards showing the earliest model 
automobiles are not neglecting to se- 
cure and treasure those picturing the 
airplane in its infancy. The picture 
post card is informative in many other 
ways and teachers everywhere utilize 
them in conjunction with geography 
as well as history lessons. Many cards 
are hand-painted in oil or water, and 
these miniature works of art are 
prized by the art student and others 
esthetically inclined. Anyone who has 
ever taken a snapshot can appreciate 
the superb photography exhibited by 
the post card, particularly (strangely 
enough) those of the early 1900’s. 

I have mentioned only a few of the 
things that make post card collecting 
an absorbing, exciting and highly en- 
joyable avocation. It is estimated 
that at the present time there are 
over 75,000 post card collectors in 
America. The amazing thing is that 
more people have not discovered the 
wealth of pleasure to be gained, hour 
after hour, in reviewing a fine collec- 
tion of post cards, for every post card 
is a different and interesting speci- 
men, arousing fresh enthusiasm and 
offering additional enjoyment every 
time it is examined. 

Leon Besnardeau, a French book- 
seller, is attributed with printing and 
mailing the first picture post card in 
1870. His cards must have aroused 
the interest of the ever alert Germans 
for they used them in conjunction 
with the Nurnberg Exposition of 1882. 
The first American to recognize the 
potentialities of the picture post card 
was Adam P. Leighton of Portland, 
Maine, who, in 1888, purchased postal 
cards from the Government, sent them 
to Germany for glazing, and had 


' views of his home-town printed upon 


them. This enterprising gentleman 
was not defeated by the failure of his 
first cards to gain popularity in the 
United States and time proved his 
faith to be justified for, starting, with 
those printed for the World’s Fair of 
1893, the public soon clamored for 
more and more. Everyone used post 
cards and an astounding number of 
people collected them. The heyday of 
the post card lasted from the early 
1900’s until about 1912. Because of 
the huge number of collectors of this 
period, despite the yearly ravages of 
spring cleaning when housewives all 
over America decided that that old 
album or box of cards had been lying 


around long enough, and tossed it into 
the fire, large quantities of these old 
cards still exist. Modern collectors 
hunt for them frantically, and it is . 
gratifying to know that their efforts 
are saving a great many of the fine 
old cards for posterity. 

My purpose in writing articles on 
the subject of post card collecting has 
been to arouse greater awareness and 
interest in this important hobby. I 
have written this letter in the hope 
that some of my readers will be kind 
enough to send me additional informa- 
tion, facts and figures with regard to 
the picture post card with the thought 
that this material may be assembled 
and offered to the public to stimulate 
interest and encourage recruits to the 
hobby of post card collecting. The 
more collectors we have, the more peo- 
ple will be interested in preserving the 
old, as well as the present-day cards, 
and a steadily increasing number of 
collectors will secure for us, recogni- 
tion of the fact that our hobby has a 
lasting interest and a rightful place 
high on the list of the ways Ameri- 
cans add to their knowledge and pleas- 
ure in their spare time.—William E.

PLAYING CARDS WITH BIRDS 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 


As a motif for the decoration of 
the backs of playing cards, birds of 
many species, have proven to be ex- 
tremely popular among the purchasers 
of the decks, Combined with flowers, 
garden scenes, and household interi- 
ors, the varied color combinations en- 
able the artists and lithographers of 
the card manufacturers a broad field. 
The collector’s albums of “bird card- 
backs,” which may contain several 
thousands, as a result are a blaze of 
bright colors. 

For the purpose of indexing and 
classifying a large collection, the 
cards can be segregated according to 
the kind of bird, either free or in 
cages. It is rather interesting to 
note that the most numerous pictures 
will be of the wild geese and ducks, 
the cranes and many other varieties 
of the larger tropical birds. Other 
large classes will be the eagles and 
parrots, tame ducks and_ geese. 
Strange to say, however, you will find 
very few pictures of chickens. There 
are just a few pictures of hens and 
little chicks. Roosters are more num- 
erous, some being employed as weather 
vanes on top of barns. There are 
turkeys, gobblers and peahens, 

The game birds such as the highly 
colored mallard ducks, quail, pheas- 
ants, etc., and pictures of hunters, are 
copies of works of well-known artists. 
There are a few of fighting cocks. 

The varieties of small birds of all 
kinds will fill an album of a thousand 
cards. These will include blue birds, 
oriole, warbler, thrush, woodpecker, 
parakeet, chickadee, black bird, crow, 
robin, and many others too numerous 
to mention. Pictures of wrens and 
humming birds are of special interest.

bluejay, bobwhite, sparrow, dove, her- 
on, pigeon, kingfisher, lyre bird, lark, 
peacock, stork, hawk. 

Very beautiful pictures of the 
American Eagle have been popular 
issues. The eagle also appeared on 
numerous patriotic playing card decks 
during the last two world wars, and 
has been used on advertising decks 
to quite an extent as mentioned fur- 
ther in this article. 

The wise old owl is well represented 
on the playing cards both as back 
design and on fortune telling cards 
and comic decks. 

The penguin is another bird in gen- 
eral use on the cards, along with quite 
an assortment of sea gulls and other 
types of oceanic birds. One deck in 
particular, issued as a companion 
deck, the two being sold together in 
a box, has a picture of a penguin. The 
other deck has a picture of a polar 
bear. When these two decks are 
placed side by side they form a single 
picture to represent the arctic and an- 
tarctic, with rising and setting sun 
in background. 

Cards featuring the swan, most of 
them on park lagoons, are very beau- 
tiful. There is an issue of three black 
 sa/, gilt background, from Austra- 
ia. 

The canary as well as other small 
birds kept in cages, shown in pictures 
of household scenes generally do not 
appear to advantage, being too small 
in the picture. These cards are often 
filed with pictures of people or some 
other listing. 

Playing cards from foreign coun- 
tries often have pictures of the native 
birds. Collectors list their foreign 
cards in separate albums. Cards from 
Australia and New Zealand feature 
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some of their birds which I cannot 
name being so different from the birds 
of America, except the falcon, and the 
“Kookaburra” and the Kiw—a very 
fine souvenir deck from New Zealand, 
with picture of scenery on the play- 
ing side has a back design in red with 
the wingless almost extinct bird about 
the size of a chicken—called “Ap- 
teryx,” which the natives call the 
Kiwi. The beautiful deck of “Flow- 
ers” from Japan contains pictures of 
birds on six of the cards. 

If you can refer to the book by 
Katherine Perry Hargrave, “ A His- 
tory of Playing Cards and a Biblio- 
graphy of Cards and Gaming” or some 
of the other books on the History of 
Playing Cards (generally to be found 
in public libraries), you will find 
pictures of antique decks. Some of 
these date as far back as the 14th 
century. Pictures of birds are on a 
few of these old cards—but in those 
days nothing was placed on the backs 
of the cards. Whatever pictures were 
used are on the playing side of the 
cards. 

Advertising playing cards feature 
many pictures of birds, being part of 
trade marks or suggesting something 
about the article being advertised. 
Here are a few examples—a card 
from England “Alwetha Raincoats”; 
five ducks—Transvaal Rubber Co., 
“Truco” mining boots, etc.; one duck—- 
French Potash Society; one stork—the 
Ohio Knife Co., Cincinnati; a crane 
sharpening his bill on grindstone; Owl 
Drug Co.; one owl. Taft and Pennoyer 
Co., Oakland, Calif.; two peacocks. 
N. K. Webster Co., Lawrence, Mass.; 
grain products, two chickens. All the 
following have eagles on the cards— 
Whiting Corp., Harvey, Ill.; Central 
Banknote Co., Monmouth Spring Lake 
Beach, N. J.; Hotel Eauclaire, Wis.; 
Republic Rubber Co., Pittsburgh; 
Royal Crown Cola; Eagle White Lead 
Co., Cincinnati; Milwaukee Sentinel; 
Chrysler Sales Corp., Detroit; Ander- 
son Laboratories, Milwaukee; B’nai- 
B’rith America’s Oldest Jewish Serv- 
ice Organization; Tuthill Springs, 
Chicago; Seagrave Corp., Columbus, 
Ohio, Motor Fire Apparatus; Brown 
and Bigelow, St. Paul, playing cards 
and advertising. 


MUSIC IN PLAYING CARDS 


With the recent rehabilitation 
and installation of the William H. 
Doane collection of musical instru- 
ments, all departments of the Cin- 
cinnati Art Museum have become 
very much aware of the relation of 
music to the visual arts. As a result 
the Print Department of the Museum 
selected a series of prints from its 
collection which are in some way 
concerned with music, from the 19th 
century te the present. 

The idea was extended to the 
world-famous collection of playing 
cards on permanent loan to the 
Museum from the United States 
Playing Card Company of Cincinnati. 
A group of European and Ameri- 
can cards was found which _illus- 
trates musical instruments, or in 


some instances bear musical nota- 


tions, such as the English cards of 
1728 with the music and words for 
the Beggar’s Opera. Music in some 
unusual and sometimes amusing situ- 
ations is found in these cards, like 
the drums used for suits in the 
American cards of 1865 and the 
Dutch cards of 1770 with scenes from 
various operas. Such an exhibition 
as this of playing cards on the theme 
of music has probably never before 
been presented.

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California Owes 
Millions to This Tree 


By WILLIAM J. MADDOX 


In one of the greenhouses of the 
Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington is a veritable patriarch of 
American horticulture—an old, muti- 
lated but vigorous orange tree. Fifty 
years it began life not far from where 
it stands. But in that time a great 
industry has been built up from its 
offspring. Prosperous Californians, 
standing before it, declare, “We owe 
millions to it.” 

This battered old tree is one of the 
parents of California’s vast navel- 
orange orchards. Each year it puts 
forth a fine display of blossoms and 
bears fruit. 

Of the twelve newly budded trees 
that constituted the original consign- 
ment received by the department in 
1870 from Bahia, Brazil, no records 
were kept. But of their offshoots, the 
three trees that furnished the buds 
for starting the seedless-orange or- 
chards of California, two survive. 
One is at Riverside, California, the 
other at Washington, D. C. The full 
name of the orange is “Washington 
Navel,” because the early breeding 
work was done at the national capital. 

Much of this horticultural romance 
has been lost. Even the identity of 
the sender of the original shipment 
of trees cannot be fully established. 

The first two young plants to be 
sent out by the Department of Agri- 
culture after the breeding work had 
been done were shipped to a Mrs. Tib- 
betts at Riverside. They prospered 
and bore such fine fruit that the de- 
partment received many requests for 
stock. 

Unfortunately the origin of the 
navel orange even in and around 
Bahia, where it first made its appear- 
ance, is obscure. Horticulturists have 
collected what data they can find, 
mostly accounts handed down from 
father to son and still preserved by 
a few Brazilian orchardists. 

Among them it is the general belief 
that the odd-shaped navel orange 
came into existence at Bahia in the 
early part of the nineteenth century. 
It is thought to have been propagated 
by a Portuguese living at Cabulla, a 
suburb of Bahia. But his name and 
the exact location of his orchard are 
lost. The first fruit probably orig- 
inated as a “sport,” or mutation, up- 
on a Selecta orange tree, which, 
known in Brazil from remote times, 
pee brought from the Iberian Penin- 
sula. 
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“Twenty years ago,” according to 
a recent investigator, “an old man 
told me that in his youth, before the 
independence of Brazil, the laranja de 
umbigo (navel orange) was found in 
some groves in Cabulla. He, as a boy 
soldier, in company with his comrades, 
‘ate many’ during the siege of Bahia, 
being stationed in a grove that con- 
tained some trees. He had heard that 
a mandinga woman charmed a seed 
and made the first tree yield wmbigoed 
fruit. I cathe to the conclusion that 
the seedling tree originated in Cabulla 
in 1810-1820, or perhaps even earlier, 
and was first propagated by a Portu- 
gese grower, and that in 1822, the 
year of Brazilian independence, there 
was quite a lot of trees.” 

The navel orange is the most profit- 
able importation, in the way of a new 
crop, ever made into this country. It 
has literally turned the orchards of 


California into gold.

A Catalog on Termites 


Washington, D. C. A _ complete 
catalog and revision of the termites 
of the world has just been issued by 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

It lists a grand total of 1,932 
species of these wood-eating insects, 
known chiefly to the general public 
as pests but to students of insect 
behavior as among the most remark- 
able examples of social evolution. 
The work is by Dr. Thomas E. 
Snyder of the Department of Agri- 
culture’s Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine. Dr. Snyder is 
among the world’s foremost author- 
ities. He not only has made ex- 
tensive collections but has _ studied 
the habits and control of the insects 
through most of the western hem- 
isphere. 

The catalog gives the “white ants” 
— a bad misnomer — a new family 
tree, and several hitherto unknown 
living and fossil genera and species 
are listed. The wood eaters are most 
closely related to the cockroaches 
and thus can trace their lineage to 
the earliest known insects. that 
swarmed in the ancient forests at 
least 250,000,000 years ago. The 
termite order itself is at least 30,-

000,000 years old and has undergone 


extensive evolution, although some 
of the most primitive forms still are 
in existence. 

Superficially the termites resem- 
ble ants — their most devastat- 
ing enemies. They seem to have fol- 
iowed parallel lines of evolution, 
both in body form and in their re- 
markable social organization. In some 
ways the social organization of the 
termites is even more complex than 
that of the ants themselves. Gener- 
ally, however, the termites are not 


‘free wanderers, like the ants. Their 


soft bodies have forced them to 
adopt a subterranean enviroment. 
Their distinguishing character is 
their ability to live on wood, owing 
to the fact that certain protoza which 
live in their intestinal tracts contain 
enzymes that can digest cellulose. 

Despite the parallel development, 
Dr. Snyder points out, termites and 
ants are not even distantly related, 
other than in the fact that both are 
insects. The ant is relatively a new- 
comer in the world. 

Dr. Snyder lists nine general and 
approximately 20 new species.

“Ht the Sign of the Crest” 


LEVICK Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





He beareth for Arms: Argent 
crusily fitcheé a lion rampant sable 
charged with a cross crosslet fitcheé 
of the first. Crest—A lion rampant 
holding in the dexter paw a cross 
crosslet fitcheé sable. Motto—Fortiter. 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield in the center 
of which is charged a black (sable) 
lion in rampant attitude, that is, 
standing on one foot and pawing the 
air. The shield is covered with black 
crosses (crusily), and the lion has a 
silver cross on his shoulder. The 
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crest is a black rampant lion holding 
in his right (dexter) paw a black 
cross. Notice that the crosses are all 
described as being “‘fitcheé,” which 
means pointed at the lower end. The 
two on, and held by, the lion, have the 
upper three arms crossed “crosslet.” 

The cross is a Crusader emblem, 
and symbolizes sorrow, suffering and 
sacrifice. It was granted those who 
gave their time, substance and lives 
to rid the Holy Land of those seeking 
to devastate its sacred shrines, and 
thus blot out its sacred traditions and 
memories. There are nearly 200 
forms of crosses, many of which have 
a definite meaning. 

The cross fitcheé, or pointed cross 
has an interesting story. Picture this 
band of perhaps 300 men, mounted, 
banners flying—these banners, their 
cloaks, their shields, and the horses’ 
blanket all bearing a cross in some 
form, painted or sewn,—all in one 
band having the same color and form. 
These Crusaders are going through a 
wilderness section, and the going is 
rough. The sun is at the zenith point, 
men and horses alike stumble under 
the excessive heat, but—‘HALT”— 
comes the command—in English, in 
French, in German, or Italian, accord- 
ing to the country from which they 
came. The men look up and see a 
cross held aloft; it is their signal for 
the noon-tide prayer, and is held by 
their leader. This cross is not made 
of precious metal, or stone, nor is it 
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beautifully wrought or carved—in- 
stead it is a branch slashed from a 
tree during their marches, and rough- 
ly shaped with the aid of a crude 
knife. It is different in form than 
the others—it is pointed—it is fitcheé. 
It belongs to the leader of the band— 
the cross fitcheé is on his banner, his 
cloak, his shield, and his horse’s 
blanket. The prayer time over, the 
leader plants the cross in the ground, 
the point easing the way into the 
baked sand. This points the way to 
the next band approaching. One of 
the French leaders was called |’Eve- 
que, or |’Evesque, and his descendants 
to the end of time will be eligible to 
bear the cross on their Coat-of-Arms. 


The lion is the king of beasts, as 
the eagle is the king of birds, the 
dolphin king of fishes, the oak, mon- 
arch of the trees. The lion is em- 
blematical of service to his country 
and deathless courage! 


Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and granted only if he be 
worthy. Silver signifies sincerity and 
peace; sable, the fur lining of royal 
robes, constancy and nobility. 


Fortiter—With Courage. 


The original authority for this |’- 
Eveque—Levick Armorial Bearing has 
not been found by the writer, but it 
had been established, and used to il- 
lustrate a biography in the Encyclo- 
pedia of Pennsylvania Biography 
concerning Henry Lewis d’Invilliers 
LEVICK. Here we see this gentle- 
man’s middle name still holding 
French influence, his mother having 
been of French extraction. 


A l’Eveque family was among the 
Huguenots, French families of the 
Protestant faith who were obliged to 
flee their country when persecuted by 
the religious leaders for not adhering 
to the Catholic faith. The ]’Eveques 
settled in Derbyshire, England, also 
in Sheffield, co. York. 


There are two theories about this 
Pennsylvania family’s ancestral home 
in England. One is that Richard 
Levick (the name having been Anglic- 
ized), being a Quaker, came from 
Derbyshire where it is recorded, in 
“Besse’s Sufferings,” that among 
others, Robert Levick’s property had 
been seized for military fines which 
they had refused to pay from motives 
of conscience. (Thus twice these 
people had suffered because they wor- 
shipped God the way they believed - 
was right.) 


The other theory is that he was 
from Sheffield, because a _ Levick 
known to be a relative, had written 
to one of the family in America that 
it was their family that had first 
introduced the manufacture of cutlery 
into Sheffield. He also said that for 
many generations there had been at 
least one Master Cutler in each gen- 
eration. 


The letter was accompanied by a 
picture of the Coat-of-Arms which 
was borne by the Sheffield family, as 
reproduced here. 

Note in this picture that there 
seems to be no “color code” in this 
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drawing. But silver is always plain 
white surface, and black may be 
either lines crossing each other at 
right angles, or solid black, therefore 
it is really in color code. 

The Richard Levick referred to, 
had settled before 1680 in the terri- 
tory which became Kent Co., Dela- 
ware in 1682, but then presided over 
by the Duke of York. William Penn 
later took over the section, and Kent 
Co. became St. Jones. 

Richard Levick bought land of 
Christian Heteloke, an Indian,—-600 
acres on which his wife Mary and he 
lived, and started their career in the 
new country. Unfortunately he died 
in 1686, and a sturdy and influential 
pioneer was lost to that section. 

His son Richard was born in 1680, 
and he also married a girl named 
Mary whose surname was not known. 
Their son William took over Richard’s 
estate when he died in 1735. 

We do have the surname of Wil- 
liam’s wife. How many wonderful 
families remain mysteries to us be- 
cause of the neglect in keeping re- 
cords. It ’seéms a woman’s family 
ties were completely broken when she 
married. Even when a man died he 
would will to his widow the posses- 
sions given her by her father when 
she was married! William’s wife was 
Sarah, daughter of John and Eliza- 
beth Crippen of Kent Co., Delaware, 
a name well known then and now. 
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Their son, William Jr., had a planta- 
tion in Little Creek Hundred, Kent 
Co., Delaware, born in 1738, died in 
1803. He, as his fathers before him, 
was a Quaker, and he was an Elder 
of Duck Creek Monthly Meeting. The 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania, 
13th and Spruce Streets, Philadelphia, 
has on file a Memorial to this Wil- 
liam Levick which was spread on the 
records of the Monthly Meeting. 

This William Jr. married Susanna 
Manlove, (1752-1802), daughter of 
Mark and Anne (Hall) Manlove. 
Mark Manlove was a descendant of 
the first Mark who came to America, 
settled on the Eastern Shore of Mary- 
land, dying in 1660. Anne Hall was 
the daughter of John Hall, a Colonial 
Justice of Kent Co. Both the Man- 
loves and Halls were prominent in 
the. affairs of their state, and large 
land owners, which bears out the 
theory that the lost names of the 
pong of the Richards were important 
also. 

The first Mary at least must have 
been public spirited, for a wife did 
have to acquiesce in the disposition 
of lands, and a record of 1648 dis- 
closes that Richard and wife Mary, 
in open court “did freely and valiently 
give for the Countyes use all theire 
right and titell of One Hundred Acres 
upon which to erect Court House.” 

Among the several children of Wil- 
liam Jr. was Ebenezer, who was left 
an orphan at the age of twelve. He 
was an ambitious lad, and being dis- 
satisfied with his progress, started 
out alone to Philadelphia when but 16. 
He did have a cousin there with whom 
he could make his home, Sarah Fiske, 
and she was helpful to him in many 
ways. He trained as a merchant, and 
continued with his boyhood ambitious 
until he was successful. As his for- 
bears, he was interested in benevolent 
projects. He had “much force of 
character and was greatly esteemed.” 

One of Ebenezer’s sons was James, 
a physician, and author of historical 
and medical books, among them 
“Early Physicians of Philadelphia,” 
and “Early Welsh Quakers to Penn- 
sylvania.” 

William, another son of Ebenezer, 


“was a member of the Philadelphia 


Bar, was active as a Friend, and as- 
sociated with his brother Samuel J. 
in business. His biographers say he 

“wielded an influence, and in control 
and direction of interests to an ex- 
tent totally unknown to the members 
who met him as a quiet and unob- 
trusive man.” 

Samuel J. Levick, son of Ebenezer, 
and also a prominent business man 
was a minister in the Society of 
Friends; had a son Samuel J. Jr., 
who married Ann Bullock, daughter 
of Joshua and Mary Lippincott Bul- 
lock. Lippincott will be known to 
all of you if-for no other reason than 
as the great publishing firm—a highly 
esteemed family in New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, particularly in Phila- 
delphia. The Bullocks have, more 
than the others, migrated to western 
states, and continue in mercantile 
enterprises. 

To return to Ebenezer—one of. his 
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mercantile interests was to erect large 
tanneries in the Pocono mountains, 
north of Philadelphia. He married a 
Welsh girl, Elizabeth Wetherill Jones, 
and lived for a time in or near the 
Welsh settlement, associating with 
the Friends in Bucks Co. 

His son Lewis Jones Levick was 
born in this county at Richland, and 
became interested in marketing petro- 
leum. He founded the firm of Cren- 
Levick Co. of which he was president, 
and later his son, secretary. He sat 
on boards of Light and Heating Com- 
panies, short Railroads, and like pro- 
jects. The name of his wife was 
mentioned before, in connection with 
the French families. She was Mary 
d’Invilliers, and their son was Henry 
Lewis d’Invilliers Levick. 

This Henry was also a successful 
man, and carried on the family tradi- 
tion of aiding benevolent activities, 
such as Boy Scouts, etc. He was a 
member of the Union League of Phila- 
delphia. He was also interested in 
local and family history. Had traced 
his family so that he could become a 
member of the “Order of Barons of 
Barons of Runnemede,” and was ac- 
tive in the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania. 

To find records of other Levick 
families in various parts of the coun- 
try has been almost impossible—no 
doubt the descendants of the first 
Richard staid close to the original 
camping-ground, and built their in- 
terests and their reputations where 
their name was already well-known, 
and where they were “at home.” This 
combination of French, English, 
Welsh, and the Quaker background 
has made a most fascinating study. 
In “Anglicizing” l’Eveque to Levick, 
they have changed it so one would 
naturally look for it in German, Aus- 
trian or Russian records rather than 
in English, or early American—but 
American it now is, and America is 
proud of the family.

Another point of great interest to 
Scarborough families is the fact that 
Ex-President Herbert Hoover also is 
in the line of John Scarborough, the 
first of the name in this country, 
through his father’s maternal line. 

Mr. Hoover’s father was Jesse 
Clark Hoover, and:his mother Huldah 
Minthorn. Then the line runs back 
on the distaff side to Scarborough: 
Minthorn, Wasley, Toole, Garner, 
Haworth, and John Scarborough, born 
in Bucks Co., 1682, and his father 
John Sr., who settled in Langhorne, 
Bucks Co. in 1682.
